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MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE CITY COUNCIL: 


Ir has been customary for the Chief Magistrate 
of this City, annually, on taking the oaths of office, 
to address the City Council, with a view, either to 
apprise them, and through them, his fellow citizens, 
of his opinions upon certain subjects interesting to 
them, or, what is infinitely more important, to draw 
their attention to those subjects, in which the 
credit of the City, and the welfare of its inhabitants, 
are closely connected. Far be it from me to omit 
so laudable a custom—a custom which the practice 
of the distinguished individuals who have preceded 
me, as well as the requirements of the City Charter, 
has now rendered a duty. I propose, then, to ask 
your attention at this time to some of those more 
important subjects, which the past year, or the pre- 
sent, calls for particular consideration. 

The first subject to which I feel it my duty to 
draw your attention, is the situation and construc- 
tion of the County Prison. The Jail for the County 
of Suffolk stood, within the recollection of most of 
us, in the immediate vicinity of this place. The in- 
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crease of population demanded a new erection, 
further from the centre of business, and more in 
conformity with the improvements of the age. In 
the year 1819, the County determined to erect a 
new Prison, and a commission was appointed, who 
brought to the subject all the information and ex- 
perience which the times possessed, and all the de- 
votion which the subject required. ‘The Jail, when 
built, was doubtless considered the model prison of 
the times. It is as unreasonable to demand of them 
the improvements of later years, as to complain of 
the navigator of forty years since, that he did not 
navigate the ocean by steam. But, Gentlemen, the 
times are changed, and we must conform to the ad- 
vancements of the age. The great merit of the pre- 
sent construction was supposed to be its strength, 
but recent events have shown that this supposition is 
without foundation. Within the Jail yard are two 
prisons ; one was erected for a House of Correction 
—the other for a common Jail, and both so far re- 
moved from the Jailor’s house, as to render an im- 
mediate supervision over either impossible. 

The leading objections to the mode of construc- 
- tion, are— 

Ist, That from their remote position, the Jailor 
can have no supervision over the prisoners at night, 
and they are necessarily left to their own machina- 
tions, without the possibility of detection. 

2d, ‘That there is no mode of preventing the in- 
mates from having communication with each other, 
and any prisoner may communicate with any other, 
in cells on the same floor or on any other. 

3d, ‘That the mode of warming the cells is defec- 
tive in the extreme. The common entries being 
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made the hot air chambers from which, and from 
which only, the cells are but imperfectly warmed. 

Ath, ‘That the cells being built contiguous to the 
outside walls of the prison, and communicating with 
the yard, by grated windows, there is no mode of 
preventing persons from without scaling the jail 
yard wall, and furnishing the inmates with means of 
escape, or instruments of self-destruction. 

5th, The impossibility, on the present construc- 
tion, of properly classifying the prisoners. This is 
now done, under the direction of the intelligent and 
benevolent Sheriff of the County, as far as the mal- 
construction of the prison will allow. But the clas- 
sification is far, very far, from what it should be. 
Shall the poor debtor, whose only crime perhaps is 
his misfortune,—or the suspected prisoner, detained 
for trial and acquittal,—the youth new in the paths 
of crime, be mixed up with the indecent, the blas- 
phemer, the scorner, the hardened in infamy and 
crime? Shall females, innocent or abandoned, be 
mixed together, corrupted by, or corrupting each 
other? Shall our brave and hardy mariners, detain- 
ed by the government as witnesses, liberally paid, 
but illy requited if he is to acquire in our prison a 
finished education in vice, be brought into contact 
with the hardened criminal? ‘The dictates of rea- 
son and humanity forbid. ‘The untried prisoner 
should be separated from the convict—the young 
should not be subject to the contamination of the 
old offender—and the poor debtor should be sepa- 
rated from-both. Apartments entirely disconnected, 
should be provided for females, and all intercourse 
of every kind, with other prisoners, be prevented ; 
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and above all, a fit place should be provided where 
any and all may receive religious instruction. 

The quantity of land within the outer walls of the 
County Jail, affords ample room for the construction 
of a new prison; and leaves, if strict economy is to 
be consulted, a valuable portion of land for sale. 
The cost of a new prison on the most approved plan 
has been variously estimated at from 30 to $40,000, 
subject to a deduction of such land as may be sold, 
and of such old material of the present buildings as 
may be used;—an expense, divided, as it should and 
probably would be, among the expenditures of two 
years, which would not, in the present state of our 
finances, be of serious consideration. 

This subject has been repeatedly presented for 
your consideration by my two immediate predeces- 
sors. ‘Three times, within the last four years, has 
the County Jail been presented by the Grand Jurors, 
selected from among our own fellow citizens, for its 
mal-construction. In the year 1833, a commission 
was appointed by the Legislature, to examine and 
report upon the several Jails and Houses of Correc- 
tion in this Commonwealth. In a very able report, 
made in February, 1834, are the following remarks 
in reference to the Suffolk County Jail: “Its con- 
struction is about as bad as that of the old State 
Prison at Charlestown, the rooms being of similar 
size, form, &c.; and the arrangement such as to bar 
all inspection. In this building, too, many debtors 
are confined, and it is impossible to prevent evil 
communication from the apartments of pirates, high- 
waymen and murderers, with debtors, as the case 
may be, of pure minds and heavy misfortunes. In 
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addition to this, females may be, and are often 
confined in this building, and sometimes of such a 
character, that one of them, in the language of the 
sub-gaoler, makes a hell of the whole establishment. 
And it is not impossible that females and males, of 
pure minds, should be confined in this prison ; be- 
cause we have seen, that during the year ending 
September, 1833, more than a seventh part were 
females, and more than a fourth part were discharg- 
ed by the Court, as not guilty. On the whole, con- 
sidering the number of persons committed to this 
prison annually—its construction and management 
—we think it is the heaviest weight upon the public 
morals which we have seen or heard of in the Com- 
monwealth.”’ It must be recollected that this state- 
ment refers to the year 1833, and if there is any 
complaint of its present management, it 1s entirely 
referable to its bad construction, which remains the 
same. ‘The great objects of a prison are, First, the 
safe keeping of the criminal; and second, as far as 
may be, his reform. ‘The offended majesty of the 
law demands not revenge, but correction, not only 
punishment, but prevention. ‘lhe present erections 
answer none of these objects, and it does not com- 
pare with the other buildings in the County, devoted 
to similar purposes. 

Ido not ask you, Gentlemen, to adopt my opin- 
ions, or even the opinions of any Committee which 
may happen to be appointed on this subject, but I 
do ask each member of the City Council to visit the 
County Prison, and judge for himself, fully satisfied 
that a subject in which the well being and the 


credit of the City is so intimately connected, may 
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with great confidence be left in your hands, for your 
disposal. 

The Institutions at South Boston—the Houses of 
Correction, of Industry and of Reform, under their 
several Boards, and their able Superintendents, fulfil 
all the objects expected of them, to the admiration 
of strangers, and to the entire satisfaction, it is be- - 
lieved, of our fellow citizens. 

The important and difficult question, ‘‘ What shall 
be done with the Insane’” seems to have been solv- 
ed by the citizens of this Metropolis, to the content- 
ment of the most fastidious, and to the gratification 
of the most humane. ‘That noble Institution, the 
McLean Asylum, at Sommerville, endowed by the be- 
neficence of our fellow citizens, aided by the State, 
ever ready to foster charitable institutions, affords to 
the rich, and to those of moderate means, all the 
comfort and aid, which the most judicious treatment, 
directed by the most scientific skill, can render to a 
disease the most distressing with which humanity is 
afflicted. While the Insane Hospital at South Bos- 
ton, established by the City for the reception of the 
insane poor, and arranged with the greatest care with 
reference to the treatment and comfort of the in- 
mates, which, in their unhappy situation, they can 
receive, is inferior, it is believed, to no other similar 
institution in the country. All the insane then of 
our City are provided for, and nothing seems left to 
be desired, but the advancement of that science, 
which shall render their cure the more certain, and 
nothing to be demanded, except that constant and 
searching supervision which all public institutions, 
however excellent, require. 
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It is believed that the Fire Department of the 
City, under its present efficient organization, is in 
the best order, and renders the most important ser- 
vices. But as acts speak louder than words, I will 
only add the following statistical facts 


The whole number of alarms during the 


year 1842, was - - - 122 
False alarms, - - - 36 
The number of fires in the City, - 86 


The amount of property destroyed, $107,694 


Facts which speak volumes for the present organ- 
ization—an organization which should bestow lasting 
honor on the able magistrate under whose auspices 
the Department was established. 

With regard to the Police of the City, I have only 
to say, that it falls necessarily under my supervision, 
and will receive my particular attention. It will be 
for the City Council to decide whether the usual ap- 
propriation heretofore made, is sufficient to meet the 
increased duties required of the Police, in conse- 
quence of the increase of inhabitants, of business, 
and by the great influx of strangers. It is for us to 
see that our beloved City shall not be, for rogues and 
vagabonds, a residence either agreeable or safe. 

If there are any institutions of which our fellow 
citizens may be justly proud, they are our Public © 
Schools; and to them the credit is due, since, from 
the earliest time, they have seen the immense impor- 
tance of a sound education for their children, and 
have never hesitated cheerfully to pay the tax re- 
quisite to accomplish it. ‘Taken at the tender age 
of four years, the son of the poor but respectable 
individual may be advanced through all the steps of 
the primary and grammar schools to the high school, 
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where his mind may be imbued with the higher 
branches of an English education ; or if it is prefer- 
red, he may receive at our excellent Latin School, 
a thorough preparation for any university in the 
country. Can any system be more beautiful? Can 
any practice be more republican? Happy the peo- 
ple whose sons and whose daughters may be well in- 
structed at the public charge; and happy, thrice 
happy that community, all of whose children shall 
receive a physical, moral and religious education, to 
the glory of God, and the service of the State. 

The Primary Schools are under the direction of a 
Board selected from the citizens at large for that 
service, which is performed gratuitously, and that 
you may judge with what fidelity, it is enough to say, 
that, within the last six months, the Primary Schools 
have received 1968 visits, and 798 examinations. 
‘There are 


104 Primary Schools, containing 6541 pupils.

in a population of 93,000 inhabitants. ‘There are 
37 male and 166 female teachers. The charge for 
the support of the Public Schools for the financial 
year 1841-42, exclusive of the expense of erecting 
a new School House, was $120,488, or the moderate 
charge of $8,98 per annum, for each pupil. It is 
not improbable that the crowded state of the pupils 
in the Schools in certain portions of the City, may 
require your action in reference to the expediency 
of erecting another building for their accommo- 
dation. 
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Whether we derive practically all the advantages 
from our Public Schools that we might, is a question, 
which I have neither the time, nor is this the place, 
to consider. But permit me to say, that we should 
never rest satisfied with a merely physical education, 
which after all furnishes but the tools by which we 
are to begin to work. Children must not only be 
taught to read, but to pursue a just train of thought, 
to learn, from established facts, to draw just conclu- 
sions. Reading may make the scholar, but THINK- 
ING alone can make the man. “ ‘The object of Edu- 
cation is to make a reflective, moral, prudent, and 
healthy people.” ‘The object, then, of education, is 
not only to form a reflective, but a moral people. 
Let us beware, then, that we do not fall behind even 
the Chinese in this particular, who, without the light 
of a pure religion, are said by the best writers, not 
only to make education universal, “ but to place that 
which is moral, above that which is physical.” But 
the physical and moral education must be imperfect 
which has not added to it the influences of religion. 
In the words of the Father of our Country, in his 
Farewell Address, ‘‘ Let us, with caution, indulge 
the supposition, that morality can be maintained 
without religion. Whatever may be conceded to 
the influence of refined education on the minds of 
peculiar structure, reason and experience forbid us 
to expect, that National morality can prevail to the 
exclusion of religious principle.” 

The last subject to which, at present, | would 
draw your attention, 1s the state of our Finances. 
The Finances of the City are believed to be in the 
most satisfactory condition, and to require nothing 
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but prudence and economy to keep them entirely 
. within our resources, to prevent their being a bur- 
then upon the present or the future. In the year 
1840, the Debt of the City was $1,663,800, which, 
since that period, has been gradually reduced, ow- 
ing to the judicious application of a sinking fund, 
and to the firmness, economy, and financial abilities 
of my able predecessor. The sum of $179,532 56, 
has been paid within the last three years, of which 
$76,000 has been discharged during the year Just 
ended, leaving the Debt $1,484,267 44, of which 
$94,900 is due the coming financial year, and $226,- 
100 during the year 1844-45. ‘This amount is 
more, probably, than the resources of that year will 
be able to meet, without inconvenience. But it is 
_ believed that the public creditor will be glad to 
transfer portions of this debt to the years 1848, 50, 
51, 52 and 53, during which years there is nothing 
due, and during the previous years no greater 
amount due than the ordinary resources of those 
years can easily discharge. ‘So that the City Debt 
may be considered as provided for during the next 
ten years—and after that period, to leave an amount 
so small as not to be the subject of alarm or any 
very serious consideration. Happily there is no dis- 
position to accumulate a debt to embarrass the fu- 
ture resources of the City, or to induce us to wish to 
have recourse, zf we could, to the atrocious doctrines 
of Repudiation—a doctrine as odious as it is dis- 
honest—a doctrine, which has made us a reproach 
and a by-word among the nations of the earth. 
No! thanks to the wisdom of our political fathers, 
who placed it as far beyond our power, as 1 1s 
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foreign to our wish, by making our own property, 
and that of all our fellow citizens, to the amount of 
millions, responsible for all our public engagements. 


GENTLEMEN: | 

It is with feelings of unfeigned diffidence, and dis- 
trust of my own powers, that I assume the chair, so 
long occupied by distinguished individuals of tried 
worth and unflinching integrity; all of whom yet 
live, (save one honored name,) to receive the hon- 
ors, as they deserve the respect, of their fellow citi- 
zens. If I bring not to my arduous duties the emi- 
nent abilities of my predecessors, [ have before me 
their untiring zeal, and their tried devotion to pub- 
lic service, for my imitation. Let us all, then, with- 
out fear or favor, bring to our several duties the 
pledge of our best exertions, looking to an approv- 
ing conscience for our reward ; and for support to 
that Providence, without whose powerful aid and 
protection, the *“‘ watchman waketh but in vain.” 
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REPORTS. 


To the Hon. the Mayor and Aldermen 
of the City of Boston. 


Tue undersigned, Inspectors of Prisons in the 
County of Suffolk, on the third day of December 
instant, visited the Commonwealth Gaol in Leverett 
Street, in said County, and carefully inspected the 
buildings and apartments, passage-ways, yards and 
kitchen of the same, and put inquiries to the Deputy 
Keeper and his Assistant, and to the prisoners, rela- 
tive to the condition of the prison and the treatment 
of the prisoners therein confined. ‘They have also 
received from the Assistant Keeper, Mr. Nathaniel 
Cooledge, his return made according to law. 

In reply to the inquiries of the Inspectors, the 
prisoners all agreed in stating that they had no 
ground of complaint in regard to their accommoda- 
tions and treatment, remarking generally that the 
same were as good as ought to be expected in lodg- 
ings of this description. | 


HEALTH. 


The health of the prisoners was good, and that of 
those who have been confined there since the last

inspection in the month of June last, has been so. 
Though the heating apparatus of these buildings is 
not so constructed as to be effective for warming 
the apartments occupied by the prisoners, yet the 
apartments had been of a comfortable temperature 
up to the time of the inspection, as the inmates sta- 
ted. In the coldest part of the season, those apart- 
ments, as is well known, are uncomfortably cold. 
The beds and bedding appeared to be of suitable 
description for prison lodgings, and the bed blankets 
seemed not to have been used an unreasonably long 
time without being changed. ‘The Inspectors were 
informed that these were changed once a month, and 
every hew inmate was always supplied with a fresh 
-blanket. The prisoners are supplied every day with 
sufficient good water for drinking and washing. ‘The 
Assistant Keeper reports that no wet clothes are al- 
lowed to be hung up in the apartments of the Gaol. 
The stock of bread for the prisoners on hand, at the 
time of inspection, was of sufficiently good quality, 
and was represented by the Assistant Deputy Keeper 
to be a fair sample of that generally supplied ; and 
the prisoners generally expressed their satisfaction 
with the kind and quantity of food furnished to them. 
The Deputy Keeper reports that the prisoners have 
been regularly supplied with good food, well cooked, 
three times a day. 

It seems that there is no objection to the situation 
and construction of these buildings in regard to sa- 
lubrity. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The whole prison is regularly white-washed twice 
a year, and each occupied cell once a month, for the

six months from the first day of May. Each occu- 
pied apartment was furnished with a suitable bucket 
and cover, and all the apartments appeared to have 
been properly attended to, in regard to cleanliness, 
presenting no indication of negligence in this partic- 
ular on the part of those having charge of them, or 
in the occupants themselves. A clean shirt and 
towel is furnished weekly to each prisoner ; and the 
law has been complied with as to the prisoners belie 
shaved weekly. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The construction of these buildings, as is well 
known, is not favorable to discipline, as it admits of 
easy communication between the occupants of the 
same floor. ‘This objection is of less weight in re- 
gard to those detained for trial, or as witnesses or 
poor debtors; who together constitute a large part 
of the occupants. But in regard to those confined 
for punishment, it is a serious objection. The. only 
punishment in use in the establishment, in the way 
of discipline, is solitary confinement; that is, con- 
finement at as great a distance from the other pris- 
oners as is practicable ; the practicability of a great- 
er or less distance depending upon the number of 
inmates at the time. Prisoners of different sexes 
were confined in separate apartments; and debtors 
separately from criminals, and at as great a distance 
from them as they could conveniently be put. Pris- 
oners charged with infamous crimes were confined, 
each one, in an apartment by himself. Some wit- 
~ nesses who are detained to testify in cases depending 
in the Courts of the United States, were together in 
the same apartment, which‘seems to be a reasonable 
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mdulgence in case they choose it, and can thus pass 
the time of their detention less tediously, and if there 
is no danger of undue influence of one upon another 
in regard to their testimony. ‘There were some few 
other instances of more than one occupant being in 
the same apartment; but it was represented to the 
Inspectors that the requisitions of the law have been 
complied with in this particular, as far as. the capa- 
city and construction of the prison admits of such 
compliance. | 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Every prisoner is furnished with a copy of the 
Bible. Ministers of the Gospel have free access to 
the prisoners at convenient times. ‘There is no reg- 
ular preaching of the gospel to an audience of the 
prisoners, and no convenient arrangement can be 
made in the prison for this purpose. No regular 
system of teaching the prisoners to read and write is 
practised in the prison, nor could any such system 
operate with much effect upon those detained for so — 
short a period in the prison as those confined here 
generally are.

‘There has been an unsuccessful attempt of four 
prisoners to escape during the last six months. The 
prisoners in one of the ground cells in the new pris- 
on had sawed off the bars of the grating so that they 
could be taken out, giving room for escape through 
the opening, and had adjusted the bars in their places 
and filled up the spaces at the sections with soap, so 
as to give them the appearance of being entire, and 
were waiting for an opportunity to escape. In the 
meantime two other prisoners had begun the same 
operation with the same instrument on the grating 
of their cell, but before they had got all the bars 
sawed off the attempt was detected and escape pre- 
vented. ‘The saw was probably given to the pris- 
oners by some one from without. 


December 26, 1842. 
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To the fon. the Mayor and Aidermen 
of the City of Boston. 


The Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suf- 
folk visited the House of Correction on the second 
instant, and carefully examined the buildings, dormi- 
tories, work-shops, yards, hospitals, kitchen, bakery 
and every part and apartment of the establishment ; 
and the food :and clothing of the prisoners; and 
made inquiries of the officers in relation to the con- 
dition of the prison and also of the prisoners, as to 
any statement they might wish to make relative to 
their condition and treatment. The Master has also 
made his return to the Inspectors according to law. 
The prisoners in reply to the inquiries put to them 
out of the hearing of the officers, generally express- 
ed their entire satisfaction with the manner in which 
they had been fed, clothed, employed and governed ; 
and this promptly and emphatically and with evident 
sincerity. The Inspectors endeavored to put these 
inquiries in a way not to appear to invite frivolous 
accusations and complaints against the officers, but 
to give the prisoners an opportunity to state freely 
and without reserve, any instance of undue severity 
or unkind disregard of their welfare or reasonable 
wants, which they had experienced. ‘The general 
tone and manner of their replies, gave no sign of 
timid or sullen reserve, and fear of giving oflence to 
the officers by their answers, but on the contrary ap- 
parently indicated that though they were under the 
penalties of the law, they still felt themseives to be 
under its protection. Many of them expressed their 
gratitude, saying they had been treated better than 
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they deserved. One individual only, out of the 
whole number, male and female, complained of se- 
verity, saying that he had been punished once with- 
out cause. On subsequent inquiry of the Master as 
to this case, the Inspectors were satisfied that the 
complainant had no good ground of complaint. ‘The 
only other complaints were those of two or three on 
the subject of clothing and one on that of the quan- 
tity of meat supplied. A coloured man, who said, 
on inquiry, that he was recently from the south, rep- 
resented, that his clothing was insufficient. ‘Two 
others made a similar representation ; one of whom 
on inquiry, said that he was employed in the yard. 
Inquiries were thereupon put to a number of the 
other prisoners on the same subject, who all prompt- 
ly replied that their clothing was sufficient. Indeed 
their clothing appeared, obviously on inspection, to 
be adequate for labouring people, under ordinary 
- circumstances of exposure to the weather and would 
be insufficient only in case of the wearer’s peculiar 
susceptibility to the cold, or of his being employed 
in some exposed situation. In an Institution of this 
description, it is obviously impracticable, and would 
not be expedient if it were practicable, to adapt the 
clothing and accommodations of every individual, 
with a very exact and delicate nicety, to his former 
peculiar habits, or to his physical peculiarities ; more 
especially since a very little indulgence in this par- 
ticular would soon develop more physical peculiari- 
ties and wants than could easily be provided for. 
As it appears that the clothing is in general suffi- 
cient, the Inspectors, from their knowledge of the 
character of the Master and the ordinary manner in 
_ which the prison has been managed, deemed it hard- 
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ly necessary to inquire of him whether he would or- 
der a prisoner to be employed in a sittation where 
he would be exposed to severe suffering. ‘They 
deemed it sufficient merely to make a suggestion to 
him on the subject. ‘The Inspectors considered the 
request for a greater quantity of meat, as arising 
from some physical peculiarity or from a querulous 
disposition, which would be corrected by the regu- 
lar habits of this community, no other complaint 
of the sort being made by any others of the three 
hundred and thirty inmates confined in the place. 
The above complaints are thus particularly stated, 
not on account of the importance of the subjects of 
the complaints, (or rather suggestions of the pris- 
oners, for they did not make these representations 
with much stress or earnestness) but for the purpose 
of presenting more clearly and palpably the import- 
ant inference to be. drawn from the number and 
kind of the complaints and the manner in which 
they. were made, as to the faithful and judicious 
management of the Institution. | 

It appears from the present number of prisoners, 
that it will be expedient, and indeed absolutely ne- 
cessary to the successful operation of the Institution, 
soon to enlarge the wing for the accommodation of 
the males, there being at the time of inspection from 
twenty-five to thirty more prisoners than cells, which 
rendered it necessary that so many should lodge in 
the passages, the consequence of which is, that some 
of the essential advantages of the plan of construc- 
tion of the building are to that extent defeated. 


HEALTH. 


The state of health of the prisoners has been gen- 
erally good since the last inspection; some of them 
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having been subject as usual, to diseases consequent 
upon previous habits of licentiousness and intemper- 
ance. ‘The average number of days lost by sick- 
ness has been six for the males and four for the fe- 
males. The sick are well accommodated in the 
Hospital, which is a model for buildings of the kind. 
They are visited daily by the Physician, and oftener 
when their cases require it. And they are well at- 
tended. ‘There were in the Hospitals at the time of 
the inspection, fifteen males and ten females; whose 
diseases are, Consumption, 1; Pneumonia, 1; Dys- 
entery, 1; Ulcers, 2; Disease of the heart, 1; Bron- 
chitis, 2; Delirium Tremens, 3; Intemperance, 2; 
Diarrhoea, 1; Varicocele, 1; Disease of the spine, 1; 
Oeduma of glottis, 1; Secendary Siphilis, 4; Boils, 
1; Vomiting blood, 1; Debility, 2. All the prison- 
ers are supplied with suitable beds and bedding, 
furnished with reasonably warm and good clothing, 
a sufficient quantity of food, of quite a good quality, 
and no wet clothes are allowed to be hung up in 
any of the apartments occupied by the prisoners. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The requisitions of the law as to cleanliness are 
strictly complied with, so that the apartments and 
passages, throughout the prison, present as asual, a 
strikingly neat and orderly appearance. 


DISCIPLINE. 


An occurrence is stated in the Master’s report, — 
which illustrates the moral condition of the prison. 
On the fourth of November last, at 2 o’clock, A. M., 
it was discovered that a fire had broken out in the 
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Brass Nail Foundery, which was afterwards ascer- 
tained to have arisen accidentally. The alarm of fire 
was given, and the officers turned out, and one en- 
tire division of prisoners, to the number of fifty, was 
turned out to assist in extinguishing the fire. This 
division consisted of the most trust-worthy of the 
prisoners, who rendered their assistance with the 
greatest alacrity and perfect regularity, to extinguish 
the fire, which was soon put out, without any mis- 
conduct, or the slightest disturbance on the part of 
the prisoners. ‘his whole occurrence appears to 
the Inspectors to be a striking indication of the spirit 
and temper which pervades this community, and of 
the liberal, equitable and exact discipline with which 
it is managed. 

The Master reports that the want of a sufficient 
number of cells to allow one to every male prisoner, 
interferes, in some degree, with the discipline and 
good order of the establishment. 

No corporal punishments are inflicted in the 
prison. But one prisoner is put in the same cell. 
The requisitions of law as to the introduction of spir- 
ituous liquors is observed. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Criminals are at present, much more than form- 
erly, considered to be, and treated as if they were, 


within the possible reach of moral and religious 


influences and justifiable motives. The Inspectors 
are obliged to the Chaplain of this Institution, the 
Rev. Mr. Cleveland, for information as to the means 
which have been adopted to reclaim these delin- 
quents, and induce them to become useful members 
of the community, and restore to them their lost self 
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respect and the respect of others. That gentleman 
has furnished the Inspectors with his report to the 
Overseers of the establishment, which is full of in- 
teresting details. It appears that the prisoners at- 
tend divine service in the Chapel on Sundays, de- 
meaning themselves with propriety, listening respect- 
fully to the discourses of the Chaplain, on topics 
applicable to their character and circumstances, 
treated in language adapted to their understandings. 
After the Chapel services, the Chaplain attends the 
Bible classes at their cell doors, and hears them re- 
peat such portions of the scripture as they may 
themselves have selected to commit to memory dur- 
ing the week. He states that during the last six 
months, the eight best recitations of the male pupils 
have been, respectively, 453, 442, 390, 267, 175, 
170, 153, 115 verses: and of the females, 73, 60, 
48, 29, 27, 26, 25 and 23 verses. ‘The pupils of the 
female Sunday school, about one hundred in number 
on an average, are divided into twelve classes, one 
of which is taught by the Chaplain, and the other 
eleven by members of the “ Female Moral Reform 
Society.” Female prisoners about to be discharged, 
who wish for places in families, give in their names 
to a member of the above named Society, who is 
present. Places have been obtained for forty liber- 
ated prisoners in this way, of whom twenty are 
known to be still doing well, five are not heard from, 
one deceased, and fourteen have been sent back to 
the prison. When the amount of vice, crime and mis- 
ery thus prevented by the twenty instances of re- 
formation is considered, the result of these philan- 
thropic efforts is certainly very encouraging. Those 
who have returned to the prison, generally represent 
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their strong disposition to intemperance to be the 
cause of their relapse. 

It is understood from the Chaplain, that there are 
no similar means of collecting the statistics, in rela- 
tion to the males, who, on being discharged, disperse 
themselves in all directions, and are not again heard 
of, except in case of their being again sent to the 
prison under a new sentence. ‘The Chaplain visits 
the cells of the members of his congregation during 
the week, to administer the admonitions, instruc- 
tions, counsel and consolation adapted to each par- 
ticular case.

The Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suf- 
folk, on the twentieth day of December instant, vis- 
ited the House for the Employment and Reforma- 
tion of Juvenile Offenders, and inspected the dormi- 
tories, dining-room, kitchen, chapel, . store-rooms, 
~ hospital, school-room, work-room, the apartment for 
washing and exercise, the yard and outbuildings of 
the same, and put inquiries to the Superintendent 
and his Assistants, touching the government and 
management thereof, and to the youths there con- 
fined, touching the manner in which they are treated 
and taken care of, such inquiries being put to the 
youths out of the hearing of the Master and officers. 
Only two or three youths made complaints of any 
grievance, and the complaints of these few appeared 
on inquiry to be frivolous or groundless, viz: One 
complained of want of food, whereas in fact each has 
as much as he pleases; and two others complained of 
severity, in general terms, without any specific allega- 
tion, and on subsequent inquiry put to the Master, (of 
course out of hearing of the complainant, since any 
thing like the trial of a question between them would 
weaken discipline) he stated that the two complain- 
ants seemed to be of an impracticable, refractory 
disposition, and, as he feared, beyond the power of 
the good influences of the institution to reform. 
The Superintendent and his Assistants replied to the 
inquiries of the Inspectors on the subjects of these 
complaints without any sign of resentment, dissatis- 
faction, impatience or reserve, which seemed to the 
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Inspectors to be an indirect indication of the good 
administration and sound condition of the Institu- 
tion; for though some impatience might be shown 
on such occasions by superintendents conscious of 
the faithful and successful discharge of their duty, it 
can hardly be supposed that there would be an ab- 
sence of all uneasiness and appearance of anxiety, 
in case of their being conscious of incapacity, mis- 
management and failure. | 
The Superintendent of this House has made his 
report to the Inspectors, according to law, on the 
subjects of the written interrogatories proposed to 
him, from which and from actual inspection, it ap- 
pears, that since the last inspection, on the tenth of 
last June, the House has been managed and the in- 
mates treated according to the requisitions of law, 
in regard to the discipline, improvement and the 
preservation of the health of the inmates, and the 
maintenance of the cleanliness and wholesomeness 
of the apartments and appurtenances of the build- 
ings, and the kind and quantity of food, water and 
clothing supplied to the boys. In regard to the 
quantity of food, it is plain that no uniform rule 
could properly be applied to boys of different ages, 
and accordingly each one is supplied with a certain 
quantity at each meal, with the liberty of being sup- 
plied with any additional quantity he may want, on 


‘his making a signal to the person in attendance, to 


that effect. ‘There are ample accommodations for 
the daily ablutions, and weekly bathings, of all the 
boys, and for gymnastic exercies in the intervals of 
employment and instruction. ‘The day is so divided 


_and diversified in employment, instruction, devotion- 


al exercises and recreation, that the boys apparently

pass their time with as much cheerfulness as others 
of their age generally do, who are not subject to 
any other restraints than those imposed by parental 
discipline, and certainly with incomparably greater 
satisfaction than they generally could have passed 
it if their errors had not brought them under the 
public guardianship. And it would seem, that if a 

boy has any capability for improvement and virtue, 
and usefulness to the community, and for making 
his existence a blessing to himself, his course of ed- 
ucation in this House, as now conducted, cannot fail 
to stimulate and bring it out. 

_ Of the sixty-one youths in the House, including 
those who were there on the tenth of June, and 
who. have been committed to it since, thirty-two 
were committed for thefts. The other principal 
causes of commitment are vagrancy and stubborn- 
ness. 

It would seem that a better constituted and more 
efficacious system for eradicating these vices from 
the disposition and habits, could not be devised than 
the one now actually in operation in this Institution. 
It is true probably that some of the pupils sent hith- 
er have had the misfortune to escape detection and 
punishment so often and for so long a period, and to 

shave become so thoroughly imbued with vicious 

habits and dispositions, before becoming members 
of this school of reform, that they are, in the outset 
of their course here, absolutely unreclaimable and in- 
corrigible. ‘Such are not the proper subjects for the 
Institution, and are likely to injure the community 
here, as much as they would if roaming at large. 
The welfare of the corrigible members of this 
school, and that of the public, seems to require that 
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such should not be sent here; and that, if through 
mistake they are sent here, they should be ejected 
from the Institution as soon as a fair experiment can 
be made, and their incorrigibleness ascertained. ‘The 
Institution founded on the principle of reformation, 
and vigilantly and vigorously administered on this 
principle, as it appears to be in fact, seems to be one 
of the most admirable in its constitution and practi- 
cal effects, that was ever devised by philanthropy, 
public spirit, and a prudent and far sighted forecast. 

The divisions of the day in the Institution are, 
eight and a half hours for sleep, six hours for work, 
viz: from seven to ten, A. M., and from one to four, 
P. M.; four hours for instruction, viz: from ten to 
twelve, A. M., and from four to six, P. M.; three 
hours for their meals and devotional exercises, and 
two and a half for recreation. ‘The same branches of 
learning are taught here, as in the other public 
grammar schools. Some of the boys are also taught 
a few simple songs, which they sing in concert quite 
well, considering their age and small opportunity for 
acquiring the art of singing. This part of Instruc- 
tion appears to the Inspectors to be particularly use- 
ful, on account of its animating effect upon the 
school, and its beneficial social influence, and also 
its serving to diversify the objects of attention to the 
pupils. 

In regard to discipline, the Superintendent has 
found that by a steady and exact exercise of author- 
ity, with the co-operation of his Assistants, he has 
- been able to dispense with the severer modes of pun- 

-ishment formerly in use ; and he says that “since the 


abandonment of the more severe modes, the task of

The Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suf- 
folk, on the sixth day of December, 1842, inspected 
the House of Industry, at South Boston, as far as 
the same is a place of confinement for persons under 
sentence of Court. ‘There were only four such per- 
sons in confinement there at that time, all of which 
were sent thither as being vagabonds. 

The Superintendent has answered the inquiries of 
the Inspectors respecting the management of the 
department of this House, which is auxiliary to the 
administration of justice in the County of Suffolk, 
and the following facts appear from his answers and 
report.

It appears both from inspection and the answers 
of the Superintendent, that the management of this 
House, as a place of confinement of persons for vio- 
lations of law, and the treatment of the persons so 
confined, have been conformable to the requirements 
of the law.

The undersigned, Inspectors of Prisons for the 
County of Suffolk, on the sixth day of December, 
1842, inspected the Boston Lunatic Hospital, and 
examined the condition of the buildings and apart- 
ments, and put inquiries to the Superintendent and 
his Assistants and such of the inmates as appeared 
to be capable of giving intelligent answers, touching 
the management of said Institution, and the treat- 
ment of the persons there confined. And the fifth 
of January, 1843, the Superintendent made his re- 
port to the Inspectors, the same having been delayed 
for a short time by reason of his illness. 

At the time of the inspection, the condition of the 
Institution appeared to be in conformity with the re- 
quisitions of law in respect to food, clothing, temper- 
ature of apartments, cleanliness, discipline and the 
use of suitable means for preserving and promoting 
the health, comfort and recovery of the patients con- 
fined there, and from the answers to the inquiries 
put by the Inspectors, it appeared that the law had 
been complied with, in these particulars, since the 
inspection in June last. In the particular of clean- 
liness, so essential in an institution of this descrip- 
tion, the management of this Hospital seems to have 
been entirely successful; as indeed might well be 
expected, since, where there is no deficiency in the 
capacity of the buildings or material defect in their 
interior structure, and the distribution and arrange- 
ment of the apartments, and accommodations and 
number of attendants, the preservation of neatness 
and wholesomeness of the halls and dormitories, and 
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cleanliness of the persons of the inmates, depend en- 
tirely upon the skill, vigilance and faithfulness of the 
Superintendent and his Assistants. Patients so de- 
mented or refractory as not to be subject to disci- 
pline in this respect, must, of course, be for the time 
secluded, but with the number of patients in this estab- 
lishment and its means for their accommodation, and 
the manner and treatment of them, the preservation 
of general neatness and comfort may reasonably be 
required peremptorily, and the Hospital seems fully 
to answer the public expectation in this respect. 

The Inspectors do not dwell particularly upon the 
other most essential considerations in an institution of 
this description, namely discipline, moral and physical, 
and the sanative means, moral, medical and dietetic 
and the kinds of employment, intellectual and man- 
ual, adopted and pursued in its ordinary and regular 
administration, since the present Superintendent has 
for only a short time had charge of it and could 
hardly be considered, under the circumstances, to be 
answerable for its condition in these respects. No 
circumstances, however, came under the observation 
or to the knowledge of the Inspectors, in these partic- 
ulars, which seemed to call for their animadversion.

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In regard to the duration of the cases, and as to 
how many may be considered desperate, and how 
many hopeful, and in what degree so, the Superietend- 
ent remarks, that the records of the Hospital up to 
the time of his taking charge of it, on the twentieth 
of October last, do not supply the materials for ma- 
king any report. 

Since the last inspection, the hydrostatic press for 
pressing wet clothes has been completed, and put 
into operation in the wash-room, which, as the Su- 
perintendent remarks, ‘is found to be a saving of 
the labor of many hands, and accomplishes their 
work more effectually than could otherwise be done.” 


The foundation of a bathing house, fifty-feet by . 


twenty-five has been laid since the last inspection, 
and it is expected that the building will be finished 
in the Spring. This will obviously be a most im- 
portant addition to the establishment. 

The Inspectors cannot but repeat again the sug- 
gestion, that until solitaries shall be provided for the 
noisy, turbulent patients, the Institution must fail 
to produce all the beneficial effects that might be 
derived from it to the patients and to the public. On 
this subject the Superintendent remarks: “As we 
are at present situated, the noisy conduct of a single 
turbulent. patient 1s sure to keep many others in a 
high state of excitement, and must, consequently, 
very materially lessen the chances of their relief or 
recovery.”

JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


CITY COUNCIL. 


Sect. 1. At the commencement of the Municipal 
year, the following Joint Standing Committees shall 
be chosen by ballot, viz : 


A Committee on Finance— 

T'o consist of the Mayor and seven members of the 
Common Council ; 

A Committee on Accounts— 

To consist of two Aldermen and three members of 
the Common Council ; 

And a Board of Visiters of the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and four 
members of the Common Council.

And the following shall be appointed, viz : 


A Committee on the Public Lands— 

To consist of two Aldermen and three members of 
the Common Council ; ' 

A Committee on Public Buildings— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and five 
members of the Common Council ; 

A Committee on Public Instruction— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and the 
President and four members of the Common Council ; 

And a Committee on the Gaol and the Houses of 
Correction, Industry, and Reformation— 

To consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, and five 
members of the Common Council. 


And the members of the Board of Aldermen and 
of the Common Council, who shall constitute the 
Joint Standing Committees, shall be chosen or ap- 
pointed by their respective Boards. 

The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
and the Chairman of the Committee of Finance on 
the part of the Common Council, shall, according to 
the ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Re- 


duction of the City Debt. 


Sect. 2. In every case of an amendment of an 
ordinance agreed to in one Board and dissented from 
in the other, if either Board shall request a conference, 
and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the 
other Board shall also appoint a Committee to confer,

such Committees shall, at a convenient hour, to be 
agreed upon by their Chairmen, meet and state to 
each other verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective Boards, for 
and against the amendment, confer freely thereon, and 
report to their respective branches. 

Secr. 3. When either Board shall not concur m 
any ordinance sent from the other, notice of such 
non-concurrence shall be given by written message. 

Sect. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, 
for its concurrence, a time to which both Boards will 
adjourn. 

Sect. 5. All by-laws passed by the City Council 
shall be termed ‘‘ Ordinances,’’ and the enacting style 
shall be :—Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Common Council of the City of Boston, m City 
Council assembled. 

. Serer. 6. Inall votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council expresses any thing by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be ‘‘ Ordered ;”’ 
and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
tons, principles, facts, or purposes, the form shall be 
*¢ Resolved.” 

Sect. 7. Inthe present and every future financial 
year, after the annual order of appropriations shall 
have been passed, no subsequent expenditure shall be 
authorized for any object, unless provision for the same 
shall be made by a special transfer from some of the 
appropriations contained in such annual order, or by 
expressly creating therefor a City Debt; in the latter 
of which cases the order shall not be passed, unless 
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two-thirds of the whole number of each branch of the 
City Council shall vote in the affirmative, by vote 
taken by yea and nay. 

Sect. 8. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings, in books pro- 
vided by the City for that purpose. No Committee 
shall act by separate consultations, and no report shall 
be received, unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled. 

Sect. 9. It shall be the duty of every Joint Com- 
mittee, to whom any subject may be specially referred, 
to report thereon within four weeks, or ask for further 
time. 

Sect. 10. All reports and other papers, submitted 
to the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and 
no report or endorsement of any kind shall be made 
on the reports, memorials, or other papers referred to 
the Committees of either branch. And the Clerks 
shall make copies of any papers to be reported by 
Committees, at the request of the respective Chair- 
men thereof. 

Sect. 11. No Committee shall enter into any 
contract with, or purchase, or authorize the purchase 
of any articles of, any of its members. 

Sect. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall 
audit or approve any bill or account against the City, 
for any supplies or services, which shall not have been © 
ordered or authorized by the Committee. | 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rights and Duties of the President. 


Sect. 1. The President shall take the chair pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the Council may have ad- 
journed ; he shall call the members to order, and on 
the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the minutes 
of the preceding meeting to be read, and proceed to 
business. Jn the absence of the President, the oldest 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen 
by ballot. If, upon a ballot for President pro tempore, 
no member shall receive a majority of the votes given 
in, the Council shall proceed to a second ballot, in 
which a plurality of votes shall prevail. 

Seer. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
he may speak to points of order in preference to other 
members, and shall decide all questions of order, sub- 
ject to an appeal to the Council, on motion of any 
member, regularly seconded. 


8 Rules and Orders of the Common Council. 


Srcr. 3. He shall declare: all votes; but if any 
member doubt the vote, the President, without further 
debate upon the question, shall require the members 
voting in the affirmative and negative, to rise and stand 
until they are counted, and he shall declare the result ; 
but no decision shall be declared unless a quorum of 
the Council shall have voted. 

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or 
to put a question, but may read sitting. 

Sect. 5. The President may call any member to 
the chair ; provided such substitution shall not con- 
tinue longer than one meeting. When the Council 
shall determine to go into Committee of the Whole, 
the President shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. The President may express his opinion on 
any subject under debate ; but in such case, he shall 
leave the chair, and appoint some other member to 
take it; and he shall not resume the chair while the 
same question is pending. But the President may 
state facts, and give his opinion on questions of order, 
without leaving his place. 

Sect. 6.. When any member shall require a ques- 
tion to be taken by yeas and nays, the President shall 
take the sense of the Council in that manner, provided 
one third of the members present are in favor of it. 

Secr. 7. He shall propound all questions in the 
order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature ; except that in 
naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum, and the 
longest time, shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is seconded, and stated 
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by the President, it shall be disposed of by vote of 
the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a 
decision, or amendment. 

Sect. 9. The President shall consider a motion 
to adjourn, as always in order, unless a member has 
possession of the floor, or any question has been put 
and not decided; and it shall be decided without de- 
bate. 

Sect. 10. He shall put the previous question in 
the following form: ‘‘ Shall the main question be now 
put ?’’—and all amendments or further debate of the 
main question shall be suspended, until the previous 
question be decided; and the previous question shall 
not be put, unless a majority of the members present 
are in favor of it. 

Sect. 11. When two or more members happen to 
rise at the same time, the President shall name [the 
member who is first to speak. 

Sect. 12. All Committees, except such as the 
Council determine to select by ballot, shall be nomi- 
nated by the President. 


Rights and Duties of Members. 


Sect. 13. When any member is about to speak 
in debate, or deliver any matter to the Council, he 
shall rise in his place, and respectfully address the 


Presiding Officer ; shall confine himself to the question 
2 
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under debate and avoid personality. He shall sit 
down as soon as he has done speaking. 

Sect. 14. No member, in debate, shall mention 
another member by his name ; but may describe him 
by the ward he represents, the place he sits in, or 
such other designation as may be intelligible and re- 
spectful. 

Sect. 15. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to call to order, or to 
correct a mistake. But if any member in speaking, 
or otherwise, transgress the Rules of the Council, the 
_ President shall, or any member may, call to order; in 
which case, the member so called to order, shall im- 
mediately sit down unless permitted to explain; and 
the Council, if appealed to, shall decide on the case, 
but without debate. 

Sect. 16. When any member shall violate any of 
the Rules and Orders of the Council, and the Council 
shall have determined that he has so transgressed, he 
shall not be allowed to speak, unless by way of excuse 
for the same, until he has made satisfaction. 

Sect. 17. No member shall speak more than twice 
to the same question, without first obtaming leave of 
the Council; nor more than once, until all other mem- 
bers, choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

Sect. 18. When a motion is made and seconded, 
it shall be considered by the Council, and not other- 
wise ; and no member shall be permitted to submit a 
motion in writing, until he has read the same in his 
place, and it has been seconded. 

“Sect. 19. Whena question is under debate, no 
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motion shall be received, but to adjourn; to lie on the 
table ; for the previous question ; to postpone to a day 
certain; to commit; to amend; or to postpone inde- 
finitely ; which several motions shall have precedence 
in the order in which they stand arranged. 

Sect. 20. Every motion shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President direct, or any member of the 
Council request it. 

Sect. 21. Whena motion has once been made, 
‘and carried in the affirmative or negative, it shall be 
in order for any member voting with the majority, to 
move for a reconsideration, and if such motion is 
seconded, it shall be open to debate, and be disposed 
of by the Council. And in case the motion be made 
at the same meeting, it shall be competent for a ma- 
jority of the members present to pass a vote of recon- 
sideration; but if it be not made until the next meet- 
ing, the subject shall not be reconsidered unless a 
majority of the whole number of Common Council- 
men shall vote therefor. But no more than one 
motion for thé reconsideration of any vote shall be 
permitted. 

Sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up, to the interruption of another, whilst any member 
is speaking ; or to pass unnecessarily between the 
President and the person speaking. 

Secor. 23. Every member who shall be in the 
Council, when a question is put, shall give his vote, 
unless the Council, for special reasons, excuse him. 

Sect. 24. Onthe ‘previous question,’ no member 
shall speak more than once without leave. 
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Secr. 25. A motion for commitment, until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment to the main 
question. 

Sect 26. All motions and reports may be com- 
mitted or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Council. 

Sect. 27. The division of a question may be 
called for when the sense will admit of it. 

Sect. 28. When the reading of a paper is called 
for, and the same is objected to by any member, it 
shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

Sect. 29. No standing rule or order of the Coun- 
cil shall be suspended, unless three-fourths of the 
members present shall consent thereto; nor shall any 
rule or order be repealed or amended, without one 
day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor 
unless a majority of the whole Council shall concur 
therein. 

Sect. 30. Every member shall take notice of the 
day and hour to which the Council may stand ad- 
journed, and shall give his punctual attendance ac- 
cordingly. 

Sect. 31. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two Committees at the same time, nor to be 
Chairman of more than one. 


Of Communications, Committees, Reports, and 
Resolutions. 


Sect. 32. All memorials and other papers ad- 
dressed to the Council, shall be presented by the Pre- 
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sident, or by a member in his place, who shall explain 
the subject thereof, and they shall lie on the table, to 
be taken up in the order in which they are presented, 
unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 

Sect. 33. Standing Committees of the Common 
Council shall be appointed on the following subjects, 
viz: on Elections and Returns, and on Enrolled 
Ordinances and Resolutions, each to consist of five 
members. 

Sect. 34. No Committee shall sit during the sit- 
ting of the Council, without special leave. 

Sect. 35. The rules of proceeding in Council 
shall be observed in committee of the whole, so far as 
they may be applicable, excepting the rules limiting 
the times of speaking; but no member shall speak 
twice to any question, until every member choosing 
to speak shall have spoken. 

Sect. 36. When Committees of the Common 
Council, chosen by ballot, or Committees consisting of 
one member from each ward, have been appointed or 
elected, whether joint or otherwise, the first meeting 
thereof shall be notified by the Clerk, by direction of 
the President, and they shall organize by the choice 
of Chairman, and report to the Council; and when 
Committees, other than as above specified, are nom- 
inated by the President, the person first named shall 
be Chairman, and in case of the absence of the Chair- 
man, the Committee shall have power to appoint a 
Chairman pro tem. 

Sect. 37. All messages to the Mayor and Alder- 
men, shall be drawn up by the Clerk, and sent by the 
Messenger. 
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Sect. 38. All ordinances, resolutions, and orders 
shall have two several readings, before they shall be 
finally passed by this Council ; they shall then be en- 
rolled by the Clerk, and the Committee on Enrolled 
Ordinances shall, as soon as may be, examine them, 
and certify on the back thereof that they are duly 
enrolled. 

Sect. 39. No ordinance, order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of mo- 
ney, shall have more than one reading on the same day. 

Sect. 40. The seats of the Common Council 
Board shall be numbered and determined by lot ; and 
no member shall change his seat but by permission of 
the President. 

Sect. 41. All Special Committees of this Coun- 
cil shall consist of three members, unless a differen, 
number be ordered. And no report shall be received 
from any Committee, unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled. 

Sect. 42. The Clerk shall keep brief minutes of 
the votes and proceedings of the Council,—entering 
thereon all accepted Orders and Resolutions :—shall 
notice Reports, Memorials, and other papers submit- 
ted to the Board, only by their titles, or a brief de- 
scription of their purport; but all accepted Reports 
shall be entered at length in a separate journal to be 
kept for that purpose, and provided with an index. 

Sect. 43. All salary officers shall be voted for by 
written ballot. 

Sect. 44. It shall be the duty of all standing com- 
mittees of the Common Council to keep records of 
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their doings, in books provided for that purpose by the 
Clerk; and it shall be the duty of the Clerk to attend 
the meetings of said Committees and of the Special 
Committees of the Board, and make said records when 
required so to do. 

Sect. 45. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. ». 

Sect. 46. In all elections by ballot, on the part 
of the Common Council, blank ballots and all ballots 
for persons not eligible, shall be reported to the Council, 
but shall not be counted in making up the returns. 

Secor. 47. It shall be the duty of every Commit- 
tee of the Board, to whom any subject may be special- 
ly referred, to report thereon within four weeks from — 
the time said subject is referred to them, or ask for 
further time.

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourn- 
ed meeting, Dec. 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceeding 
to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket; ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the warden, 
and other irregularities at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters suf 
ficient to effect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, Feb. 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three members 
from ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, Dec. 
14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident candidates; 
(“after having been first thrown out by the ward officers,) were 
counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby preventing 
the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the said 
four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared elected, 
leaving one vacancy.

2 CONTESTED ELECTION. [Jam 


The Committee on Elections and Returns to whom 
was referred the remonstrance of Henry N. Hoop- 
- er and others, legal voters of Ward No. 1, against 
the right of Enoch H. Snelling, Joshua B. Fowle 
and Jacob G. L. Libbey to seats in this Council, 
have duly considered the matter and submit the 
following 
REPORT: 


They have heard the parties, viz. the sitting 
members and the remonstrants, upon such matters 
as they respectively chose to submit. ‘The Ward 
Officers of Ward No. 1 were notified to attend at 
the hearing, and some of them were present. 

The records of the Ward were produced, in which 
it is recorded that at a legal meeting of the imhab- 
itants of that Ward holden on Monday, the twelfth 
day of December, A. D. 1842, for the purpose 
amongst other things, of choosing four members of 
the Common Council to represent the Ward. 

The whole number of votes for Common Council- 
men was seven hundred and five. 

Isaac Harris had three hundred and fifty three and 
, was chosen. 

Daniel Bartlett, Jr. had three hundred and fifty- 
two. 

William H. Learnard had three hundred and fifty- 
one. 

John Snelling had four, 

James Whiting had four, 

Enoch H. Wakefield had four, 

James H. Dudley had four, 
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and that various other persons had each one or more 
votes, which it is not necessary in order to a right 
understanding of the case to enumerate. 

The remonstrants offered to prove that those four 
persons to wit, John Snelling, James Whiting, Enoch 
H. Wakefield and James H. Dudley, were not resi- 
dents in Ward No. 1, but were residents in Ward 
No. 3 at the time of the election. 

Thereupon the sitting members admitted that at 
the said election there were four votes given for 
Members of the Common Council by legal voters for 
persons who were residents of Ward No. 3, and were 
counted by the Inspectors in accordance with the 
opinion and advice of the ‘City Solicitor ;” thus 
making the whole number of votes seven hundred 
and five. No further evidence was introduced on 
that point. 

Some evidence was produced, which however the 
Committee think is of no importance, as to what 
has been the practice of Ward Officers in that and 
other wards in regard to receiving and counting or 
throwing out and rejecting similar votes. No uni- 
form practice was proved. 

It appears that the Ward Officers in counting 
those four votes acted under the advice of the City 
Solicitor, and with proper deliberation; and the 
Committee have learnt nothing in the slightest de- 
gree affecting their honesty therein. On the con- 
trary, they believe that they acted according to the 
best of their own judgments aided by the advice 
which they took. 

The question to be determined then, is, whether 
the four votes given for persons not resident in the 
ward should be received and counted, or’ rejected. 
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If they should have been rejected, then the whole 
number of votes was seven hundred and one, and 
Daniel Bartlett who had three hundred and fifty two, 
and William H. Learnard who had three hundred 
and fifty one, were elected and there was one va- 
cancy to be filled, and consequently the subsequent 
proceedings in which the meeting proceeded to the 
election of three members at an adjourned meeting 
holden on Wednesday the fourteenth day of De- 
eember, were irregular and Enoch H. Snelling, 
Joshua B. Fowle and Jacob G. L. Libbey who were 
elected at the adjourned meeting, are not entitled to 
seats in the Council. 

The Committee have given this question all the 
consideration and attention which its importance de- 
manded so far as it has been in their power. The 
law applicable to the case may be found in the Re- 
vised Statutes, chapter IV., section 12 (on page 65.) 
The provision is as follows: ‘In the City of Bos- 
ton, the several elections, provided for in this chap- 
ter, shall be conducted according to the provisions of 
the act establishing the City of Boston, and of the 
several acts in addition thereto.” ‘The elections 
provided for, are “of town or other officers,” &c. 
The act referred to is the City Charter, which pro- 
vides in section seventh (7) ‘that the citizens of 
each ward, qualified to vote as aforesaid, at their 
respective ward meetings to be held, &c. annually, 
shall be called upon to give in their votes for four 
able and discreet men, being inhabitants of said 
ward, to be members of the Common Council; and 
all the votes given in as aforesaid, in each ward, and 
being sorted, counted and declared by the Warden 
and Inspectors, if it appear that four persons have 
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a majority of all the votes given at such election, a 
public declaration thereof, with the names of the 
persons so chosen, shall be made in open ward 
meeting, and the same shall be entered at large, by 
the Clerk of such Ward in his journal, stating par- 
ticularly the whole number of votes given in, the 
number necessary to make a choice, and the num- 
ber actually given for each of the persons, so de- 
clared to be chosen.” <A majority of the Commit- 
tee are of opinion that as the City Charter expressly 
states that the citizens “shall be called upon to give 
in their votes for four able and discreet men, beimg 
inhabitants of said ward, to be members of the Com- 
mon Council; and all the votes given in as aforesaid 
being sorted, counted and declared by the Warden 
and Inspectors,” &c., that the four votes given for 
residents of Ward No. 3 ought not to have been 
counted; and so that the whole number of votes 
were in fact but seven hundred and one, and that 
Daniel Bartlett and William H. Learnard who had 
each a majority of that number were duly elected 
members of the Common Council, and that Enoch H. 
Snelling, Joshua B. Fowle and Jacob G. L. Libbey 
were not duly elected and are not entitled to seats 
therein. So far as the Committee have been able 
to learn, the practice elsewhere has been far from 
uniform. ‘They place their opinion upon the pro- 
visions of the City Charter and not upon the gen- 
eral laws of the Commonwealth. They submit the 
accompanying resolutions.

MINORITY REPORT.

In Common Council, January, 19th, 1843. 


The undersigned, of the Standing Committee on 
Elections and Returns, to whom was referred the 
remonstrance of Henry N. Hooper and _ others, 
against the right to seats of Enoch H. Snelling, 
Joshua B. Fowle, and Jacob G. L. Libbey, return- 
ed as members to the Common Council from Ward 
1, having duly considered the subject committed, 
and differing from the conclusions of the major- 
ity of said Committee, as expressed in their Report, 
most respectfully submits his views upon the sub- 
ject in the following 


REPORT: 


That it appeared before the Committee, that at 
the election holden under the City Charter and laws 
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of the Commonwealth, on Monday, the twelfth day — 
of December last past, the whole number of votes 
given in for members of the Common Council, in 
Ward I, was - - - 705 

Necessary to a choice, - - 393 

That Isaac Harris received 353 votes and was 
elected; no other person received the number requi- 
site for a choice—but Daniel Bartlett, jr., received - 
352 votes, (and William H. Learnard received 351 
votes.) Among the scattering votes included in said 
number of 705, John Snelling, James Whiting, 
Enoch H. Wakefield and James H. Dudley received 
three votes each; and Asa Swallow, Josiah M. Hard- 
ing, Frederick ‘Taylor and Royal B. Willis received 
one vote each; and it is conceded that the eight last 
named persons were not resident in Ward 1, at the 
time of said election. 

The result of said balloting on the twelfth of De- 
cember, as declared with reference to members of 
the Common Council was, that there was no election 
of three members, and the meeting was adjourned for 
the purpose of completing the election. At the ad- 
journed meeting, it appeared the sitting members from 
Ward 1, the subject of the remonstrance, were duly 
elected, and received their certificates of election. 
The ground of the remonstrants is, that the scatter- 
ing votes cast for John Snelling, James Whiting, 
Enoch H. Wakefield, James Dudley, Asa Swallow, 
Josiah M. Harding, Frederick ‘Taylor and Royal B. 
Willis, at the first election, on Monday, the twelfth 
of December last, should not have been counted, 
they not being residents of Ward 1; and that if the 
same are deducted from the whole number given in, 
705 votes, it will leave 701; necessary to a choice, 
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301 votes; by which estimate Daniel Bartlett, jr. 
and William H. Learnard will be elected, and one 
vacancy remain to be filled by a subsequent election. 

The undersigned is at a loss to know by what rule 
of justice or equity the four votes above described 
should be deducted from the whole number given in. 
It did not appear before the Committee that the per- 
sons by whom those four votes were cast were not 
constitutionally voters, as provided by Chapter 3d, 
Section Ist, of the Revised Statutes, and the eighth 
Section of the City Charter. 

Clearly then the undersigned is bound to believe 
that those votes were placed in the ballot box by 
constitutional electors, and being so placed there 
they should in the opinion of the undersigned be 
counted agreeably with Chapter 4th, Section 13th of 
the Revised Statutes, unless some plain provision of 
law to the contrary can be shown. ‘The undersign- 
ed does not discover in the 7th Section of the City 
Charter, which provides for the election of members 
of the Common Council, any sanction or authority for 
throwing out, omitting to count, or for deducting 
from the count any vote whatever, nor is he aware 
of any provision of law or correct precedent which 
favors the view of the case taken by the remon- 
strants or the report of a majority of the Committee; 
on the contrary he is of opinion that citizens may so 
exercise the right of ballot as to vote for persons for 
office, who in case they should receive the majority 
of all the votes cast, would nevertheless be incapa- 
ble of holding the office, and the body to which such 
persons should be elected members may expel them 
and order a new election if they have the power so 
to do, but until such an extreme case shall be present- 
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ed, it would in the opinion of the undersigned seem 
not to be required that any further action should be 
had in reference to such votes, (which in the opin- 
ion of the undersigned are in no sense illegal votes, ) 
than to count them as part of the whole number of 
votes given in, and return the names of the persons 
for whom such votes were given. To take the course 
prayed for by remonstrants and recommended by 
the report of the majority of this Committee, would 
in the opinion of the undersigned deprive four citi- 
zens of their constitutional right of ballot, and place 
two individuals in the Common Council who have 
not received a majority of all the votes gwen in at 
such election, as appears by the records of the meet- 
ing at which the election was had—a course which 
he believes the members of the Common Council 
have no desire to take, since in his humble opinion 
it would be in direct contradiction of the law as well 
as the voice of the people of Ward 1, expressed by 
ballot. 

- In conclusion, the undersigned begs leave to offer 
for the consideration of the Council, the following 
Resolves.

TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


City Solicitor’s Office, 
Boston, January 23d, 1843. 
SIR: 

I have received a communication on behalf of the 
Common Council, requesting my legal opinion upon 
the following question, viz: 

‘‘’The Common Council, having ascertained in a 
“¢case of contested elections in one of the wards of 
“the City of Boston for members of the Common 
*¢ Council, that four votes were given for members 
“of the Common Council for persons who were in- 
“habitants in another ward, ought the said four 
“¢ votes to be counted in ascertaining the whole 
“¢number ?” And I now submit the following opin- 
ion. . 

By the City Charter, section 7, the citizens of 
each ward, qualified to vote in such cases, shall, at 
their respective ward meetings, annually, “be called 
upon to give in their votes for four able and discreet 
men, being inhabitants of said ward, to be members 
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of the Common Council; and all the votes given in 
as aforesaid, in each ward, and being sorted, counted 
and declared by the Warden and Inspectors, if it ap- 
pear that four persons have a majority of all the 
votes given at such election, a public declaration 
thereof, with the names of the persons so chosen, 
shall be made in open ward meeting, and the same 
shall be entered at large by the Clerk of such ward, 
in his journal, stating particularly the whole number 
of votes given in, the number necessary to make a 
choice, and the number actually given for each of 
the persons so declared to be chosen,” &c. 

The Charter then goes on to provide, that “ each of 
the persons so chosen shall be furnished with a cer- 
tificate of his election, signed by the Warden, Clerk, 
and a majority of the Inspectors of such ward ; which 
certificate shall be presumptive evidence of the title 
of such person to a seat in the Common Council ; 
but such Council, however, shall have authority to 
decide ultimately upon ai/ questions relative to the 
qualifications, elections and returns of its members.” 

This last provision, that the Common Council 
shall be the ultimate judge of the elections of its 
members, is founded on the general principles of our 
constitutions of government, and is in analogy with 
the powers of the House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth in regard to the elections of the 
members of that body. 

From the express language of the City Charter, it 
appears, that the persons who are eligible as mem- 
bers of the Common Council must be inhabitants of 
the ward which they are chosen to represent ; in like 
manner as the Representatives in the Legislature 
must by the Constitution be inhabitants of the towns 
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for which they are elected. But no express provis- 
ion is made by the Charter, prescribing the mode in 
which the fact of znhabitancy is to be officially ascer- 
tained by the ward officers ; if, indeed, 1t was intend- 
ed by the Legislature, that it should be the duty of 
those officers to be the judges of that and other qual- 
Hications of the persons voted for as members of the 
Common Council. . 

J am not aware of any case, in which the question 
now raised in respect to the zrhabitancy of candidates 
for the Common Council has before occurred in the 
City elections; but in the Legislature analogous ca- 
ses have occurred; and,in the absence of precedents 
in the City Government, we may safely resort to the 
decisions of the House of Representatives in cases 
of contested elections of the members of that body. 

In the case of the town of Sterling, decided by 
the House of Representatives, in 1838, the nght of 
Emory Burpee to a seat in the House was contested 
upon the ground that he had, in February preceding, 
removed from Massachusetts into another State, 
(Vermont) with an intention of becoming a citizen 
of that State; and, secondly, that he had not the re- 
quisite qualification of property. ‘The Committee on 
Elections considered the /aw to be clear on both 
points, and that the only question in the case was 
therefore a simple question of fact; and, upon the 
evidence before them, they decided unanimously, 
that the member had lost his residence in this Com- 
monwealth and had become an inhabitant of Ver- 
mont; and that his seat in the House was thereby 
vacated. On the other point (the want of the prop- 
erty qualification) the evidence adduced was held in- 
sufficient, end the decision was founded exclusively 
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upon the point of inhabitancy. ‘This decision of the 
Committee was adopted by the House, and the elec- 
tion was accordingly set aside. 

A similar decision was made by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, in the year 1840, in respect to one per- 
son (William C. Brown) who had been returned by 
the City Officers as a Representative of Boston. 
His right to a seat in the House was contested on the 
ground that he was not an inhabitant of the City, but 
had removed to the town of Chelsea; and it being 
ascertained by the House, that he had so removed 
from Boston, it was decided, that he was not entitled 
to a seat as one of the Representatives of the City. 

Now the same word—the word ‘“ inhabitant ’?— 
being used by the Constitution in describing this 
qualification of the Representatives of towns, and by 
the City Charter in describing the same qualification 
of the Representatives of the wards of the City, the 
above precedents (if the language of the Charter 
should be doubtful) are entitled to the highest con- 
sideration; and in the absence of decisions: to the 
contrary in cases of Municipal elections, they ap- 
pear to be decisive authorities for the legal conclu- 
sion—that any votes given fora person as Represen- 
tative of a ward, when it is ascertained that he was 
not an “inhabitant ”’ of such ward, would be deem- 
ed in law to have been erroneously given, and 
ought not to be counted by the Common Council, 
when that body should be called upon to exercise its 
right of judging upon the election of its members, 
pursuant to its powers under the Charter. 

These views would perhaps be deemed a sufficient 
answer to the abstract question proposed by the 
Common Council in the present case. 
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But I beg leave to add a few remarks, which have 
been suggested by the case which is understood to 
have given occasion to the present inquiry of the 
Common Council. Under the peculiar organization 
of the City Government a further and very impor- 
tant practical question may occasionally arise, and 
did in fact arise ata ward meeting lately held for the 
election of members of the Common Council, and in 
relation to which my opinion was asked by the offi- 
cers of that ward; and I beg leave to ask the atten- 
tion of the Common Council to it, as a matter de- 
serving of consideration, and perhaps requiring some 
further regulations for the future; though it has be- 
come unnecessary to act upon it in the present in- 
stance, because the Council has now settled the ma- 
terial point, that some of the persons returned as 
elected, were not inhabitants of the ward for which 
they were returned. 

The practical question I refer to is this—In what 

mode the ward officers are to know, officially, 
whether a person, for whom they have received 
votes, has the qualification of being an inhabitant of 
the ward in which votes are given for him ; or, gen- 
erally, his qualifications or disqualifications for the 
office in any other respect; as, for example, whether 
he is a citizen, or an alien; and, if an alien, whether 
duly naturalized ; or whether he is (in the language 
of the City Charter) ‘an able and discreet man,” 
&c. 
_ Are the ward officers to undertake to settle every 
important question of this nature, and decide wheth- 
er the candidate is eligible or not, and, consequently, 
whether they ought to admit or reject the votes giv- 
en for him? 
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In order to arrive at an answer to the inquiry, 
what the duties of the ward officers are in such 
cases, we shall derive material aid from some cases, 
in which their powers have come under the consid- 
eration of the Supreme Judicial Court of the Com- 
monwealth. In the case of Capen versus Foster and 
others (12th Pickering’s Reports, page 485) the pre- 
sent learned Chief Justice, who delivered the opin- 
ion of the Court, observes—‘“ that the Warden and 
Inspectors of Wards under the City Charter are 
merely ministerial officers, authorized to ascertain 
the identity of those voters, whose names are borne 
on the lists of voters delivered to them by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, and to receive the votes of such per- 
sons—that they have no authority to add any name 
to the list, or to receive the vote of any person, 
whose name is not on the list, or to consider or de- 
termine on the qualifications of any person offering 
himself as a voter,” &c. 

The Justices of the same Court in an opinion | 
given to the House of Representatives, on the 17th 
of February, 1840, have the following observations 
on the powers and duties of the ward officers in rela- 
tion to elections : 

“The meeting of the voters in wards, though ad- 
mirably well devised and adapted to ensure order, 
regularity, celerity, and convenience, in elections, 
is not a deliberative body for any purpose, and they are 
vested with no power to discuss or decide upon any 
question.” 

Such are the limited powers of the ward officers, 
as settled by legal adjudications. 

In this connection it may be proper to observe— 


that the fifth Section of the Charter (which regulates 
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the meetings for the election of members of the 
Common Council) after requiring that the citizens 
of each ward shall be called upon to give in their 
votes for four members of the Common Council, 
further provides—that “‘ad/ the votes given in as afore- 
said in each ward shall be sorted, counted, and de- 
clared, &c.; and that the same shall be entered at 
large, by the Clerk of the ward in his journal, stating 
particularly the whole number of votes given in, the 
number necessary to make a choice, and the num- 
ber actually given for each person so declared to be 
chosen,” &c. 

I am aware that in the clause of the Charter here 
cited—viz—“ all the votes given in as aforesaid”— 
some stress has been laid upon the words “as afore- 
said ;” which, it has been thought, imply only those 
given for inhabitants of the wards, as such alone 
would be legal. Without doubt the Charter intend- 
ed, that the votes to be recorded should be legal in 
that, as well as other particulars. But the embar- 
rassing question still remains—what means, and 
what powers, the ward officers have for officially de- 
termining the legality of the votes, so far as it de- 
pends upon the qualifications of the candidates voted 
for. 

But it may be objected, that votes may be given 
in for persons notoriously unqualified, or even for 
fictitious persons. ‘This undoubtedly, like any other 
gross abuse, or contempt of the privilege of the elec- 
tive franchise, may sometimes occur; but happily, 
the elective franchise is generally so highly cherish- 
ed by every man who values the rights of a freeman, 
that such cases will be too rare to deserve much 
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consideration in a general view of the practical ad- 
ministration of the affairs of society. 

A remarkable case of this kind did, indeed, once 
come under the notice of the Legislature of this 
Commonwealth. | 

The case was as follows: 

At an election held in the town of Attleborough, 
for Representatives to the General Court, at several 
different ballotings, the sitting member (Israel Hatch, 
Esquire,) had a plurality, and a special certificate 
was given him accordingly. ‘he certificate of the 
Selectmen, after stating his plurality, concludes 
thus: “If the votes for David Pidge, Lydia Jones, 
“Hannah Pidge, Mary Lathrop, and Redmond 
‘“‘ Claflin, ought not to be counted, on the ground 
‘‘ of their ineligibility to the office of Representative, 
“then was Israel Hatch, Esquire, elected as the 
“third Representative to represent said town as 
“¢ aforesaid.” 

The Committee of the House of Representatives re- 
ported—that as to the eligibility of David Pidge they 
found the evidence to be—“that he had the consti- 
tutional qualifications, as to property and residence; 
but that he had been convicted of larceny and had 
never received the Executive pardon. ‘The Com- 
mittee were of but one opinion, as to the conduct of 
those voters who could so trifle with the elective 
franchise ;” but (they add) ‘as the votes thus given, 
appear to have been given by legal voters, and, as it 
therefore appeared, that at no one of the eight. bal- 
lotings did Israel Hatch, Esquire, have a majority of 
all the legal voters voting for Representatives for the 
town of Attleborough, the Committee were unani- 
mously of opinion, that said Israel Hatch, Esquire, 
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was not duly elected a member of this House, ac- 
cording to the Constituion and laws of this Com- 
monwealth.” 

This report, after a recommitment, was reported 
without amendments; and after further discussion 
was accepted by the House. 

It must be apparent, that the right of rejecting 
from the aggregate any ballots, which the ward offi- 
cers may deem unworthy of their notice, if they 
have the power to do it, isa right to be exercised 
with the greatest delicacy and caution, lest it should 
lead to abuses. 

It is worthy of particular notice, that the Revised 
Statutes (chapter 4, section 13) have an express 
provision to the following effect—“ that in order to 
determine the result of an election, the whole number 
of ballots given in shall be distinctly stated; but 
blank pieces of paper shall not be counted as bal- 
lots.” ‘This exception excludes every piece of paper 
that is not a blank piece. 

It may here be asked, what are meant by blank 
pieces of paper ? 

In the ordinary, popular acceptation of the word, 
and from its derivation, it means a plain white piece 
of paper, without any writing upon it. 

Is a paper, then, which contains a name, and pur- 


a ports to be a ballot for a person who proves to have 


been not eligible, a blank” piece of paper within 
the meaning of the law? Would a municipal offi- 
cer, who should refuse to count and make return 
of such a paper as one of the “ballots” mentioned 
in the statute, be subject to the penalties of the law 
for not having returned ail the ballots’ 

Until the Legislature shall think it necessary to

make further provisions in relation to the duties of 
municipal officers in such cases, it may, perhaps, be 
advisable for those officers, with a view to the rights 
of all parties, to make a special return of the facts, 
as was done in the above cited case of Attleborough. 

But [would not be understood as intending to ex- 
press any opinion on this point, which is not a mat- 
ter of law, but a subject exclusively for the consider- 
ation of the Common Council. 

The questions above suggested, and many others, 
which may occur under the election laws, are highly 
important, as they relate to the duties of Municipal 
officers in cases which may hereafter arise; but in 
the case now before the Common Council, as I have 
already observed, it is unnecessary to consider and 
decide upon them; the Council having, upon inves- 
tigation, settled a material fact not before ascertain- 
ed—that is, the fact, that some of the persons voted 
for were not inhabitants of the ward for which they 
were elected. 

I have above referred to the general election laws 
of the Commonwealth respecting the mode of count- 
ing the ballots and determining the results of elec- 
tions. But it has been suggested, as is the fact, 
that by the same statutes, (Revised Statutes, Chap. 
4, Sect. 12) the elections in the City of Boston shall 
be conducted according to the act establishing the 
City of Boston, and the acts in addition thereto; in 
other words, according to the Charter and its sup- 
plementary acts. 

This provision is understood to have been incor- 
porated into the general election laws, in order to 
prevent any serious inconveniences which might 
have resulted, in regard to the forms and mode of 
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conducting the elections, if the Legislature had made 
but one uniform requisition, by which the elections 
in this City should be conducted precisely in the 
same manner as in towns, although the City had no 
similar Municipal officers to execute such requisi- 
tion. If, indeed, there should be a direct repugnan- 
cy between the general election laws and the City 
Charter, the latter, by reason of the saving clause 
in question, must govern. So far, however, as re- 
lates to the point now immediately under our notice— 
that is, the principles by which the Municipal offi- 
cers are to be governed in counting the ballots and 
ascertaining the result of an election—the Charter 
makes no express provision; and the general elec- 
tion laws will operate in the City, as well as in towns 
generally, so far as they are justly applicable. |

| have considered the question proposed by you, 
viz :——-Whether the ballots given in at your late elec- 
tion for persons as members of the Common Coun- 
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cil, who are supposed to be residents in a different 
ward from yours, are to be reckoned among the other 
ballots given in—and | submit the following opinion. 

The City Charter, in regard to the various elec- 
tions of City Officers, generally, is express, that all 
the votes given in shall be counted and declared ; 
and the general election law of the Commonwealth 
respecting the elections of State, County and ‘Town 
Officers requires, that in all returns of elections the ° 
whole number of ballots given in shall be distinctly 
stated—and the only exception made, in this partic- 
ular is, that blank pieces of paper shall not be count-_ 
ed as ballots. 

These provisions of law seem to leave no doubt 
as to the general intent and object of the Legislature 
in regard to election returns, viz :—That there should 
be a true and complete return of all the votes actu- 
ally given in. 

It may, however, be supposed, that if the candi- 
dates voted for as members of the Common Council, 
should not be residents of the ward in which they 
are voted for, that the ballots given for such persons 
should not be received. But an important question 
then arises, how are the ward officers to know, offi- 
cially, that fact? And my opinion is, that they have 
not any adequate mode of knowing that fact, offi- 
cially ; their duties, generally speaking, are ministe- 
rial; and in regard to elections of Common Council- 
men, the certificate of their election, according to 
the City Charter, (section 7) is only presumptive ev- 
idence of their title to a seat in the Common Coun- 
cil—that body having (by the same section of the 
Charter) the ‘authority to decide ultimately upon 
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all questions relative to the qualifications, elections 
and returns of its members.” 

My opinion, therefore, on the question submitted 
by you is, that all the ballots there mentioned are to 
be reckoned, and your certificate to be given ac- 
cordingly.

AN ORDINANCE 


For the Regulation of Faneuil Hall Market. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The Clerk of Faneuil Hall Market 
2, shall, under the control of the Mayor and Alder- 
3 men, have the care and superintendence of said 
4, Market; and it shall be his duty to preserve or- 
5 der in said Market, and to execute and carry into 
6 effect all the regulations, orders and ordinances 
7 which may be duly made and established from 
8 time to time by the City Council, or Mayor and 
9 Aldermen, for the due regulation of the same; 
10 and it shall be his duty to enter complaints for 
11 any violations of said regulations, orders and or- 
12 dinances. 
Secr. 2. The said Clerk shall be appointed 
2 annually, in the month of June or July, by the 
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3 Mayor and Aldermen, and he shall be remov- 
4,able at their pleasure, and shall receive such 
5 compensation for his services, as the City Coun- 
6 cil shall annually direct. 
Sect. 3. The limits of Faneuil Hall Market 
2 shall be the lower floor, porches, and cellars of 
3 the building called Faneuil Hall Market, and the 
4, streets on each side thereof, called North Market 
5 Street and South Market Street, that part of 
6 Commercial Street which is between Long Wharf 
7 and Clinton Street, and also Merchants’ Row. 
Sect. 4. The said Clerk shall have the di- 
2 rection of all carts, waggons and other carri- 
3 ages within the limits of said Faneuil Hall Mar- 
4. ket; and no person shall keep any cart, waggon, 
5 or other carriage, horse or other beasts within 
6 the limits of said Market for any longer space of 
7 time, or shall range them in any other manner or 
8 form, that such as may be directed by the said 
9 Clerk ; and the owner or person having charge 
10 of any vehicle, boxes, barrels, casks or other 
11 vessels, or of any provisions, or other articles, in- 
12 cumbering any place within said limits, shall, on 
13 the request of said Clerk, remove, or cause the 
14 same to be removed without delay, as said Clerk 
15 may direct. All horses shall be taken from the 
16 carts or other carriages having provisions of any 
17 kind for sale, and which shall stand within the 
18 limits aforesaid, and the same shall be conducted 
19 to a stable, or otherwise removed from said limits 
.20 by the owner or driver ; and it shall be lawful for 
21 the said Clerk, whenever he shall find any wag- 
22. gon or other carriage, ox, or other beast stand- 
23 ing or being within said hmits in a manner, or 
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24 place, or for a time not authorized by law or by 
25 the ordinances of the said City, and without a 
26 driver or owner, forthwith to cause such waggon 
27 or other carriage, ox, or other beasts to be con- 
28 ducted to some stable, or other suitable place; 
29 and the owner, or person having the care or 
30 keeping thereof shall be hable to pay before the 
381 redelivery thereof into his possession, the entire 
32 cost and expense thereof during the time it shall 
33 be in such stable or other suitable place, togeth- 
34 er with such further sum to the City, not exceed- 
35 ing one dollar, for the trouble arising in that be- 
36 half, as the said Clerk shall demand, the same to 
37 be paid to, and accounted for by said Clerk to 
38 said City. 

Sect. 5. No inhabitant of the City of Boston, 
2nor any inhabitant of any town or city, whose 
3 dwelling house is less than twenty miles distant 
4,from said Faneuil Hall Market, by the nearest 
5 travelled route, shall at any time, without the 
6 permission of said Clerk, occupy any stand there- 
7 in with cart, waggon, sleigh, or otherwise for the 
8 purpose of vending any articles within the limits 
9 of said market, unless he shall before selling, or 

10 offering to sell such articles, satisfy the said Clerk 
11 when thereunto requested, that all the said arti- 
12 cles are the produce of his own farm, or of some 
13 farm not more than three miles distant from his 
14 said dwelling house, and every person occupying 
15 any such stand contrary to the provisions of this 
16 ordinance, shall, when directed by the said Clerk, 
17 forthwith remove without the limits of said Mar- 
18 ket. 

Secr. 6. When any person lawfully occupy- 
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2 ing any stand in the streets, within the limits of 
8 said Market, shall employ any servant or agent 
4, to sell in said Market, any articles for him, or on 
5 his account, such servant or agent shall not sell 
6 any articles upon account of any other person 
7 than the person so employing such servant or 
8 agent; nor shall any person lawfully occupying a 
9 stand as aforesaid, be permitted to purchase any 
10 provisions or other articles within the limits of 
11 said Market, for the purpose of selling the same 
12 therein, nor to sell within said limits, any provis- 
13 ions or other articles for, or on account of any 
14 person not lawfully entitled to a stand within the 
15 same. 

Sect. 7. No person, unless duly authorized by 
2the Mayor and Aldermen, shall stand in any of 
3 the streets, lanes, alleys, squares, or public places 
4. of the city, with carts or other carriages, horses 
5 or other beasts, having meat, poultry, vegetables, 
6 or other articles of provision for sale, nor be al- 
7 lowed to place any stall, bench, or block therein, 
8 on which to exhibit any such articles for sale. 

Sect. 8. All butter brought within the limits 
2 of said Market for sale, shall be sold by weight; 
3 and if in lumps, each lump shall contain one or 
4;more pounds weight, without any fraction of a 
5 pound. 

Sect. 9. If any person shall, within the hmits: 
2 of said Market, sell, or offer for sale, any article 
3 which shall be deficient in the weight or measure 
4, for which he sells the same or offers the same for 
5 sale, or shall practice any fraudulent dealing 
6 within the said limits, and shall be convicted 
7 thereof, or of either of the offences enumerated 
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8 in this ordinance, he shall not be permitted to 
9 use, or hire a stall, or have, or occupy any stand 
10 within the limits of said Market for the purpose 
11 of offering for sale any articles usually sold in 
12 said market, for the term of one year from and 
13 after such conviction, unless specially permitted 
14 by the Mayor and Aldermen so to do. 
Secr. 10. ‘The several stalls in said Market 
2 shall be leased to the respective occupants by 
3 written leases, the conditions of which shall be 
4. prescribed by the Mayor and Aldermen; and the 
5 rent thereof shall be paid to the said Clerk of the 
6 Market, or to such person as the Mayor and Al- 
7 dermen shall appoint, and at such times as the 
8 said Mayor and Aldermen shall determine; and 
9 such lessees shall not underlet the same, or any 
10 part thereof, nor permit the same, or any part 
11 thereof to be occupied by any other person, with- 
12 out the assent of the Mayor and Aldermen, under 
13 the penalty of forfeiting their respective stalls and 
14 leases. 
Sect. 11. The said lessees shall not throw, 
2 or permit to be thrown, or to remain within the 
‘3 precints of their respective stalls, any offal, ani- 
4,mal substance, scrapings, or any kind of dirt, 
5 filth, or useless matter, but shall forthwith remove 
6 the same, or cause the same to be deposited in 
‘7 some tight vessel, to be approved of by the said 
8 Clerk of the Market, and to be removed by said 
9 lessee as the said Clerk shall direct. 
Secr. 12. No person shall throw or sweep 
2 any offal, animal or vegetable substance, scrap- 
3 ings or sweepings, damaged salt or pickle, or 
4, foul water, from the stalls or cellars into the pass- 
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5 age ways, or on the side walks, or into the streets 
6 adjoining the said Market House at any time 
7 during the day or night. Nor shall any person 
8 within the limits of said market, sell, or offer, or 
9 expose for sale, or have in his possession with in- 
10 tent to sell, or to offer or expose for sale, any 
11 meat, fish, bread, vegetable or other articles of 
12 provisions, which in the opinion of the said Clerk 
13 shall be diseased, corrupted, tainted or unwhole- 
14 some; but such person shall, when directed by 
15 the said Clerk, forthwith remove all such meat, 
16 fish, bread, vegetable, or other articles from the 
17 said limits to such suitable place as the said Clerk 
18 shall order; and if such person shall refuse or 
19 neglet to comply with such direction, the said 
20 Clerk shall forthwith remove the same, or cause 
21 the same to be removed from said limits to such 
22. suitable place as aforesaid, at the expense of such 
23 person; and if in the judgment of said Clerk it 
24 shall be neccessary for the public health, it shall 
25 be his duty to destroy the same, and if any. per- 
26 son shall hinder, obstruct, or molest the said 
‘27 Clerk in the premises, he shall forfeit and pay a 
28 sum not exceeding twenty dollars for each of- 
29 fence. 
Sect. 13. When the lessee of any stall, or the 
2 occupant of any cellar in said Market House, 
3 shall from any cause whatever, vacate the same, 
4, or shall receive notice from the Mayor and Al- 
5 dermen to vacate the same, or shall neglect or 
6 refuse to pay his rent for the space of twenty-four 
7 hours, or shall neglect or refuse to comply with 
8 any regulations established for the good order 
9 and cleanliness of the said Market House and its 
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10 entries, passage-ways, side-walks and the streets 
11 adjoining the said house, the stall or stalls of such 
12 lessee shall thereupon revert to the City and be 
13 at the disposal of the Mayor and Aldermen. 
Secr. 14. No person shall, within the walls of 
2 said Faneuil Hall Market, or on the side-walks 
3 of the same, play at any game, or lie down, or 
4, sleep, or behave in a disorderly, noisy or riotous 
5 manner; nor shall any person within the limits 
6 of said Market, smoke, or have in his possession, 
7 any lighted pipe or cigar. And it shall be the 
8 duty of the said Clerk of the Market, to prevent 
9 idle or disorderly persons from frequenting the 
10 said Market, and to cause all persons so offend- 
11 ing to be prosecuted. | 
Sect. 15. Every person offending against the 
2, provisions of this Ordinance, shall, in addition to 
3 the penalities before prescribed, forfeit and pay a 
4,sum not less than two dollars, nor more than 
5 twenty dollars, to be recovered on complaint be- 
6 fore the Police Court of the City of Boston. 
Sect. 16. The Ordinance, entitled an ‘ Or- 
2 dinance for the regulation of Faneuil Hall Mar- 
3 ket,” passed on the twenty-third day of Septem- 
4 ber in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
5 thirty-three, is hereby repealed.

The Committee on the Petition of James C. Odi- 
orne, for leave to bring into the City of Boston 
and distribute the Water of Spot Pond, beg leave 
to 


REPORT: 


That they have given the subject particular atten- 
tion, and have granted the petitioners a hearing in 
explanation of their views and wishes with regard 
to this ‘subject. In granting leave to these petition- 
ers, or any others, there are two important points 
which the City Council should have ever in view. 
The first is, that the water sought to be introduced 
should be pure. ‘The second is, that it should be 
abundant. ‘The waters of Spot Pond, which the pe- 
titioners propose to convey to the City, is believed 
to be of the purest quality. In the year 1834, Dr. 
Charles 'T. Jackson analyzed these waters and found 
2 40-100 grains of earthy matter in 100,000 grains 
of water. ‘It contains,” he says in his report, ‘a 
few minute flocculi, but is otherwise transparent and 
colorless. It contains a few oval shaped animal- 
cul.” And Mr. A. A. Hayes, in 1837, states that 
he finds 1 80-100 grains earthy matter in 100,000 
grains water, without color or odor. The water of 
Spot Pond is one of the purest, if not the purest, 
water in the vicinity of Boston. No fear or doubt 
then need exist on this head. 
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With regard to the supply, having reference to a 
series of years, there may be more question. The 
level of Spot Pond is 143 feet above marsh level, or | 
medium high tide, being the highest source within 
twenty miles of the City, with the exception of Wal- 
tham Pond, and Sandy Pond at Lincoln. The area, 
is according to Treadwell, Baldwin & Hale’s Report,

To which, as the latter states, 60 acres may be ad- 
ded by building a dam, and creating an artificial re- 
servoir. With regard to the capability of Spot Pond 
to supply water there is a greater difference of opin- 
ion. According to the Report of the Commission- 
ers, in 1837, “Spot Pond may be relied upon to 
furnish an average of 2,100,000 galls.—that the dis- 
charge may be taken as never falling below 1,600- 
000, and may never be expected to exceed 2,600,- 
000, galls. a day.” And they add, “with these re- 
sults we cannot recommend to the City Council to 
erect works for the supply of the City, depending 
entirely, for the future as well as the present, upon 
Spot Pond as a source.” 

R. H. Eddy, Esq. supposes that by building a 
dam, 60 acres may be added to the Pond. This 
adds by so much, to its capacity as a reservoir, which 
he estimates at 429,638 gallons per day. 

There is no doubt then, that Spot Pond is capa- 
ble of supplying 1,600,000 gallons of water during 
the driest season, equal to a supply of 8,000 fami- 
hes with 200 gallons per day. ‘The number of in- 
habitants of Boston may, at this time, be estimated 
at 96,000 or 16,000 families of 6 persons each. 
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The average supply of water to each family in Phil- 
adelphia in 1835, was 187 gallons. In London the 
average daily supply was 180 gallons. ‘Two hun- 
dred gallons may be considered a moderate daily 
‘supply for each family, the demand for animals and 
mechanical purposes being taken into the estimate. 
The Roxbury Aqueduct Corporation supply 2,000 
families. 
In the opinion of your Committee, it is not for 
the interest of the City to allow, nor is it believed 
that it is for the interest of any Company to con- 
vey an inadequate supply of water. The demand 
for the water will depend, ina great measure, on 
the certainty of a sufficient supply. ‘The injury to 
the streets and the inconvenience arising from the 
laying of pipes is as great in a small supply as in a 
Jarge, and it is believed that the citizens of Boston 
will never be satisfied with a supply of water imade- 
quate to all their requirements. It is necessary then 
to provide that the water be conveyed to the City in 
pipes of sufficient capacity. Messrs. ‘Treadwell, 
Baldwin and Hale, as well as Mr. Eddy, recom- 
mend, that no less pipes than 22 inches diameter be 
used in the conveyance of water from Spot Pond to 
the City, nor is it believed to be for the interest of 
any Company to lay pipes of a less diameter, since 
the capacity of a pipe to convey water, is as the 
square of their diameter, the head being the same, 
and the obstruction being less, water rises to a high- 
er elevation through a large than through a small 
pipe. The Committee believing it to be equally for 
the interest of the City and of the proposed Cor- 
poration, to provide that the water shall be conveyed 
to the City in pipes not less than twenty inches di- 


‘ 
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ameter and to guard against accident, or in case of 
fire that there may be at hand a supply of water, it 
is therefore provided that there shall be constructed 
one or more reservoirs in or near the City to contain 
not less than 500,000 gallons. This estimate may be 
considered too small, as it is equally for the interest 
of the Corporation, and for the City to construct 
Capacious reservoirs. 

The free use of the water in case of fire has always 
been enjoyed by the City and has always been pro- 
vided for by all acts of incorporation and is consid- 
ered some, though an inadequate compensation for 
the injury done to the streets, and as it 1s believed to 
be for the interest of the City to encourage compa- 
nies to bring into the City an abundant supply of 
pure water, it is provided that the City shall grant 
such compensation for the use of water for the pub- 
lic buildings or for ornamental purposes, as may be 
considered reasonable. ‘The amount of such com- 
pensation it is impossible beforehand to estimate. 
For a copious supply it ought doubtless to be lib- 
eral, as it would in the opinion ef your Committee 
promote the health, increase the value of the prop- 
erty belonging to the City, and to individuals, de- 
crease the rate of insurance, diminish the expenses 
of the fire department, and encourage the establish- 
ment of mechanical operations requiring an abun- 
dant supply of water. 

There can be no doubt that the laying of the pipes 
or other apparatus through the streets of the City, as 
well as the repairs thereof should be executed by the 
Company under the general supervision of the Board 
of Aldermen. A reasonable term of time should 
doubtless be granted to any Corporation bringing 
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water to the City, but on the other hand, the City 
should be protected from unnecessary delay which 
might operate injuriously to her best interest by 
keeping open the streets of the City, or by preventing 
other Companies equally or more able to introduce a 
large supply of water. ‘Three years is believed to 
be a liberal allowance of time for this purpose, and 
itis not supposed that the petitioners require more. 

In an act of incorporation granted by the Legisla- 
ture to the Boston Hydraulic Company in the year 
1836, it was provided that ‘the said City may at 
any time purchase of the said Corporation, their 
franchise and all their personal and real property by 
paying therefor such a sum as together with their re- 
ceipts will reimburse the whole amount expended 
with an annual interest of ten per cent.” 

In case the City should assume the Aqueduct to 
her own use, it is reasonable that a liberal compen- 
sation should be made to the Company not only as 
a just compensation for their trouble, but as an in- 
ducement to commence and complete so important 
a work. 

By the act of incorporation granted by the Legis- 
lature in the year 1795, it is provided that the Leg- 
islature should have the right, if it judged fit, to fix 
the price of water. That this right should exist 
somewhere there is no doubt, and it is presumed 
that it can be placed nowhere more safely than in 
the hands of the Legislature, and nothing should be 
introduced into the act to prevent the Legislature 
from granting to any other Company, at any time, a 
charter, to enable it to introduce into the City a sup- 
ply of water equal to all its requirements. — 

The Committee beg leave to report a series of 
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conditions on which the leave of the City Council 
should be granted to the petitioners. All which is 
respectfully submitted.

The Committee recommend that the assent of the 
City Council be granted to James C. Odiorne and 
his associates to introduce the waters of Spot Pond 
_ into the City on the following conditions, viz: 

Ist. ‘That the supply of water be pure. 

_ 2d. That the Corporation shall furnish, if need- 
ful, all the water which the capacity of said Spot 
Pond shall be able to furnish, to be conveyed to the 
City in one or more iron pipes, each not less than 
twenty inches in diameter. 

3d. ‘That one or more reservoirs be constructed 
within two miles of the City, at an elevation of not 
less than one hundred feet above high tide, and to 
contain together, not less than five hundred thousand 
gallons of water. 

Ath. ‘That the use of the water shall be granted 
to the City for the extinction of fires free of charge; 
but for the use of the public buildings and establish- 
ments, and for ornamental purposes, on such reason- 
able terms as shall be agreed upon. 

5th. ‘That the laying of the pipes or other appa- 
ratus of such aqueduct, and the repairs thereof, shall 
be at the expense of the Company, but that the 
breaking up the pavement or any part of the streets, 
shall be done under the direction of the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Boston, or such person as 
they shall appoint. And all injury done to the streets 
or to individuals shall be compensated for by the 
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Water Corporation, under such penalties as the Le- 
gislature shall impose. 

6th. ‘That said aqueduct shall be completed with- 
in three years. 

7th. That the City of Boston shall have the priv- 
ilege of assuming to their own account and use said 
aqueduct, its franchise, and all personal and real 
property, on payment to the Corporation thereof the 
cost and charges for the construction of said aque- 
duct, and the source thereof, together with per 
cent. thereon, with six per cent. interest, first deduct- 
ing any amount received by said Corporation for the 
use of the water of said aqueduct or the sources 
thereof. A report to be made annually to the Legis- 
lature of the amounts expended and paid by said 
Corporation. 

8th. That nothing in the act of incorporation 
shall be construed to restrain the Legislature from 
hereafter regulating the prices of the water to the 
inhabitants of this City, if the Legislature shall judge 
fit. Nor shall anything in said act of incorporation 
be construed to prevent the Legislature from grant- 
ing any act of incorporation to any other company 
or corporation, now or hereafter to be established 
to convey water into the City of Boston.

The Report of the Joint Standing Committee on 
the Jail, Houses of Correction and Reformation, to 
whom was referred so much of the Mayor’s Address 
as relates to the erection of a New County Jail, was 
read, laid on the table, and with the accompanying 
papers, ordered to be printed.

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The Committee to’whom was referred so much of 

\ the Mayor’s Address as relates to the erection of 
a New County Jail, have carefully examined the 
present Jail, and the ground within the Jail wall, 
and the buildings in the immediate vicinity, and 
they beg leave to 


REPORT: 


That in their opinion the present construction is 
inadequate to the purposes for which it was intend- 
ed, for the following reasons. 

Ist. That the Jailer, not being under the same 
roof with the inmates of the prison, has no effectual 
means of preventing the intercourse of the prisoners 
with each other, either by means of the openings 
into the common passage, necessarily left for the ad- 
mission of hot air, or of the windows in the exterior 
wall of the prison. 

2d. That from the construction of the prison, 
the windows being in the outer walls of the building, 
there are no means at the disposal of the Jailer of 
preventing persons from without having communi- 
cation with those within, and furnishing instruments 
and other means of escape. 

And 3dly. That the present Jail does not and 
cannot furnish the means for a proper classification 
of the prisoners ; a requisite deemed essential to ev- 
ery well regulated prison ; an arrangement which an 
intelligent and benevolent community will not fail to 
demand. 

There are other disadvantages of less magnitude, 
but of great inconvenience, among which may be 
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mentioned the difficulty, and expense of warming 
the cells, which is effected, if at all, by stoves in the 
common passages, to supply which, eighty tons of 
coal are annually consumed. ‘The Committee find 
that there are within the outer walls of the prison 
about 47,000 square feet of land, of which not more 
than 32,500 are required for the erection of a new 
Jail of the most approved construction, leaving 
14,500 feet more or less, to be disposed of in such 
manner as ‘the City Council may think proper. 

The Committee have requested the views of Jo- 
seph Eveleth, Esq., the Sheriff of the County of Suf- 
folk, from whom an answer has been received, which 
is herewith communicated. By a return of the 
Sheriff it appears that there have been committed to 
prison, during the twelve months ending the 9th of 
February inst., 1,670 persons, of whom 375 remain- 
ed in prison more than six days. This does not in- 
clude those committed for debt. 

The Committee have not thought it their province 
to go into the detail of plans or estimates, both of 
which they consider the duty of another Committee. 
They therefore recommend the passage of the fol- 
lowing resolve. All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

Dear Sir, 

I respectfully acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication under date of 9th inst., ‘asking my 
opinion with reference to the propriety of erecting a 
new County Jail and also whether in my opinion it 
is advisable to remodel the present Jail.” 

The two buildings now occupied as Jails for this 
County, were erected more than twenty years since 
and in their construction, were probably embraced, 
_all those improvements in relation to such edifices, 
which experience had then suggested to those to 
whom the work was committed. Since that time 
very many valuable and important improvements 
have been introduced in structures which are used 
as Jails and Houses of Correction in our own imme- 
diate neighbourhood end also in other cities and 
towns more or less remote. 

Those improvements have relation to the moral 
discipline, the health and the comfort of the prison- 
ers and to the safety and security of the building as 
a place of legal restraint and imprisonment. It is 
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very desirable that the benefits and advantages result- 
ing from these improvements should be realized 
here ; they may be secured by the erection of a new 
edifice, they certainly cannot be attained in the 
present buildings. I think justice and humanity 
require of this community, that its places of con- 
finement and punishment should embody all those 
improvements which have suggested themselves to 
those whose benevolent feelings have induced them 
to give particular attention to subjects of this nature. 
I will not add another word further, than to say that 
in my opinion a new Jail embracing all the modern 
improvements is much needed in this county. 

I do not think it practicable so to alter the present 
Jail as to secure the improvements suggested, and 
which can only be introduced in a new building ; for 
reasons which [ think will be obvious on investiga- 
tion. 

I intended to have stated somewhat in detail the 
faults of the present Jail and the objections to its 
construction and arrangements, but my time has 
been much occupied for some days past and I have 
been unable to give the necessary attention to the 
subject.

‘The Committee believe the Jail in Lever- 
ett street to be as well constructed for health and 
convenience as any jail in the country; its safety in 
their opinion surpassing the Hartford plan, and com- 
bines more advantages ; the circulation of air through 
the centre thoroughly ventilates the cells and con- 
tributes to the health and happiness of the prisoner, 
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—while we believe the Hartford plan will deprive 
the prisoner of sufficient ventilation, if located in 
Leverett street, to sustain health. Accessible means 
of communication through the little wicket, in the 
door with prisoners in cells opposite, is not, in the 
opinion of the Committee, so great an evil as has 
been represented by the majority. Experience has 
proved it one of the best methods of convicting ac- 
complices in crime, that would otherwise escape 
with impunity,—many have been convicted and 
brought to justice by the jailer overhearing conver- 
sation between the prisoners. ‘The size of the pres- 
ent jail has not been found deficient, nor have the 
majority complained of its size. Iron grated win- 
dows in the outside walls of the jail, is, in the opin- 
ion of the majority, radically defective and insecure. 
The security of the iron grated windows, the minor- 
ity believe, have been satisfactorily proved safe. No 
prisoner has ever escaped by any means or invention 
of his own, or by the aid of his friends, during the 
whole twenty years the jail has been in use. ‘The 
Committee believe these complaints are altogether 
without foundation, and ought to have no influence 
on the minds of the Council. We have no good 
reason to believe there will be any more danger for 
several years to come, than there has been for twen- 
ty years past. In the opinion of the Committee, the 
public safety and the public policy does not require 
anew Jail. It appears to the Committee evident, 
with trifling alterations in the present Jail or the 
House of Correction, all the objectionable features 
complained of by the majority may be done away 
with,—and some practical alterations made in its in- 
ternal arrangements to satisfy the Council and the 
public at large. Why then should we incur an ex- 
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pense of from sixty to one hundred thousand dollars 
to construct a new Jail? We believe the public 
good may, and perhaps does, require some internal 
arrangements to be made to separate the different 
sexes and characters of prisoners, in such manner as 
all shall have suitable cells provided, and proper dis- 
cipline enforced, according to the nature of the 
crime for which they were convicted. The only 
reasonable complaint against the present Jail, in the 
opinion of the Committee, is the want of classifica- 
tion of the prisoners. When such alterations shall 
have been made, the Committee believe the present 
Jail will answer all the purposes of a Jail for a num- 
ber of years. In their opinion such alterations can 
be made without incurring much expense to the 
City, as will satisfy all parties. ‘The Jailer does not 
complain of the present Jail, nor do we hear much 
complaint from the citizens at large. ‘There seems 
to be but a few of our citizens dissatisfied, and we 
believe they will acquiesce in such measures as the 
Council may deem the public good requires. We 
cannot see the necessity of erecting a new Jail on 
the Hartford plan. We believe the population in 
and around Leverett street too dense and the air too 
confined for ventilation; in fact we believe a Jail 
constructed on the Hartford plan would not answer 
to confine persons in day and night without permis- 
sion to leave their cells. For any purposes whatev- 
er, we believe the present Jail in Leverett street is 
in fact the best plan for the prisoner. 

The Hartford plan will, if located at South Bos- 
ton where the air is pure and free to circulate, be 
practicable, but would not answer in Leverett street. 
The Jail yard lands in Leverett street form within 
its circle, fifteen or twenty valuable house lots, 
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These lands are growing more valuable every year ; 
it would, we believe, be an unfavorable time to dis- 
pose of these lands. If sold the present year, it 
would sacrifice a part of their real value. ‘The ma- 
jority recommend in the construction of a new Jail, 
a suitable place to hold public worship on the Sab- 
bath under the same roof, together with a large 
work-shop to employ the prisoners during their con- 
finement. Both of these projects are to be connect-. 
ed with the Jail, and all under one roof. ‘These rec- 
ommendations may be desirable but cannot be profit- 
able. ‘This would be establishing a new system and 
a very expensive one to the City. It would require 
to carry it on superintendents, professional services, 
&c., without an adequate profit to the City. In our 
opinion, these innovations would be inexpedient and. 
ought not to be adopted. According to the annual 
Jail reports of the two preceding years, five-eighths 
of all the prisoners confined in Leverett street Jail, 
have been discharged within twenty-four hours. If 
they did labor in a work-shop, it would be a volun- 
tary act, as we have not the right to compel them to 
perform any duty that would contribute in any de- 
gree towards the support of the prison. We there- 
fore accordingly submit for the consideration of the 
Council the accompanying resolutions.

Relative to Paving and Repairs of Streets. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, as follows : 
Sect. 1. Whenever it shall be deemed neces- 
2 sary to pave or repair any street or highway, the 
3 expense of which may exceed the sum of one 
4, hundred dollars, it shall be the duty of Surveyors 
5 of Highways to give notice by advertisement in 
6 the newspapers in which the ordinances of the 
7 City are published, that they will receive propo- 
8 sals for performing said work—which proposals 
9 shall be sealed—and the contents thereof shall 
10 not be made known to any person not authorized 
11 to receive the same, until after a contract shall 
12 have been made. 
Sect. 2. If any such proposals shall be offer- 
2 ed by persons who, in the judgment of the Com- 
3 mittee, shall be incompetent to perform their 
4. contracts in a workmanlike manner, or irrespon- 
5 sible in respect to their means of faithfully exe- 
6 cuting the same, the said Committee may in their 
7 discretion reject any such proposal, notwithstand- 
8 ing the same be at a lower rate than other pro- 
9 posals offered for the same work. 
Secr. 3. Whenever in the opinion of the Com- 
2 mittee it shall be necessary to require security for 
3 the faithful performance of a contract so to be 
4, made pursuant to any proposal given, they may 
5 do so; and upon failure of the applicant so to 
6 furnish security as aforesaid, the said proposal 
7 shall be rejected.

The joint Committee who were directed to con- 
sider and report on the expediency of removing the 
AHospital establishment from Rainsford Island to some 
other Island or place belonging to the City, have 
considered the subject and ask leave to report a 
statement of facts. 

The present Hospital establishment, on Rainsford 
Island, commenced in the year 1736, when the Island 
was purchased by the then Province for that use. 
In 1738, the Selectmen of Boston were authorized 
by the Legislature to appoint a keeper and fix the 
terms of his compensation, to be paid by the Prov- 
ince, the Island having been placed under their 
control. And this power has been always exercised 
by the Selectmen, and their successors, the Mayor 
and Aldermen, to the present time. The salary of the 
keeper, amounting to about one hundred dollars, and 
also all the expense of repairs on the buildings, &c. 
were paid by the State until the year 1641. All the 
other charges have been defrayed by the town. 

The expenses, thus borne by the town were; for 
the Physician, Boatmen, and an additional allowance 
to the Island keeper. ‘The salary of the Physician, 
previous to the City Government, varied from six 
hundred to twelve hundred dollars a year; the wages 
of the Boatmen were about three hundred and fifty 
dollars; and the salary of the keeper was three hun- 
dred dollars. Since the City Government, the Phy- 
sician has received from one thousand to fourteen

hundred dollars; which is the present salary; the 
Boatmen from five hundred, to nine hundred and 
sixty dollars; and the Keeper from three hundred 
and seventy to seven hundred dollars. 

In 1841 the duties of the Island Keeper and Boat- 
men were united, and their compensation reduced 
to twelve hundred dollars. 

By the Ordinance of 1842 the duties of the Phy- 
siclan were, to some extent, altered; he being re- 
lieved from the obligation of residing on the Island, 
and assuming the duties of Physician to the Gaol. 
His salary continuing the same. ‘The present ex- 
pense therefore of the Hospital establishment, may 
be considered as limited to the salary of the Island 
Keeper ; which has been fixed by the Mayor and AI- 
dermen at twelve hundred dollars; and the cost of 
repairs, which the State have refused to defray any 
longer. 

It will be at once obvious, that the present Hos- 
pital establishment is rather adapted to a state of 
things, which belonged to other times,—and which 
has now ceased to exist. ‘The doctrine concerning 
contagion has been, within a few years, so entirely 
changed, that almost all quarantine regulations are 
now abandoned, and but little apprehension is felt of 
the diffusion of any epidemic disease to any consid- 
erable extent in the community ; and in consequence, 
the income which the City formerly derived, from 
vessels sent to the Island, and which for many years 
paid nearly all the expenses of the establishment, 
has now entirely ceased. It by no means follows 
however, that it would be at the present time either 
necessary or expedient to give up all provision on 
this subject. Public feeling and public necessity re-

quire, that there should be some establishment’ to 
which the sick may be in certain cases removed. 
Among a population so dense and crowded, as exists 
in many parts of this City, it is not only possible, but 
probable, that contagious disease may prevail to 
such an extent, that the necessary means of cure 
could not be employed, unless the patients were re- 
moved to some convenient establishment. And there 
must be some place also to which vessels arriving in 
a foul and infected state or having sick persons on 
board, can be sent for the purpose of being cleansed 
or of having their sick landed and taken care of. 

While therefore the Committee are of opinion that 
some place for this purpose is, at present, absolutely 
necessary ; they think that the expense should be re- 
duced as much as is practicable, below the amount 
now paid—and they are of opinion, that the most 
judicious mode of diminishing this expense and at 
the same time of maintaining a Hospital establish- 
ment, sufficient for the probable wants of the City, 
would be, to remove the same to some place more 
accessible than Rainsford Island, and belonging to 
the City. 

The Committee on the subject, the past year, 
were strongly in favor of occupying Deer Island for 
this purpose and reported to that effect. And in 
that opinion the present Committee are disposed to 
agree. Indeed it seems to be the only place belong- 
ing to the City which is at all adapted to this pur- 
pose. ‘This Island is now under a lease for four 
years, two of which at four hundred dollars a year, 
are unexpired. Possession however can be obtain- 
ed of it, by the payment of an equivalent to the pre- 
sent lessees. ‘The buildings, now on the Island, can 
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be fitted up at a small cost ; and the construction of 
a wharf, which will probably be found necessary, 
would not require a large expenditure, and would in- 
crease the value of the Island, for any use that may 
be made of it hereafter. If this plan should be 
adopted, the occupation of the Island, rent free,. 
would be a sufficient compensation for the Keeper 
and Boatmen, and there would therefore be thus a 
saving to the City of at least eight hundred dollars 
from the present expense. 

In accordance with the foregoing views therefore, 
the Committee report the following orders.

Ordered, That the Committee on public lands be 
authorised, if they deem it expedient, to agree with 
the lessees of Deer Island, for the surrender of their 
lease of the same, and a release of all their right 
thereto, for the remainder of their term, provided 
however, that the City shall not be obliged to pay 
more than two hundred dollars, as a consideration 
therefor. 

Ordered, That when the said lease shall be can- 
celled, the said Island shall be placed in charge of 
the Mayor and Aldermen, to be used for a Hospital 
establishment, for the City. And that the Mayor 
and Aldermen be authorised to contract with and 
employ some suitable person, to perform at the said 
Hospital establishment all the duties now performed 
by the Keeper of Rainsford Island, provided, that no 
other compensation shall be allowed to the said 
Keeper for his services, except the right to occupy 
and use the said Island in the same manner and on 
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the same conditions that the same is now occupied, 
without the payment of rent therefor. 

Ordered, ‘That when the Keeper shall be appoint- 
ed as aforesaid, the said Deer Island shall be estab- 
lished as the place for the quarantine of vessels in 
the same manner as Rainsford Island has heretofore 
been established and used.

‘The Committee appointed at the meeting of the 
Board in January, to consider and report what 
measures it may be expedient to adopt, in order 
to relieve those of the Public Schools which are 
at present incommoded by an excess in the num- 
ber of their scholars, submit the following 


REPORT: 


It appears from an examination of the semi-annual 
returns, made from the several Schools, for the six 
months ending with January last, that the number of 
pupils, connected with the several Grammar and 
Writing Schools of the city, in January, amounted 
to 6,910—being 3,352 boys, and 3,558 girls. The 
same returns show that the whole number of seats in 
the grammar and writing departments of all the. 
schools was only 5,687. ‘The deficiency of accom- 
modations, therefore, in the whole City, having.refer- 
ence to the aggregate numbers of pupils in the 
schools, is such as to leave 1,223 pupils unprovided 
with seats. But the Lyman school-house, at Kast 
Boston, and the Hawes and Mather school- houses, 
at South Boston, have seats for a greater number of 
scholars than are connected with those schools. 
The whole number of pupils in those schools is 
1,030, and in the school-houses there are 1,202 
seats. ‘he excess of accommodation beyond their 
utmost present wants is 172. ‘These schools are re- 
sorted to only by children from the districts in which 
they are located, and cannot be made available for 
the accommodation of the children of the City proper.

The whole burden of the excess in the number of 
scholars, therefore, falls on the schools within the 
peninsula. 

In considering the existing wants of our schools, 
the attention of the Board must consequently be di- 
rected to the state of the eleven schools within the 
limits of the old ‘Town of Boston ; the more recently 
settled portions of the City having had superior priv- 
ileges in this particular conferred upon them, which 
place them much in advance of the rest of the City. 

A tabular statement annexed to this Report, mark- 
ed A, exhibits results which have been gathered from 
the semi-annual Reports, in regard to the eleven 
schools in the peninsula. rom this table it appears 
that the whole number of pupils connected with 
these schools in January was 5,880, viz: 2,823 boys, 
and 3,057 girls—showing that the number of pupils 
connected with the schools exceeds the present ac- 
commodations by 1,395. ‘The aggregate average 
attendance in all the eleven schools in January was 
4,959. ‘The Committee did not consider that the 
total number connected with the schools would be 
the proper basis upon which to estimate the extent 
of accommodations which it will be needful for the 
City to provide. ‘This would give a present excess, 
as it never happens that all the scholars whose names 
are on the rolls attend in any one day. On the other 
hand it would not, in their opinion, be proper to as- 
sume the average attendance during the month as 
the basis on which to make an estimate, inasmuch as 
it may reasonably be presumed that the daily attend- 
ance for any given period exceeds, as often as it falls 
short of the average attendance for the whole time. 
And it would seem to be proper that the accommo- 
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dations should, for half the time at least, be adequate 
for the scholars in attendance, with some small ex- 
cess of accommodations during the other half, rather 
than that there should be barely adequate accommo- 
dations for only half the time, and a deficiency for 
the other half. ‘The Committee have therefore as- 
sumed that the mean number between the average 
attendance in January, and the aggregate number of 
scholars connected with the schools in that month, 
would furnish the proper basis on which to found an 
estimate of the additional accommodations, which 
the wants and interests of the City now require should 
be furnished, for the pupils belonging to our Gram- 
mar and Writing Schools. ‘This mean number, as 
appears by the annexed table A, is 5,419, which, the 
number of seats being only 4,485, shows that the ac- 
commodations now furnished fall so far short of what 
the public necessity requires, as to leave 934 children 
in our eleven Grammar and Writing Schools unpro- 
vided with seats. 

In this estimate, the temporary accommodations, 
furnished in the branch schools, are not taken into 
the account. ‘They would reduce the number to 
670. But it is not supposed by the Committee, that 
in making permanent arrangements for the wants of 
the schools, any reliance will be placed on these 
means of providing for a temporary excess of 
scholars. 

The facts thus presented lead to a conclusion, 
from which the Committee see no way of escape— 
that additional accommodations are needed at this 
present moment for 934 scholars,;—nor can they 
suggest any mode in which this want can be ade- 
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quately supplied, other than by furnishing school 
houses for two new Grammar and Writing Schools. 

This estimate does not take into view the pros- 
pective increase of numbers in the schools. But it 
should be distinctly borne in mind by the Board, as 
well as by those upon whom rests the responsibility 
of providing for the educational wants of the City, 
that in the month of May next, large accessions to 
the Grammar and Writing Schools will be received 
from the Primary Schools. Judging from the expe- 
rience of past years, the Committee believe that this 
increase cannot be estimated at less than eight per 
centum upon the numbers belonging to the schools 
in January. ‘This advance upon the average attend- 
ance in the eleven schools in January would give an 
increase of 306; upon the aggregate numbers in 
the schools the increase would be 570, and upon the 
mean between the average and the aggregate, 488 ; 
so that, before sites can probably be selected for the 
two new school houses which the public necessity 
now demands, there will no doubt be an increase in 
the number-of scholars, more than sufficient to fill a 
third school house. ! 

The view thus exhibited of the present urgent 
wants of the City, and the necessity of providing for 
prospective wants, which will be soon pressing upon 
us, is somewhat startling. ‘The Committee cannot 
but regret, that the attention of the Board was not. 
directed to this subject the last year. ‘The Sub-com- 
mittees of several of the schools were aware that 
their respective schools were crowded to excess, but 
no measures were taken to ascertain the results as 
affecting the City at large. "The evil has thereby 
become greater, and the necessity of now providing 
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for wants which in fact existed last year, and should 
then have been met, has thrown an increased burden 
of expense upon the present financial year. ‘True 
wisdom requires that the evil should be boldly met 
when first discovered; by deferring to make ade- 
quate provision for existing wants, which are yearly 
increasing, the evil will only be still further aggra- 
vated. 

The great increase in the number of pupils being 
a matter of some surprise to the Committee, they 
have been led to inquire whether it was not ina 
ratio beyond the increase of population; and they 
have satisfied themselves that such is the fact, and 
that too, to a degree beyond what could have been 
imagined. ’

1830 of 114 per centum. 

This ratio of increase in the number of scholars, 
compared with the ratio of increase in the popula- 
tion, shows that the numbers connected with our 
schools have increased beyond the increase of popu- 
lation since 1830, in a ratio of 67 per centum. 

The census only gives the numbers between the 
ages of 5 and 10, and 10 and 15, whilst the boys in 
our schools are between the ages of 7 and 14, and 
the girls between the ages of 7 and 15, so that the 
ratios between which a comparison is made, do not 
refer to precisely the same ages. ‘The result is 
therefore only a proximate one, but sufficiently accu- 
rate for all practical purposes. The comparison thus 
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made shows an increase in the numbers of scholars, 
above what it would have been had their ratio of in- 
crease been the same with that of the increase of 
population, of 2,413 scholars. 

This result establishes the gratifying fact, that a 
much larger proportion than formerly of the children 
of our City avail themselves of the advantages of our 
public schools. ‘This may be ascribed in part to the 
beneficial influence of our Primary Schools, whereby 
an increased number from the poorer classes of so- 
ciety have, since the year 1830, been qualified for 
admission to the Grammar and Writing Schools. 
To some extent, also, a diminution of the pecuniary 
means of parents, who have heretofore patronized 
private schools, has probably made it necessary, or 
at least convenient, that they should avail themselves 
of the benefit of our public schools, for the educa- 
tion of their children. But the Committee have no 
doubt, that a more satisfactory reason for the in- 
crease may be found in the improved character of 
our schools, and in the fact that our citizens, to a 
greater extent than formerly, appreciate the advan- 
tages which our schools furnish for a thorough in- 
struction of their children in the elementary branches 
of a common English education. 

Whatever may be the cause of the increased favor 
with which our schools are regarded, the fact exists, 
and the Committee cannot doubt that the call which 
is thus presented for enlarged accommodations will 
be promptly met, by those to whom has been en- 
trusted the power, and upon whom rests the respon- 
sibility, of making adequate provision for the public 
wants. 


The question arises, what location of the school 
‘ 2 
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houses now needed will best promote the public con- 
venience. | | 

To facilitate a decision on this point, the Commit- 
tee have prepared two tabular statements, annexed 
to their Report, marked B and C. The former ex- 
hibits the excess of pupils in cach of the eleven 
schools, computed upon the basis of the mean num- 
ber between the average attendance in January, and 
the aggregate number in each school. The latter 
exhibits the numbers in each of the same schools 
from each of the Wards. 

By reference to table B it will appear that the 
Adams and Franklin Schools, which take the prinei- 
pal part of their scholars from Wards 10 and 11; and — 
the Wells and Endicott Schools, at the north and 
west, are the schools most burdened with an excess 
ef scholars. ‘The Johnson and Winthrop Schools, 
though not so much burdened as either of the others, 
have also a large number of scholars from Wards 10 
and 11; so that any arrangement to accommodate 
the portions of the City dependent upon the Adams 
and Franklin, would operate beneficially upon the 
Johnson and Winthrop. ‘The Mayhew and Bowdoin 
receive their scholars, to a considerable extent, from 
the same sections that supply the Endicott and Wells ; 
and measures of relief affecting either of the four last 
named, would benefit the others. 

The two sections of the city, therefore, which most 
urgently call for relief, are those dependent upon the 
Adams, Franklin, Johnson, and Winthrop, at the 
south, and upon the Bowdoin, Wells, Mayhew, and 
Endicott, at the west and north. ‘The table B shows 
that the surplus in the four schools in one of these 
sections, is 415, and in the other 416. It is obvious 
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from these statements, that one of the new schools 
must be located in the southern part of the city, and 
one in the westerly part; the former in some part 
of Wards 10 and 11, and the latter probably in Ward 
6. Table C shows that there are in the Franklin 
School—

A new school house for this section should be so lo- 
cated as to relieve the Franklin School from the prin- 
cipal part of the children from north of Dover st., and 
also so as to relieve the Adams School from all the 
boys in that school from Ward 11, and the principal 
part, if not the whole, of the boys from Ward 10. The 
Committee have considered two locations—one on 
the Neck, south of the Franklin School; and, con- 
sidering how rapidly the population in that section 
of the City is increasing, they were inclined to rec- 
ommend the erection of a school house on the Neck ; 
but, upon a more careful examination of the subject, 
they are of opinion that the present urgent wants of 
Ward 10, and the more northerly part of Ward 11, 
render it proper that the location should be in some 
central position in the former of these two Wards. 
But the time is not far distant, when a school house 
will be wanted somewhere south of the Franklin 
School. 

The Committee recommend that the other school 
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house should be located in Ward 6. ‘There is no 
Grammar School in this Ward.

There is one girl in the Johnson School from 
Ward 6. 

A new school house in Ward 6 could at once be 
filled with children from that Ward; and by relieving 
the Bowdoin School of 200 girls, would make room, 
in that school, for a portion of the girls in the Wells 
School from Ward 5; and the Wells School being 
thus relieved, would accommodate a portion of the 
girls now in the Endicott School from Ward 3. By 
a proper arrangement of Districts, accommodation 
would thus be obtained for all the excess of girls in 
the Bowdoin, Wells and Endicott Schools. 

A school in Ward 6 would also take the boys of 
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that Ward, or a great part of them, from the May- 
hew School, also from the Adams and Wells Schools, 
with part of the boys in the Wells School from Ward 
5; thus relieving the Wells and Mayhew, and fur- 
nishing accommodation in these schools, for the 
supernumerary boys in the kndicott from Ward 
3; and a general equalization would be effected in 
the northern and western sections of the City. 

The Committee would recommend that the Board 
submit to the City Council the expediency of pro- 
viding for the wants of the western and northern 
sections of the City, by converting the building now 
occupied by the English High School into a Gram- 
mar and Writing School House. ‘The boys in this 
school come from all parts of the City, and to many 
of them the distance from their homes is an incon- 
venience. A more central location is desirable. In 
connection with this suggestion, the Committee 
would recommend that the Board also ask the atten- 
tion of the City Council to the present location of the 
Latin School, and the condition of the building occu- 
pied for its use. Complaints, both in regard to the lo- 
cation and the building, have frequently been made. 
The plan of providing a large building, in a central 
position, for the accommodation of these two schools, 
has been of late not unfrequently mentioned; and, 
should the plan meet with favor in the City Council, 
the present circumstances of the schools may afford 
a fit opportunity for the adoption of measures ‘to 
carry such an arrangement into execution. 

In order to bring before the Board, for their con- 
sideration, the various points presented by this Re- 
port, the Committee submit the subjoined imine

Board of School Committee, March 7, 1843. 


The Committee of Conference with the Committee 
of Primary Schools, having been instructed by the 
Board to examine the last Semi-annual Report of 
the Committee of Primary Schools, have attended 
to the duty assigned them, and present the follow- 
ing 

Deter ie Ls 
In order to appreciate justly the document under 
consideration, it 1s necessary to understand the or- 
ganization of the Primary Schools. It appears that, 

for the purpose of Primary Schools, the City is di- 

vided into 17 Districts; and each District contains 

from 4 to 8 schools. Corresponding to these Dis- 
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tricts, the Committee of Primary Schools is divided 
into 17 Sections; and each Section consists of as 
many members as there are schools in its district. 
Each member of a Section has the particular super- 
vision of one school, which he is required to exam- 
ine once in every month; and he is required, fur- 
thermore, to visit every school in his district at 
least once a year. ‘There is a Standing Committee, 
consisting of one member from each Section, whose 
duty it is, to examine all the schools semi-annually— 
each member examining the schools of some one 
district, not, usually, the district in which he resides. 
These examinations are minutely reported to a meet- 
ing of the Standing Committee. An abstract of the 
reports is then prepared, and, after being presented 
to a meeting of the whole Committee of Pnrmary 
Schools, is transmitted to this Board. 

It is under an organization thus complete, and 
through a process thus methodical, that the Re- 
port referred to your Committee has arisen. ‘The 
document extends through fifty pages of closely writ- 

_ten manuscript; it comprehends a mass of valuable 
information respecting the state and progress of the 
Primary Schools, and shows, beyond a doubt, that 
the schools are happily organized, and vigilantly su- 
perintended. Every school—the whole number be- 
ing 104—is separately noticed in the Report, and its 
faults, as well as its excellences, particularly pointed 
out. The only evils mentioned, which the Commit- 
tee of Conference think require the attention either 
of this Board, or of the City Council, are the crowd- 
ed state of the schools in some instances, and the 
want of suitable school-rooms in others. It was an 
essential part of the original plan of these schools, 
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that the number of scholars in each school should 
not be extended beyond the ability of the teacher to 
maintain an intimate acquaintance with the individ- 
ual character and wants of every child; and 50 
scholars for a school was the number fixed upon. 
It now appears, however, that many of the schools 
number 60, and some of them even 75 children. 
The expediency of providing an additional number 
of the better class of school-rooms, by constructing 
new buildings, cannot be too strongly urged upon 
the attention of the City Council. Mconomy, no 
less than humanity, is in favor of the measure ; for 
it is a truth well understood among teachers, that, 
in proportion as the conveniences of the school- 
room are increased, the ability of the teacher to 
govern and instruct a greater number of scholars is 
increased. Nor is it too much to suppose, that 60 
children may be better taught, by a single teacher, 
in one of the best of our Primary School-rooms, than 
40 children can be, in one of the most indiflerent. 

To show the interest with which the Primary 
Schools are regarded by their own Committee, your 
Committee present the following extracts from the 
introductory part of the Report under consideration. 
The Report is signed by “Joun Opin, Jr., for the 
Standing Committee of Primary Schools,” and bears 
the date of November, 1842. 


*‘Gentlemen of the Primary School Committee :—We 
have good reason to congratulate the Committee upon the 
progress which these schools are making, and the very favor- 
able prospect of their continuing to deserve the rank which 
they sustain among the friends of education. ‘That they are 
faultless, we dare not assert ; but that they are on a par with, 
or superior to, select private schools, we feel authorized in 
stating—not, to be sure, as a whole, but a majority of them.” 
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“¢ One cannot read over the District Reports, and picture 
to himself the moral and intellectual power which such a stu- 
pendous mass of mind is at a future day to exert upon the 
social and political state of our country, and, it may be, of 
the world, without feeling most deeply the sacredness and 
value of the trust deposited with us. So many thousand 
children, receiving from our hands their daily bread, to nour- 
ish and enlarge those faculties which the All-wise Creator has 
ordained as the distinguishing lines of demarcation between 
man and the brute—to become our statesmen, philosophers, 
rulers, professional men—and last, though not least, the faith- 
ful teachers of generations yet to be—and these thousands 
now receiving the seed which is to germinate, from ourselves.” 

‘¢ How important is it then, that, to begin at the fountain 
head, every member of this Committee should feel the impor- 
tance of his charge—the deep responsibility to the children, 
if to none else, of the faithful performance of his duties. In 
the selection of teachers, who shall engage in the work as if 
to teach were pleasure—who, by knowing how to govern 
themselves, may govern others—whose well-trained minds 
may see in their pupils the embryo minds, which, by a hidden 
influence, through forbearance, kindness and perseverance, 
may be brought to partake of the same nature.”’ 

‘¢ That the accommodations for the pupils are suchas, while 
cultivating reason and the judgment, do not weaken the phys- 
ical powers. The light, air, temperature, and seats, require 
judgment. Sufficient space for free and open exercise in the 
open air, and the out-door conveniences should by no means 
be neglected; and by frequent visits and examinations, the 
children may feel that an interest exists in their behalf.” 

“¢'T’hat these things are not so now, permit us to prove by a 
few extracts from some of the Reports :— 

‘¢In one Report, the Examining Committee says—‘ The 
school-room is in an old shell of a house, and is small, badly 
ventilated, and unpleasant. ‘The floor seems ready to fall 
through into the room below, and the windows rattle in their 
casements, most ominously.’ Another case, in the same Re- 
port—‘t The school labors under a great disadvantage in hav- 
ing an uncomfortable room, with unplastered walls, and no 
room or yard for the children to play in.? Another Report— 
‘ Play-ground or yard confined to a narrow passage-way, 
which is often half filled with empty barrels or sugar-hoxes of 
the grocer whose shop is adjacent.’ From the same Report— 
‘There is no play-ground, beyond a passage-way, three feet 
wide by twenty feet deep, leading to an out-house, which is 
hterally one, having no ,fence or protection from the street, 
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and the common property of three schools, two of them pri- 
vate schools.’ And from another Report—‘ The room it- 
self is not one of the best located ; and with having a private 
school above, a family underneath, and a smali yard of 
only some ten feet square, is hardly what it should be.’ 
More instances might be noted.”’ 

* % . * * % * % % 


‘¢We would congratulate them [the members of the Com- 
mittee] upon the very capable, efficient and devoted body of 
Teachers, by whom these schools are conducted—and that, 
from so large a number, not one has been designated as un- 
worthy of her situation. ‘The state of many of the schools 
might be improved by the exhibition of more energy on the 
part of the teacher: where this is the case, the District 
Report it is hoped will bave its proper influence. 'Uhere are 
some deficiencies, which by a general notice may not be un- 
acceptable, where there is such a general wish to succeed.” 


Tabular View of the Primary Schools, for the last half year. 
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Althsugh the Primary Schools were originally de- 
signed only for children between four and seven years 
of age, it will be seen in the tabular view here intro- 
duced from the Report, that a considerable number 
of the scholars are over the age of seven years. This 
number is made up, partly of children who will be 
transferred to the Grammar and Writing Schools be- 
fore they reach eight years, and partly of children 
who belong to an order of Primary Schools called 
Intermediate Schools. ‘This order of schools was es- 
tablished by vote of the City Council, in the year 
1838, for the instruction of children who are more 
than seven years of age, and are not qualified for ad- 
mission into the Grammar and Writing Schools. 
There are, at present, ten schools of this order. 
They are very useful, and could not be dispensed 
with; but it is to be hoped that it will not be found 
necessary to increase their number. 

According to the Report under consideration, and 
the last returns of the schools under the immediate 
care of the Senior Board, the number of scholars 
in all the Public Schools of the City is as follows :— 
In the Primary Schools, 6,901 ; in the Grammar and 
Writing Schools, 7,104; in the English High School, 
174; in the Latin Grammar School, 125; total 
number, 14,304.

of the Board of Engineers, Superintendent of Public 
_ Buildings, Assistant Clerk of the Police Court, and 
the Port Physician, each one hundred dollars; and 
by reducing the salaries of the Clerk of the Board of 
Overseers of the House of Correction, and Clerk of the 
Police Court, each, two hundred dollars. And they 
have not reported any allowance for Clerk hire for the 
Assessors, nor for any expenses of the City Marshal ;

An Order establishing the Salaries of the Officers: 
of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk. 


Ordered, by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council of the City of Boston, in City Council as- 
sembled, as follows : 

The Salaries of the several City and County Offi- 
cers, for the year beginning on the first day of April, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, and 
ending on the thirty-first day of March, one thousand. - 
eight hundred and forty-four, shall. be as is hereinaf- 
ter mentioned—to be paid quarter yearly, unless. 
herein otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 1. The salary of the Mayor, at the rate of 
two thousand and five hundred dollars per annum. 

Secr. 2. The salary of the City Treasurer, at the. 
rate of eighteen hundred dollars per annum, for per- 
forming the duties of City and County Treasurer and. 
Collector; and there shall be allowed him the fur- 
ther sum of twenty-seven hundred dollars, for Clerk 
hire, and for the services of Deputy Collectors, and 
no further sum shall be allowed for the same; and 
he shall account for all fees, moneys, and commis- 
sions which he shall receive in said. capacity. 

Sect. 3. The salary of the City Clerk, at the rate 
of fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; and there shall 
be allowed him, for Clerk hire, the further sum of 
six hundred: dollars, and also one half part of all the 
fees received by him for recording mortgages of 
personal property, after deducting the expense of 
extra Clerk hire, in recording the said mortgages; 
and he shall account for ail other fees and other sums 
of money, which he may receive in the said capacity. 

sect. 4. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts, 
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at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum; 
and he shall account for all sums of money received 
by him in the said capacity. 

Sect. 5. The salary of each of the Principal 
Assessors, at the rate of twelve hundred dollars per 
annum, including the allowance provided for by the 
Revised Statutes of the Commonwealth, and this 
shall be in full for all services which may be required 
of them and for clerk hire.

with all the care which the importance of the sub- 
ject demands, ask leave to 


REPORT: 


That the Committee were desirous of reducing 
the expenditures if practicable within the amount 
usually called for to meet the annual expenses of the 
City and County, and they are confident that their 
exertions would have been attended with, success, 
were it not for the extraordinary requirements, | 
which the rapid and steady growth of the City im- 
periously demands and which can no longer be de- 
ferred without injury to the public weal. 

And first among the interests requiring increased 
expenditures are the public schools. It is found 
that in consequence of the increase of population 
and the omission to erect buildings for the accom- 
modation of the Grammar Schools, that our schools 
have become crowded to an excess, to the detriment 
of public education and the injury of the health of 
the pupils. Two school houses are earnestly recom- 
mended by the School Committee, and in the opin- 
ion of your Committee the claims of the rising gen- 
eration are no longer to be deferred or neglected. 
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Two appropriations, which may be deemed extraor- 
dinary are therefore proposed, one ($21,000) for the 
erection of a Grammar School, and the other (#25,- 
000) for the erection of a building in a central posi- 
tion for the Latin and English High Schools under 
one roof, thereby releasing the English High School 
House for the Grammar Department.

It will be observed that there is a falling off in the 
estimated receipts of the next financial year, arising 
from a diminution in the probable amount of Bonds 
and Notes receivable,—from the amount receivable 
from the Commonwealth for account of the County 
of Suffolk,—from the receipts of the House of Cor- 
rection, owing to the decreased demand for the la- 
bor of the convicts,—for the probable receipts of 
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outstanding taxes, and some other small items. It 
is therefore deemed unsafe to estimate the receipts 
from other sources except taxes, at over the above 
sum of $147,700. 

From the experience of the past year, it is found 
that the difficulties of collecting outstanding taxes 
at the close of the year, is greatly increased, owing, 
doubtless, to the pressure of the times. It is deem- 
ed prudent, therefore, to increase the estimated 
amount of taxes uncollected at the close of the next 
financial year, which, with the abatements, are esti- 


mated at $42,175 
Which added to the balance of expendi- 
tures over receipts, 642,825 


Making the amount necessary to be 
raised by taxes, to meet the annual 
expenditures, $685,000 


It is not supposed that this increased amount of 
expenditure will operate to increase the rate of tax- 
es, but will be met by the increase of taxable prop- 
erty the present year.

The Committee to whom was referred the subject 
of the different branches of business devolving 
upon the Superintendent of Streets, under the 
present Ordinance, with directions to report such 
alterations as ought to be made, have attended to 
that subject and respectfully 


REPORT: 


At the time of the passage of the Ordinance al- 
luded to, viz: August 22, 1833, the exigencies of the 
City did not seem to require a subdivision of the du- 
ties which are therein enumerated ; and consequently 
it was believed those services could be performed 
satisfactorily by one able and discreet individual. 
Past experience, however, proved that the increas- 
ing population of the City, and the number of new 
streets, have multiplied the duties of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets in a two-fold ratio—and by dif- 
ferent Ordinances of the City Council, provisions 
were made for a transfer of his duties, so far as re- 
spects the supervision of the Common Sewers, and 
the superintendence of Public Buildings, to sep- 
arate and distinct oflicers, by means of which the Su- 
perintendent of Streets was relieved from duties 
which had no kindred relation to the care and su- 
perintendence of the public highways; and he was 
thereby enabled to devote more of his time to the 
condition of the streets. By these provisions, it is 
believed by your Committee, the services of the Su- 
perintendent of the Streets have become more gen-

erally available in this particular, and an improve- 
ment in them more apparent. There are, however, 
still duties required of that officer, in the Ordinance, 
of which, in the opinion of the Committee, he may 
be relieved—and which it has been the aim of the 
Committee to direct into a more appropriate chan- 
nel, with equal economy to the City; by which a 
large expenditure may be curtailed. The present 
Ordinance requires the Superintendent of Streets to 
take the general care of the City Carts and Stables, 
and to make all necessary arrangements for dispo- 
sing of manure and removing house dirt. ‘To this 
is added the making of all contracts for fuel for the 
use of the City. To both of these departments, the 
investigations of the Committee have extended. By 
a number of sittings, with the array of numerous 
witnesses, the Committee have possessed themselves 
of the facts and circumstances necessary for a proper 
acquaintance with these subjects, from which they 
have come to the result hereinafter expressed. 
Aware that opinions had prevailed that flagrant 
abuses existed in the former department, they di- 
rected their investigations to probe the evils which 
were presumed to exist. ‘That abuses have existed, 
which required immediate remedy, the Committee 
were satisfied. ‘These extended to practices in the 
yard among the laborers, which for a series of years 
occasionally existed, but in which the City had no 
pecuniary interest. However evils of this nature 
may be tolerated, or even connived at in any private 
establishment, where menial situations are not un- 
frequently made the objects of pecumary emolu- 
ment, they should not be permitted im municipal de- 
partments; and your Committee have taken meas- 
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ures which they believe will effectually remove the 
evil and prevent its future occurrence. No evidence 
was adduced that the grievances complained of were 
within the knowledge or suspicion of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, and probably not within his con- 
trol, when unapprised of their existence, although 
the Committee deem it his duty to have known it. 
The neatness, order and discipline which are visible 
in the stables, yards and appurtenances of the City, 
under the management of that incumbent, may chal- 
lenge competition in any similar establishment—and 
the preservation of the City property by the fidelity 
and methodical arrangement of that individual, does 
credit to his integrity and judgment. ‘This will be 
more apparent when the particular circumstances 
are considered in which he is situated, at the head 
of an establishment in which so many individuals are 
employed in occupations which few would adopt 
who were not compelled to undertake them as the 
only means for support. It 1s therefore not without 
precedent, if in the details of employment, practices 
have obtained among the persons employed, by 
which those in more advanced situations may have 
silently availed themselves of their position to require 
exactions from their co-laborers inconsistent with 
equality of position in all; and that these practices 
should have found a wholesome remedy by the in- 
terposition of the researches of a Committee. 

In regard to the purchase of fuel for the City, un- 
der the provisions of the Ordinance, this duty has 
been discharged by the Superintendent of Streets ; 
and the investigations of the Committee have con- 
vinced them with fidelity and integrity, so far as that 
officer is concerned. Purchases of fuel have been 
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made from numerous individuals, none of whom have 
enjoyed a monopoly—and no partiality in the selec- 
tion seems to have been exercised in the supplies 
with which the City has been served. ‘The Com- 
mittee, however, are of the opinion, that as the ar- 
ticle of fuel is one which requires a large expendi- 
ture for the number of public offices and institutions 
to which the City have to afford a supply, a system 
may be adopted by inviting competition among the 
dealers in this, as well as other articles, by which the 
economy of the City may be promoted. 

To this end they have annexed an Ordinance em- 
bracing provisions for the purchase of different sup- 
plies for the use of the City. These provisions, it is 
believed, besides saving a large expenditure, will re- 
lieve the Superintendent of Streets from duties which 
interfere with his supervision of the streets; and en- 
able him when that part of his duty is discharged, to 
devote his personal oversight where, with equal im- 
portance, it appertains, viz: the remaining duties. 
which the Ordinance of August, 1833, enjoins. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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AN ORDINANCE 


Regulating the purchase of Fuel for the use of the 
City. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled : 

Sect. 1. That hereafter all contracts for wood, 
2 bark, coal and other fuel, for the use of the City 
3 in each and every of its respective branches and 
4, departments; as well for the use of the Public 
5 Schools and Primary Schools, as all other public 
6 buildings and offices, excepting the several insti- 
7 tutions at South Boston, shall be made by a Com- 
8 mittee of the City Council of whom the Mayor 
9 shall be Chairman, whose duty it shall be to ad- 
10 vertise in the public newspapers in which the City 
11 Ordinances are printed, for sealed proposals for 
12 furnishing the same—at least one week previous- 
13 ly to making any contract for the same—and the 
14, proposals shall contain the terms for which each 
15 particular description of fuel will be furnished, 
16 separately and distinctly, and such proposals be- 
17 ing considered shall be accepted or rejected ac- 
18 cording to the terms, as may be deemed advisa- 
19 ble by said Committee—and the contract so 
20 made, shall provide for the delivery of the same 
21 at such different times and in such places as may 
22 be required by the Superintendent of Public Build- 
23 ings during the year,—and such contract shall be 
24,made annually between the months of May and 
29 September. 
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Sect. 2. All fuel of every description which 
2 shall be contracted for, shall previously to the 
3 delivery thereof, be weighed and measured by a 
4, weigher or measurer appointed for that purpose 
5 by the City; and it shall be the duty of the Su- 
6 perintendent of Public Buildings to attend to the 
7 delivery and reception of the same, and to give 
8 certificates therefor as the same is delivered, to 
9 the end that the proper quantity may be ascer- 
10 tained to have been received by the Committee, 
11 and it shall be the duty of the Chairman of said 
12 Committee to certify the bills of the same pre- 
13 viously to the payment thereof. 
Secr. 3. So much of the Ordinance relating 
2 to the Superintendent of Streets and prescribing 
3 his duties, passed August 22, 1833, as requires 
4, said Superintendent to make contracts for the 
5 purchase of fuel for the use of the City—and all 
6 other parts of that, and any other Ordinance as 
7 are inconsistent with this Ordinance be, and the 
8 same hereby are repealed.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE 


HOUSES OF INDUSTRY AND REFORMATION. 


APRIL, 1843. 


To the Hon. Mayor and Aldermen 
and Common Council of the City of Boston : 


The Directors of the Houses of Industry and Re- 
formation, in compliance with law and usage, here- 
with present statements of Expenditures and Re- 
ceipts, and of the number, condition, and employ- 
ment of the inmates of both departments, for the 
year ending 31st March, 1843. 

The accounts shew, that the gross expenditure 
has been $31,547 71, and that the income from 
labor, produce of farm, and other sources, paid into 
the City Treasury by the Directors, has amounted to 
$6,328 38. ‘The City Treasurer has also received 
from the Commonwealth, for the support of State 
paupers, in the Houses, the sum of $10,439 73; so 
that the actual cost to the City for maintaining the 
establishment, including some permanent improve- 
ments, has been only $14,779 60. ‘The expenses 
have been less, and the income more, than the esti- 
mate made before the commencement of the finan- 
cial year. ‘This favorable result, so far as pecuniary 
amount is concerned, has been wholly caused by the 
very reduced prices of necessary supplies. 

With a greatly increased number of paupers in the 
House of Industry proper, there has been, during the 
last year, an unusually large proportion of sick, and 
helpless invalids. Smadll-pox, erysipelas, and other 
diseases of a serious character, have prevailed, most 


’ 
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of the time, increasing the labors and anxieties of 
the physician, and all concerned in the management 
of the establishment. ‘The institution has become 
an extensive mjirmary, for which the buildings are 
but poorly constructed and arranged. ‘The walls of 
the main building were always imperfect, and now, 
on the occurrence of every driving rain-storm, parts 
of the house become decidedly uncomfortable and 
unhealthy. At no very distant day, thorough repairs 
and additional hospital accommodations must require 
the attention of the City Council. 

In regard to the “experiment” by which the 
House of Reformation for Juvenile Offenders was 
made, in July, 1841, in some respects a part of the 
House of Industry, the Directors last year declined 
to express an opinion, too little time having elapsed 
to form one with much confidence. ‘The experience 
of the last year has been, on the whole, quite satis- 
factory. ‘The boys committed for reformation con- 
tinue to occupy the west wing of the House of Re- 
formation building, and are entirely separated from 
the Boylston School, who occupy the other wing. 
Though the former have nearly doubled in number, 
there is still room for more, who could be provided 
for at simply the additional expense of food and 
clothing. Several promising boys may be indented 
as soon as suitable places in the country can be pro- 
cured. Owing to the depression of the times, appli- 
cations for apprentices are less numerous than for- 
merly. 

Mr. William R. Lincoln, the Superintendent’s 
principal assistant and teacher in this department, 
remarks: “The general health of the boys has been 
very good during the year. No deaths have occur- 
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red. All the boys have attended school four hours a 
day, and have appeared to be much interested in 
their studies. The branches taught are reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geography and grammar. At 
this season of the year, the boys rise at 5 o’clock; 
work from 7 till 10; are in school from 10 A. M. to 
3 P. M., with one hour at noon for recess; work 
from 3 to 6, and retire at 84.” Their principal em- 
ployments have been farming and gardening, during 
the open season, and making palm-leaf and covered 
hats in winter. 

The Directors believe that much good has been 
accomplished by this department, especially for lads 
who were committed before they were confirmed in 
habits of idleness, vagrancy and crime. 

In obedience to an order of the City Council, 
early last year, the Directors had apartments pre- 
pared for the reception of such girls as might be 
committed as juvenile offenders, in the Asylum build- 
ing attached to the House of Industry. These apart- 
ments have not yet been occupied. Only three girls 
have been committed, and but one now remains in 
charge of the Institution. ‘These girls have been 
under the care of one of the female assistants of the 
House of Industry, the Directors not deeming it 
necessary to appoint a Matron, and commence a 
distinct department until a greater number were 
committed. 

The Boylston School contains over one hundred 
boys, whose good health, contented appearance, and 
commendable improvement, are satisfactory. Their 
teacher, Mr. James K. Farwell, devotes himself with 
persevering fidelity to his duties. 

The girls’ school, in the Asylum building, has 
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been, for the last year, in charge of Miss Susan D. 
Chandler, and is well managed. 

Rey. Mr. Crowell continues his acceptable ser- 
vices as Chaplain, his salary, with the compensation 
to the teacher and assistants of the Boylston School, 
being provided, as for several years past, by the 
Overseers of the Poor, from certain funds in their 
hands. 

Sunday Schools, for the House of Reformation 
and Boylston School boys, have been maintained, 
by the kind services of teachers from the City, un- 
der the superintendence of the chaplain. 

The Directors are happy to bear renewed testi- 
mony to the industry and fidelity of the Superintend- 
ent and his assistants. 

One of the most important, and sometimes diffi- 
cult duties of this Board, is that of apprenticing 
children. ‘Their future respectability and well-being 
must very much depend on the moral worth and ca- 
pacity of the masters and their families. Satisfac- 
tory testimonials of the character of applicants not 
known to the Directors, are required. ‘The inden- 
tures entered into by masters, oblige them to give 
annually written information concerning the condi- 
tion and character of apprentices. As might be ex- 
pected, some do not find the best places, or conduct 
themselves so well, as desired. But by far the greater 
part, judging from the letters of the masters, and in- 
formation otherwise obtained, are doing well, and 
bid fair to become valuable members of society. 
This remark applies to the children from both 
Houses. It is pleasant to see, as the Directors 
often do, former apprentices, now of age, with intel- 
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ligence and reputation, taking their places in a good 
rank in the community. 

In former annual communications, the Directors 
have had occasion to congratulate the City Council 
in reference to the fact that, while the population of 
the City was rapidly increasing, there was little or 
no increase in the number of paupers. An unfavor- 
able change has taken place within the last year, 
caused, as is generally supposed, by the want of em- 
ployment, and the more than usual ingress of foreign 
poor. Applications for admission to the Almshouse, 
and for out-door relief, have exceeded all former ex- 
perience. ‘This has occurred at a time when it was 
fondly hoped, and confidently predicted, that pau- 
perism and its causes were to be diminished by the 
noble efforts and success of the Washingtonian re- 
formers; and also at a time when every article ne- 
cessary for human sustenance has been abundant and 
cheap. With a large and increasing class, there 
seems to be a disposition to depend too little on their 
own industry and frugality, and too much on eleemo- 
synary institutions. It cannot be known how far 
this state of things has been caused by popular er- 
rors, a “purblind philanthropy,” the multiplication 
of merely alms-giving associations, and the great 
publicity given to charitable operations. It should 
be known that beggars are not always needy, and 
that alms-giving, as practised, is not always true 
charity. Municipal regulations and the public offi- 
cers can do little to prevent the increase of a bur- 
densome and degrading pauperism, without the aid 
of a correct and healthy public sentiment. It is by 
sobriety, intelligence, industry and economy, and a 
resolute spirit of seli-dependence, that our commu- 
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nity is to be saved, if saved at all, from a state of 
mendicity, such as now afflicts large portions of Eu- 
rope, and such as is making fearful strides in some 
of the large cities of our own country.

In the Board of Aldermen, May 29, 1843. 


The Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to whom were referred the petitions of Isaac 
Harris and one hundred and thirty-two others, 
and of A. C. Lombard and forty-nine others, pray- 
ing that Fleet Street may be widened, ask leave to 


REPORT: 


That for many years past this Board has had its 
attention called, by frequent petitions, to the subject 
of widening this street; the improvement contem- 
plated being co-extensive with the whole length of 
the street, from Commercial to Hanover street. It 
does not appear however, that as yet any definite 
action has been had on the subject. “The Commit- 
tee have therefore felt it their duty to give, as far as 
they were able, to the subject, all the attention which 
its importance and difficulty demand. 

And while they are of opinion, after a careful con- 
sideration,—that the proposed alteration is, to a 
great extent, called for by public convenience and 
necessity,—that it can be made at the present time 
with as little expense to the City as it ever will be— 
and that the present decision of the Board will in all 
probability be final,—they cannot help seeing that 
the necessary cost will require so large an expendi- 
ture of money, as somewhat to conflict with the 
probable advantages to be derived from it; and they 
are therefore induced to offer any resolution for the 
proposed widening, with great, doubt and hesitation. 

The necessity for widening this street is, more 
particularly, occasioned by the establishment of the 
Eastern Rail Road and the East Boston Ferry ; the 
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common terminus of which is, directly opposite to 
Fleet Street. From these sources a great and con- 
tinually increasing travel has taken place in this part 
of the City, nearly the whole of which is now obliged 
to pass over Commercial Street—and the latter 
street, being one of the most busy thoroughfares in 
the City, and being in direct communication with a 
large number of warehouses and wharves, 1s subject 
to perpetual obstruction. It seems important there- 
fore to find, or create, some new avenue for this 
travel, and in the opinion of the Committee, this can 
only be done by an enlargement of Fleet Street. 
This street is at present of an average width of 
about twenty-three feet, the widest part being, for a 
short distance, twenty-six feet and five inches, and 
the narrowest part being twenty feet nine inches ; 
its whole length being six hundred and five feet. {n 
order to adapt this street to the purpose intended, 
the Committee do not deem it expedient to suggest 
a less widening than such as would be sufficient to 
make a street forty feet, or at least thirty-five feet 
wide, and of the two they are in favor of the former, 
as combining much greater convenience with less — 
proportional expense. If this width is adopted, it 
will be necessary to take nine thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventeen fect of land. If thirty-five feet 
be deemed sufficient, about six thousand feet will be | 
required, and in both cases it will be necessary to 
cut off and remove buildings now standing on nearly 
the whole line of the street. 

Jt is obvious that in such an undertaking a large 
expenditure of money is involved, and in order to 
enable the Board to judge with a greater degree of | 
certainty as to its probable cost, the Committee have

considered it for the public interest to have an esti- 
mate made by persons who are disinterested, well 
acquainted with the subject generally, and who would 
take all necessary means to arrive at a correct re- 
sult; and whose testimony might be relied on here- 
after. And they have accordingly submitted the ~ 
~ question to Messrs. Charles Wells, Caleb Eddy, 
George Hallet, Amos Cotting and Asa Swallow, 
who after due examination have reported, as their 
opinion, that the expense of making the street forty 
feet wide will be forty-four thousand seven hundred 
and fifty dollars, and for a street thirty-five feet wide, 
thirty-four thousand seven hundred and _ thirty-six 
dollars. ‘To these sums must be added the expense 
of fillimg up cellars, levelling and paving, and also 
of cutting off and removing, hereafter, two build- 
ings which will project a short distance. into the 
street, and which is not included in the estimate, as 
they may remain for the present. 

Large as the foregoing estimate is, however, the 
Committee would have but little difficulty in recom- 
mending the expenditure, if Hanover Street, intowhich 
Fleet Street enters, were, at their junction, of a pro- 
portionate width. But that street is, at that part, and 
for some distance on each side, only about thirty-two 
feet wide, nor does there seem to be a possibility of 
making it much wider; and it may be questionable 
how far it could accommodate any great increase of 
travel, if such should be the consequence of the pro- 
jected improvement. And, on the other side, as an 
offset to the expenditure, is to be taken into consid- 
eration the large amount of taxable property which 
would probably be created, the additional taxes on 
which would go far in defraying at least the interest, 
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and probably much more, of the amount vested in 
the improvement. 

In accordance with the foregoing views, the Com- 
mittee offer the following Resolution for the adop- 
tion of this Board, and as no provision has been 
-made by the City Council, for so large an expendi- 
ture, out of the appropriations for the expenses of 
the present year, the subject never having been 
brought before the Council, it becomes necessary, 
before the proposed improvement is undertaken or 
authorized, that the action of the Common Council — 
should be had thereon, to concur or not, as they may 
deem the expenditure proper, in the grant of the 
amount necessary for the purpose, and which the 
Committee cannot consider less than fifty thousand 
dollars. ‘They therefore also report an Order.

‘beforehand, to the Overseers, so that. they may be 
suitably provided with the same, and also in cases 
where some pecuniary aid may be thought proper, 
which shall not exceed in amount five dollars in any 
case. ‘The Master shall regularly make a weekly 
report to the Board of the number of committals 
and discharges of the past week, of the mode of em- 
ployment of the inmates, stating the numbers of both 
. sexes so employed, of goods received during the 
week for manufacture or use, of those who may be 
sick, with such remarks as may be suitable, and of 
the punishments that may have been inflicted during 
that time, or other occurrences of moment to the In- 
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stitution. And he shall, at all times, make such fur- 
ther communications or returns as the Overseers 
may desire. ‘The Master shall cause to be kept 
regular books, showing whatever is received at 
the Institution for the supply of the wants of the 
same; all materials to be wrought by the inmates 


and the amount, kind, and value of the work 
done by them, and also any moneys received for 


sales of produce or otherwise, and he shall keep 
such an account with each inmate as shall show, as 
near as may be, the actual amount-of his or her 
earnings; these books to be at all times open to the 
examination of the Overseers. \ He shall have charge 


_ of all materials of labor, and shall give out the same 


in suitable quantities for supplying the convicts with — 
work, and he shall appoint the kind and quantity of 
work required of each, subject to the direction of the 
Overseers. ‘Che watchmen, under the direction of 
the Master, shall keep watch during the night time, — 
in such manner and for such periods as he shall de- 
termine ; and shall, during the day time, perform 
such other duties as he shall require. 

The Master shall have a system of rules for con- 


‘ducting the prison, to be approved by the Overseers, 


and to be read in the chapel, at least once a month, 
to all the inmates. 


DUTIES OF CHAPLAIN. 


It shall be the duty of the Chaplain to perform di- 
vine service on each Lord’s day, and to visit the | 
sick, and instruct the convicts in their moral and re- 
ligious duties, and to report to the Board any special 
cases which may fall under his cognizance for con- 
sideration, and he shall do such other things, in his 
said capacity, as the Overseers may require of him.

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DUTIES OF THE CLERK OF THE OVERSEERS. 


He shall be present at all business hours at the 
office of the Overseers, to attend to the business of 
the office, and at all meetings of the Board, and 
keep exact and fair records of all their doings. He 
shall keep regular books of account, with an entry 
of all purchases and moneys paid out, and of all 
‘moneys received and paid over to the City ‘Treasu- 
rer. He shall make record of such returns as he 
may be directed by the Overseers, and keep regular 
files of such papers as may be placed in his custody. 


He shall examine all bills and collect all moneys due | 


to the Institution, and pay over the same, when col- 
lected, immediately to the City Treasurer, as provi- 
ded for in the Ordinance of the City made for that 
purpose. Heshall, under the direction of the Over- 
seers, make all purchases for the Institution, and do 
all such other acts and things as the Overseers ary 
from time to time require Bie him. . 


DUTIES OF THE PHYSICIAN. 


It shall be the duty of the Physician to visit the 
House every day, and as much oftener as may be 
necessary, and to examine carefully into every case 
of sickness and inability to labor, and to prescribe 
such medicines and such course of diet as he may 
deem proper. It shall be his duty to furnish the 
Overseers from time to time a list of such medicines 
as may be wanted for the House, and to report to 
the Overseers any neglect or improper conduct on 
the part of the nurses, or those in attendance, that 


may come to his knowledge. In no case ‘shall any. 
critical surgical operation or amputation of a limb yh 


be performed, without the sanction of the Overseers. 


“ 
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He shall keep a journal of patients in the hospital, 
designating the time of entry of each, with the na- 
ture of the complaint and treatment, and the time of 
discharge or death. 

This journal shall at all times be open to the in- 
spection of the Overseers. The sustenance and 


diet of those in the hospital shall be regulated by 


the Physician, whose requisitions shall be in writing, 


~ and shall inno case be given for a longer term than 


one week. He shall make a return once in every 
quarter to the Overseers of all cases which have 


come under his care. .~)-» ) 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


All bills, before payment, shall be approved by the 
Chairman at a regular meeting of the Board, ex- 
cepting in cases where purchases are made of per- 
sons residing out of the City, and where immediate 
payment is necessary, when the bills may be approv- 
ed by the Chairman and one other member of the 
Board. | 

The Overseers shall, as a Board, visit and exam- 
ine the Institution in all its parts, at least once a 
month and a record shall be made of the doings of 
such visit and the result of the examination. 

The Overseers shall appoint all subordinate offi- 
cers, assistants and clerks as they may find necessary 
and shall fix their compensation, unless. otherwise 
provided for by the Ordinances of the City. 


No persons, excepting the City Council and the | 


Board of Accounts, shall have a right to enter the 
premises of the Institution without a permit from a 
member of the Board of Overseers. 

The Convicts, during the whole time when they 


~ 
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are not taken out for work, or other purposes by 
order of the Master, shall be kept locked in their re- 
spective cells, in no case more than one being allow- 
ed to each cell, and while so shut up, shall preserve 
perfect silence, speaking to no one, except in cases 
of illness, in which case it shall be allowed to speak 
to the officer then in charge of the cells. ‘They 
shall be taken out for work, on all days but Sundays 
or other holidays specially excepted, at sunrise, and 
shall labor at the work assigned them until sunset, 
allowing a half hour’s respite for each meal, when 
they shall be reconducted to their cells, receiving 
their food at some convenient place as they go. 


When they are taken out or returned to their cells, - 


the males and females shall move at different times, 
allowing a sufficient interval for those of one sex to 
be entirely removed from observation, before those 
of the other are allowed to move ; and they shall en- 
ter and go out at doors on different parts of the 
buildmg, so as effectually to avoid their meeting. 
On Sundays, at the times of public worship, the fe- 
males shall be conducted into the chapel, and seated 
beyond the screen, and afterwards the males shall be 
conducted in. During the times when they are 
moving to and from the chapel, or at and from their 
workshops, entire silence and the most perfect order 
and decorum must be maintained, and the Master 
shall introduce such regulations as to the precise 
-manner in which they shall proceed, on these occa- 
sions, as he shall find to be suited to preserve order 
and regularity. ‘Their food, which must always be 
eaten in their cells, shall be as follows. The daily 
sustenance of the convicts, not in the hospital, shall 
consist of the following rations: 16 ounces No. 1 


4 
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beef or 12 ounces No. 1 pork, 10 ounces fine flour, 
5 ounces Indian meal, 1 gill molasses, for each pris- 
oner; and for every 100 rations, 2'4 bushels pota- 
toes, 2 quarts vinegar, 4 quarts salt, 2 ounces black 
pepper. 

All the convicts shall have on clean shirts and 
stockings, and such other clothes as the Master shall 
determine, every Sunday morning, and as much of- 
tener as he shall direct; and the males shall also be 
required to be fresh shaved at the same time. No 
spirituous liquors shall be allowed to be drank, nor | 
shall any prisoner be allowed to have tobacco in any _ 
shape. | . 
No officer shall receive any perquisite, in any 
shape, in addition to the compensation fixed by the 
Overseers, and no trafficking shall be allowed be- 
tween the officers and the convicts. ‘There shall be 
allowed no traflicking among the convicts, and they 
shall not be allowed to receive any thing from with- 
out the House, or hold any intercourse with persons 
outside the House, without express permission from — 
the Master or Overseers. When there shall be vis- | 
iters present, no convict shall be allowed to address 
them without permission, except in answer to such 
questions as may be asked by the Judges of the 
Board of Accounts, or members of the City Gov- 
ernment, authorized to examine into the state of the 
establishment, and any one intruding upon visiters 
shall be liable to punishment. 

For every failure, or refusal to ‘comply with the 
foregoing requirements, for any insolent or insubor- 
dinate behavior while at work, or at other times, for 
any neglect or refusal to obey the orders of the Mas- 
ter, or those having charge of the convicts by his di- 
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rection, for gross or profane language towards the 


officers or each other, for defacing their cells or any 
of their furniture, or any part of the premises, and 
for any want of decent and proper deportment in 
the chapel, or in the presence of the Chaplain, the 


convicts will be punished by being kept upon bread 


and water, in solitary confinement for a time not ex- 
ceeding ten days. And no convict shall be confined 
fora longer time than twenty-four hours, without 
authority from the Overseers in writing; and no 
corporeal punishment, of any kind or degree, shall 
be allowed in any case, except that in flagrant and 
obstinate cases of insubordination, the use of the 
shower bath may be admitted, under the direction 
and limitation of the Overseers. And it shall be the 
duty of the Master to have any convict in solitary 
confinement visited by the Physician once a day 
during that confinement.

The Committee appointed by the City Council, under an Or- 
der of the 4th inst. to audit and settle the accounts of the City 
and County Treasurer, from Apri] 30th, 1842, to May 1, 1843, 
being the close of the financial year, have attended to that 
duty and found the accounts correctly stated and that there are 
proper vouchers for the same. ‘The Committee find that there 
has been received at sundry times since April 30th, 1842, for 
account of the City of Boston, one million forty-six thousand 
nine hundred and eighteen dollars and forty-nine cents; and 
that there has been paid on the same account, nine hundred and 
forty-six thousand six hundred and forty-five dollars and one 
cent; leaving a balance due to the City of Boston of one hun- 
dred thousand two hundred and seventy-three dollars and forty- 
eight cents. The Committee also find that there has been re- 
‘ceived on account of the County of Suffolk, twenty thousand 
nine hundred and forty-six dollars and thirty-nine cents; and 
that there has been paid on the same account, fifty-six thousand 
one hundred and fifteen dollars and thirty cents, leaving a bal- 
ance against the County of thirty-five thousand one hundred and 
sixty eight dollars and ninety-one cents, and leaving a final bal- 
ance inthe Treasury of sixty-five thousand one hundred and 
four dollars and fifty-seven cents; and that the notes paid by the 
Treasurer have been duly cancelled.

reduction of the City Debt, to which purpose this 
balance, is by ordinance, specially appropriated.

REPORTS. 


To the Hon. the Mayor and Aldermen 
of the City of Boston. 


The Inspectors of Prisons visited the House of In- 
dustry, on the same day on which they visited the Bos- 
ton Lunatic Hospital, to examine into the condition 
of persons sentenced to imprisonment there, and ex- 
amined them as to their treatment, and put such 
interrogatories to the Superintendent as seemed 
necessary, but did not examine the buildings or 
erounds, supposing that their duties and powers did 
not authorise them to do this. No complaints were 
made. ‘They have also received from the Superin- 
tendent the report required by law. 


HEALTH AND CLEANLINESS. 


The law authorises the confinement of prisoners 
in the House of Industry, but as it is with respect to 
its general uses an almshouse and not a prison, the 
regulations of prisons contained in 143 chapter of 
the Revised Statutes do not seem applicable to it. 
Having satisfied ourselves that necessary care is 
taken of the health and cleanliness of the prisoners, 
we have not made the same inquiries which the law 
requires us to make concerning the other establish- 
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ments. The Superintendent returns that the health 
of the prisoners has been good after their recovery 
from the effects of their vices and bad habits before 
commitment. 


DISCIPLINE, IMPROVEMENT AND EMPLOYMENT. 


The prisoners are governed in the same manner 
as the paupers. Bibles are in every room and there 
are religious services by the Chaplaim on the Sab- 
bath. ‘The women are employed in sewing, wash- 
ing, cleaning house, &c. ‘The men, who are able, 
work on the farm, and the invalids pick oakum.

The Inspectors of Prisons visited the Boston Lu- 
natic Hospital on the tenth day of June last, and ex- 
amined all the apartments, kitchen, yards and depen- 
dencies and ascertained the state of the inmates as 
far as possible by observation and inquiries of those 
who had the care of them. Little or nothing can 
be learned from most of the patients. Few could 
give any useful answer and any conversation on the 
subject with nearly all of these has a tendency to 
produce excitement. 

"The want of solitary rooms at a distance from the 
other patients for those who are suffering under vio- 
lent paroxysms continues to be the great deficiency 
in the establishment. ‘This has been so often refer- 
red to in our reports as to make it unnecessary to re- 
peat the facts and arguments which shew the erec- 
tion of such cells to be necessary. We wish that it 
may not be forgotten, having confidence that the 
City will finally do every thing to render an institu- 
tion complete, which does them so much honor. 


HEALTH. 


It may be remembered, that some time since, a 
change was made in the diet, reducing it to that 
furnished in the House of Industry. As msanity 1s 
now recognised as a bodily complaint, a good diet 1s 
not only an important means of cure, but contributes 
greatly to the tranquility, relief and improvement of 
those who seem incurable. All physicians having 
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experience in the cure of the insane, have attributed 
much importance to dict in promoting the general 
health and diminishing the nervous excitability of 
the insane. It was thought by those who had the 
best means and ability to form a correct opinion 
that the former diet table contained too small an al- 
lowance of solid food and too little variety, and the 
Inspectors learn with pleasure that a second change 
has been made since the last inspection. 


Former Diet. 


Breakfast—Chocolate, coffee (weak and sweetened 
with molasses) and bread. 
Dinner—Sunday. Cold corned beef and bread. 
Monday. Pork and beans, bread, potatoes. 
Tuesday. Baked beef, potatoes, bread.

These tables would seem to shew that when the 
old cases existing at the time of, the foundation of 
the Hospital have been disposed of and it is well un- 
derstood by the public, that the chance of recovery 
was small, except in recent cases, the insane would 
be brought in at so early a period of the disease, 
that the recoveries would be so numerous and within 
such times, as to reduce greatly the number of pa- 
tients even with a reasonable allowance for the in- 
crease of population. But there is one circum- 
stance which will have a contrary operation. Pa- 
tients in other hospitals, who have been maintained 
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by their own property or the help of their frends, 
will, after the funds upon which they depended have 
been exhausted, and the cases have become old and 
incurable, be often brought here. Of the patients 
remaining in the house the Superintendent returns, 
that not more than ten will probably recover. 

A wood shed was in the course of being erected 
attached to the west wing of the house, which was 
rendered necessary by the want of room in the 
arches under the building, which may now be kept 
for storing vegetables and other articles. 

Some improvements have also been made in the 
grounds by planting fruit and forest trees and shrubs, 
and some ornamental additions.

The Inspectors of Prisons visited the House for 
the Reformation and Employment of Juvenile Of- 
fenders on the twenty-fourth day of June last, and 
made their usual inspection of the buildings and 
grounds, and interrogated the inmates as to their 
treatment without receiving a complaint from any 
individual. ‘They also had an opportunity to make 
a short examination of the different classes in read- 
ing, arithmetic, geography, grammar and singing, 


and specimens of the writing were also exhibited. 


Before making the usual report of their inspection 
in detail, they ask the attention of the City Govern- 
ment to the fact, that the Institution is capable of 
receiving twenty or thirty more boys, while we.are 
informed by the City Marshal and other officers, that 
the wharves and streets in certain parts of the city 
are ‘frequented by great numbers of idle and disso- 
lute children, who have no parents or are wholly 
neglected by them” and who might be arrested in 
the different stages of their progress to ruin and 
saved by this establishment. ‘There was only one 
girl in the establishment on the day of inspection 
and one has been committed since. It may be re- 
membered that there were formerly a considerable 
number of girls, but that owing to the bad habits of 
some of them before commitment and the impossi- 
bility of classification, the whole number became so 
much corrupted by those of bad character, that it was 
thought expedient to discharge them all. The kind 
care of the City Government has remedied this evil 
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by providing accommodations which furnish the means 
of classifying the girls. We are informed, that with 
the present means of accommodation, twenty-five 
girls might be received into the establishment, and it 
is extremely desirable, that more should receive the 
benefit of it. It is well known that children are 
sent out by their parents to beg and to steal and are 
sometimes afraid to return without they have ob- 
tained something, and that places exist for the sale 
of stolen property by children. By the statute au- 
thorising the establishment, it is provided that three 
classes of Juvenile Offenders may be committed. Ist, 
children convicted of offences under Revised Stat- 
utes, chapter 143, sometimes called the vagabond 
act. 2d, those convicted of higher crimes and mis- 
demeanors. 3d, “all children who live an idle and 
dissolute life, whose parents are dead, or if living, 
from drunkenness and other vices, neglect to provide 
any suitable employment or exercise salutary control 
over said children.” It was often apparent that 
parents neglected to provide suitable employment 
or exercise salutary control; but it was not easy to 
prove the specific vice which occasioned this defect. 
This prevented many complaints from being made 
where there was no doubt that the children did 
‘live idle and dissolute lives,”? and were in the road 
to ruin. Where there was a parent alive, the statute 
required that the vice of the parent as well as that of 
the child should be proved. But still it did not adopt 
this as a general principle, because the death of the 
parent was equivalent to his vicious neglect. Here 
Was an incongruity, if vice in the parent was ne- 
cessary, death was no vice; and if it was not neces- 
sary why require it to be proved with regard to liv- 
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ing parents. ‘The fact that the parent did neglect 
to provide employment and exercise control, and that 
the child was leading an idle and dissolute life, was 
the evil to be remedied; and the evil might exist to 
the same extent, whether it arose from specific crime, 
general bad character, or want of any character or 
ability in the parent. By the statute 1843, chapter 
22, this feature in the law is altered and it is now 
provided, that 

‘The Municipal or Police Court of said city, 
upon the complaint under oath of the Mayor or 
any Aldermen of said city, or any Director of the 
House of Industry or of the said House of Reforma- 
tion and Employment, that any child or children 
lead an idle or dissolute life, and that their parents 
are dead, or if living do from vice or any other cause 
neglect to provide suitable employment or exercise 
salutary control over such child or children, shall 
have power, upon conviction thereof, to sentence 
such child or children to such House of Reforma- 
tion and Employment to be kept and governed ac- 
cording to law.” 

As this difficulty is now removed, it is desirable 
that the City should direct its officers to take means, 
that as many of these idle and dissolute children of 
both sexes, as can be received, should be saved from 
the consequences of such a life. 


HEALTH. 


The general health of the boys has been good, 


only two or three cases have occurred in which med- 


ical treatment was necessary. The resident Physi- 
cian of the establishment is so near, that immediate 
medical aid can be had at all times. Opthalmia is 
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a very common disease, where numbers of children 
live together, and although it has not prevailed for 
several years in this Institution, it is always to be 
guarded against. ‘The walls of the school-room are 
white and the room is very light. It is desirable 
that the wall should be colored grey or green, or 
some other color not likely to injure the eyes. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The building appeared to be clean, neat, and in 
good order. ‘Lhe provisions of the law with respect 
to cleanliness have been complied with, except that 
the building is not whitewashed, as often as the law 
requires in all places of imprisonment; but this pro- 
vision was probably intended for prisons of a differ- 
ent class and construction, and not for those finished 
on the inside like common dwelling houses. ‘The 
permanent vault not being within the building is no 
breach of the law. ‘The work of cleaning the House 
of Reformation is done by the boys themselves, and 
appeared to be well done. 


DISCIPLINE. 


‘The boys rise at five o’clock, at this season, 
breakfast at six, work from seven to ten, attend 
school from ten to twelve, then dine; attend school 
from one to three, work from three to six, then have 
supper; go to bed, as a general rule, at half past 
eight.” We perceive only two changes in the occu- 
pation of their time as stated in this and former re- 
turns of the Superintendent—that they breakfast 
half an hour earlier, and have half an hour more 
play time, two hours instead of an hour and a half, 
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which is an improvement. ‘The boys appeared to 
be under good discipline and contented. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


The boys are instructed in reading, writing, arith- 
metic, geography, and singing. No important chang- 
es in the course of instruction have occurred since 
our last report. ‘So far as the Inspectors had an op- 
portunity to examine them, their progress in. each 
branch was creditable to their instructer. ‘They at- 
tend» morning and evening prayers daily, religious 
services twice on Sunday, and have a Sunday school 
and instruction in the scriptures before and after 
meeting. Children have limited powers of attention 
and cannot remain still and quiet for so long a time 
as adults. Any attempt to require this beyond their 
capacity, produces listlessness, inattention, forgetful- 
ness and defeats its object. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


Three or four are returned as exclusively em- 
ployed during the hours of work in domestic occu- 
pations, and the remainder are generally occupied 
at such times in binding hats, but at this season of 
the year, the latter are principally employed in work 
on the farm or in the garden.

On the twentieth day of June last, the Inspectors 
of Prisons visited the Commonwealth Gaol im the 
County of Suffolk, and examined every part of it 
and its dependencies, and put such interrogatories as 
seemed necessary to the Under Keeper and Turnkey, 
examined each prisoner seperately as to any cause of 
complaint, which he might have, and they have also 
received from the Under Keeper the return required 
by law. -No complaints whatever were made, but 
every prisoner distinctly expressed his satisfaction 
with the treatment which he had received. 


HEALTH. 


The health of the prisoners has been generally — 
good; none have been sick except such as brought 
their diseases with them. ‘The requisitions of law as 
to beds, bedding, fuel, drying of clothes and water 
for drinking continue to be complied with. The 
bread and meat examined were good. ‘There is 
nothing in the construction of the building which is 
unfavorable to health except in cold weather. Dr. 
Smith the Port Physician visits the sick in the Gaol, 
except the United States Prisoners, who continue to 
be attended by Dr. ‘Townsend. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The Prison was neat, clean, and in good order. 
The provisions of the law respecting buckets, coy- 
ers, vaults, whitewashing, shirting, shaving, and 
washing, have been complied with. The building 
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seems to have been for some time completely free 
from fleas, frequently a great trouble in gaols, which 
it is difficult to prevent or remove. 


DISCIPLINE. 


More than one prisoner is kept in a room, and this 
sometimes when it might be avoided. The other 
provisions of law, with respect to classification 
where the prisoners cannot be separated, seem to 
have been complied with. No spirituous liquor has 
been detected withir the prison. ‘The prisoners can 
communicate with each ether in all parts of the ~ 
Gaol. The construction of the prison is unfavorable 
to discipline and erder, of which we have frequently 
spoken befere. 

It is extremely desirable that a cell should be pre- 
pared for the confinement of prisoners in a state of 
intoxication, or suffermeg under delirium tremens, the 
walls ef which should be stuffed and covered with 
some kind of cloth er leather to prevent them from 
injuring themselves in their paroxysms of violence. 
The three additional cells which are building con- 
nected with the watch-housse were much needed.. » 


EMPLOYMENT AND IMPROVEMENT. 


Nothing can be done systematically in this way 
where the terms of confinement are so short and so 
generally occupied by preparation for trial and anx- 
iety for the result. ‘The law requiring bibles to be 
furnished and clergymen to be admitted continues 
to be complied with. 


GENERAL SUBJECTS~ ; 


As long as the question of building a new Gaol 
3 
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continues to be a subject of consideration, it is desi- 
rable to collect all information which may aid in de- 
termining its location and construction. It is mani- 
fest that a prison, to and from which prisoners are 
continually coming and going, cannot be conven- 
iently at a distance from the place of their appre- 
hension and trial. It may be also, that the prison, 
which is suitable to confine prisoners under sen- 
tence for long terms, will not be the best calculated 
for a lock-up house to keep them for one or two or 
three nights. ‘The Inspectors have therefore direct- 
ed their inquiries to these two points: What is the 
length.of time for which prisoners are confined ? 
How many are confined to secure their appearance 
at Court, or payment of a fine, and how many are 
sentenced to imprisonment as a punishment? It 
will appear also by the following table, taken from 
the present return of the Gaoler, and our former re- 
port in 1841, that very little use is made of the Gaol 
as a place of punishment, and very few persons are 
committed there under sentence of imprisonment. 
In one case, only 8 out of 727, and in the other, 5 
out of 765. |

The Inspectors of Prisons. visited the House of 
Correction on the twenty-first day of June last, and 
inspected the prison and all its dependencies, the 
cells, workshops, hospital, kitchen, bakery, yards and 
grounds; examined the food and clothing of the 
prisoners and made such inquiries of the Master and 
Officers as were necessary to inform them concern- 
ing matters not apparent on inspection. ‘They also 
interrogated each prisoner seperately as to any cause 
of complaint which he- might have personally or 
which had come to his knowledge. ‘The only com- 
plaint made will be noticed under the head of 
health. Every one spoke with the best feelings of 
the Master and of all concerned in the government 
of the institution and was perfectly satisfied with the 
treatment received. 


HEALTH. 


General health has prevailed since the last in- 
spection. ‘The provisions of law respecting beds, 
bedding, fuel, drying clothes and water for drinking 
are all complied with. ‘The daily rations are the 
same as they were at the last inspection. A con- 
siderable number of the females complained that they 
had not received their summer clothing. ‘They 
wore the gowns of woolen fabric usually worn in 
winter. This was on the twentieth of June after 
some quite hot weather. ‘The Master stated that he 
had made application for the clothing some weeks 
before. The sun has great power in the summer in 
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the work shop for females. It shines in on one side 
in the morning and on the other in the afternoon.

DISCIPLINE. 


No change has taken place since the last report. 
The punishments are, solitary confinement, depriva- 
tion of food, and the shower bath. It may be re- 
membered that sometime since, a question arose 
about the expediency of this last punishment, and 
the Directors by an order suspended the use of it for 
a short time. A shower bath was erected near the 
apartments of the women, which obviated some ob- 
jections to the use of it, and the order was rescinded. 
‘The Master reports, that it continues to be the most 
efficient method of enforcing discipline. ‘The offi- 
cers are, the Master, three Assistants, and a Clerk, 
who continue to maintain order and discipline with- 
out the use of any weapon among the prisoners, 
amounting on an average to about three hundred. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Mr. Cleveland continues his services as Chaplain, 
and as Superintendent of the Sunday School for fe- 
males. ‘There are two services on the Lord’s day 
as heretofore. Since the 15th of July, 1842, a number

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of ladies, some of whom were teachers in the Sun- 
day School, have associated for the purpose of re- 
forming females of bad habits, and have provided a 
temporary receptacle for them until they are other- 
Wise provided for. ‘They are willing to receive all 
females who leave the House of Correction, and 
have, within a year, received fifty-seven girls, and 
provided some of them with the necessary clothing, 
and kept them from a few days to several weeks, 
until places could be provided for them. ‘The re- 
sults were as follows:

It seems proper that the efforts of these ladies to 
save a class of women, whom the public have been 
more ready to censure than reform, should be known ;

is hopeless, when undertaken with zeal and prudence, 
and under the influence of kind motives, feelings, 
and manners. ‘lhe success of these exertions 1s 
greater than could have been expected, although 
time enough has not elapsed to speak with accuracy 
as to final results. ‘Those who make them are enti- 
- tled to the thanks and good wishes of all who have 
the heart to feel for a class of women so often be- 
trayed and misled by others,—so often the victims 
of their own confiding trust and affection,—and 
however guilty they may be, for the most part quite 
as unfortunate and suffering as they are guilty.

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AN ORDINANCE 


FOR 


PREVENTING AND EXTINGUISHING FIRES, 


AND 


ESTABLISHING A FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City Council as- 
sembled, as follows: ‘That the Fire Department shall consist 
of a Chief Engineer and as many other Engineers, not less than 
eight, and of as many Firemen, Enginemen, Hosemen, and 
Hook and Ladder men, to be divided into Companies, as the 
number of Engines and the number and quantity of other Fire 
Apparatus belonging to the City, shail from time to time require 
or make expedient: and the said Engineers shall be annually 
chosen according to law, for one year, and until others shall be 
‘chosen in their place: Provided, ‘That vacancies may be filled 
at any time, and the said Chief and other Engineers shall on his 
or their appointment receive a written or printed certificate or 
warrant in the words following, viz: ‘‘ This certifies that A. B. 
is appointed an Engineer (or Chief Engineer) of the Fire De- 
partment of the City of Boston, and is entitled to all the immu- 
nities belonging to said office. 

‘¢ Given under my hand, this day of 
A. D. 18 


Mayor. 
City Clerk.” 
And the respective rank of the Engineers shall be determined 
by the Mayor and Aldermen. 
Secr. 2. The Engineers so chosen, shall meet and organize 
themselves into a Board of Engineers, a majority of whom shall 
form a quorum, and of which, in the absence of the Chief En- 


gineer, the senior Engineer present shall be presiding officer : 
7 
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and they may appoint such Secretary or other officers and 
make such rules and regulations for their own government as 
they may see fit, and such Secretary shall receive such com- 
pensation as the City Council may deem expedient. They 
shall at all times have the superintendence and control of all 
the Engine and other houses used for the purposes of the Fire 
Department, and of. all furniture and apparatus thereto belong- 
ing; and of the Engines and all other Fire Apparatus belong- 
ing to the City, and over the Officers and members of the 
several companies attached to the Fire Department, and over 
all persons present at Fires, and may make such rules and regu- 
lations for the better government, discipline and good order of 
the department, and for the extinguishment of Fires, as they 
may from time to time think expedient, the same not being re- 
pugnant to the laws of this Commonwealth, and being subject 
to the approbation of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secor. 3.- It shall be the duty of said Engineers, whenever 
a Fire shall break out in the City, to repair forthwith to, or 
near the place where the Fire may be; to take proper measures 
that the several Engines and other apparatus be arranged in the ‘ 
most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the effectual 
extinguishment of the Fire; to require and compel assistance 
from all persons as well members of the Fire Department, as 
others, in extinguishing the Fire, removing furniture, goods, or 
other merchandise from any building on Fire, or in danger 
thereof, and to appoint guards to secure the same; and also in 
pulling down or demolishing any house or building if occasion 
require, and ‘urther to suppress all tumults and disorders. It 
shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserved in going 
to, working at, or returning from Fires, and at all- other times 
when Companies attached to the Department are on duty: 
Provided however, ‘(hat when any Fire occurs in either of the 
adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only such, and so many 
of said Engineers to repair to such towns as shall have been 
previously designated for said purpose by said Board of En- 
gineers. : 

Sect. 4. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole command 
at Fires, over all the other Engineers, all Members of the Fire 
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Department, and all other persons who may be present at 
fires,—and shall direct all proper measures for the extinguish- 
ment of fires, protection of property, preservation of order, and 
observance of the Fire Laws, Ordinances and Regulations; and 
it shall be the duty of said Chief Engineer to examine into the 
condition of the Buckets and all other Fire Apparatus, and of 
the Engine and other Houses belonging to the City, and used 
for the purposes of the Fire Department—and of the Com- 
. panies attached to the said Department as often as circum- 
stances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so to 
do by the Mayor and Aldermen, or by the Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen on the Fire Department, and annually 
to report the same to the Mayor and Aldermen, and oftener if 
thereunto requested ; also to cause a full description of the 
same together with the names of the officers and members of 
the Fire Department to be published annually in such manner 
as the Mayor and Aldermen shall direct, and whenever the En- 
gines or other Fire Apparatus, Engine or other houses used by 
the Fire Department require alterations, additions, or repairs, 
the Chief Engineer under the direction of the Board of Alder- 
men, or of the Committee on the Fire Department, shall cause 
the same to be made. And it shall be moreover the duty of 
the Chief Engineer to receive and transmit to the Board of Al- 
dermen all returns of officers, members, and Fire Apparatus, 
made by the respective Companies, as hereinafter prescribed, 
and all other communications relating to the affairs of the Fire 
Department: To keep fair and exact Rolls of the respective 
Companies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, and 
the age of each member ; to report in writing to the City Clerk, 
who shall keep a record of the same, once in each year, or 
oftener if directed so to do by the Mayor and Aldermen, all ac- 
cidents by Fire which may happen within the City, with the 
causes thereof as well as can be ascertained, and the number 
and description of the buildings destroyed or injured, together 
with the names of the owners or occupants. 

Sect. 5. In case of the absence of the Chief Engineer, the 
Engineer next in rank who may be present, shall execute the 
duties of his office, with full powers. 
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Sect. 6. As many Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder and 
Fire Companies shall from time to time be formed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen as they shall deem expedient, and each of said 
Companies shall consist of as many men as said Mayor and. Al- 
dermen may appoint, not exceeding to each Engine Company, 
seventy-five, to each Hose and Hook and Ladder Company, 
fifty, and to each Bucket, Fire or other Company, twenty-five 
_—uniless otherwise ordered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 7. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be 
employed as a member of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 8. No person shall be employed in the Fire Depart- 
ment for aless period than six months, and every member. of 
the Fire Department, shall upon his appointment by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, receive a certificate or warrant which he shall be 
holden to produce within thirty days after he shall become a 
member of said Department, and annually in the month of May 
thereafter, to the Commanding Officer of the Militia Company 
within whose bounds he may reside. 

Secor. 9. Each of the Companies formed and appointed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen, shall have a Foreman, an Assistant 
Foreman, and a Clerk, and these officers shall be chosen by 
their respective companies, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and Aldermen. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Foremen to see that 


the several Engines and Apparatus committed to their care, and 
the several buildings in which the same are deposited, and all 
things in or belonging to the same, are kept neat, clean, and in 
order for immediate use; it shall also be their duty to preserve 
order and discipline at all times in their respective Companies, 
and require and enforce a strict compliance with the City Ordi- 
nances, the Rules and Regulations of the Department and the 
orders of the Engineers. They shall also keep or cause to be 
kept by the Clerk of their respective Companies, fair and exact 


Rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, and age of 


each member, and accounts of all City. property entrusted’ to 
the care of the several members, in a book provided for that 
purpose by the City, which Rolls or Record Books are always 
to be subject to the order of the Board of Engineers and the 


at 
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Mayor and Aldermen. They are also to make or cause to be 
made to the Chief Engineer, true and accurate returns of all the 
members, with their ages, and the Apparatus entrusted to their 
care, whenever called upon so to do. 

Sect. 11. It shall be the duty of the Officers and Members 
of the several Engines, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Fire Com- 
panies, whenever a fire shall break out in the City, to repair 
forthwith to their respective Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder 
and Bucket Carriages, and other Apparatus, and to convey 
them in as orderly a manner as may be, to or near the place 
where the fire may be, and in conformity with directions of the 
Chief or other Engineers, to exert themselves in the most or- 
derly manner possible, in working and managing the said En- 
gines, Hose, Hooks and Ladders, and other Apparatus—and in 
performing any duty that they may be called upon to do, by any 
Engineer ; and upon permission of the Chief or other Engineer, 
shall in an orderly and quiet manner return said Engine, Hose, 
Hook and Ladder and Bucket Carriages, and other Apparatus, 
to their respective places of deposite. Provided, That in the 
absence of all the Engineers, such direction and permission may 
be given by their respective Ioremen. 

Seor. 12. On the return of said Engines and other Appa- 
ratus, they shall, by the said Companies, respectively, be well 
washed, cleansed, oiled, and securely housed; and once in 
every month, and oftener if necessary, said Companies shall 
meet for the purpose of examining the state of their respective 
Engines and other Apparatus, and see that the same are in 
good order and fit for service ; and once in each of the months 
of May, July and September shall draw out their respective 
Engines and other Apparatus to wash and cleanse them, and to 
exercise the members ; and the said Engines and other Appara- 
tus carefully return. 

Sect. 13. It shall be the special duty of Firemen to exert 
themselves to supply water for the Engines, to protect the En- 
ginemen and other members of the Department from being in- 
terrupted in the discharge of their duty by the by-standers, to 
keep all idle and suspected persons at a proper distance from 
the fire and from the vicinity, to save and protect furniture, 
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merchandise and other property, to form lines across the streets, 
lanes and avenues leading to the place’ where the fire is, and 
at reasonable and proper distances therefrom, for the purpose 
of preserving order, preventing plunder, excluding all improper 
persons, enforcing the regulations of the Department, and to 
perform any other duty which they may be called upon to do 
by any Engineer. 

Sect. 14. The Engineers and Members of the several 
Companies regularly appointed, shall wear such caps, badges 
or insignia, as the Mayor and Aldermen shall from time to time 
direct to be furnished at the expense of the City; and no other 
person or persons shall be permitted to wear the same, except 
under such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor and Alder- 
men may direct. | 

Sect. 15. Ifany Member of either of the several Compa- 
nies shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall 
be guilty of disorderly conduct, disobedience to the Officers or 
to any Kngineer, he shall for such offence be dismissed from 
the Department. 

Sect. 16. All persons present, not members of either of 
said Companies, are hereby enjoined to obey the directions of 
any Engineer, given at any fire, and to render their services, if 
required by any Engineer, under a penalty of not less than two 
nor more than twenty dollars ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Chief or other Engineers to report to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
the name of every person liable to the penalties provided by 
this section. 

Sect. 17. ‘The City Council may by a concurrent vote, at 
any time, remove from oflice the Chief Engineer, or any of the 
other Engineers, and the Mayor and Aldermen may at any 
time discharge any or all of the officers or members of either 
of said Companies. 

Secor. 18. It shall be the duty of such of the Constables of 
the City as may be selected by the Engineers for that service, 
to repair with their staves or such other badges of office as the 
Mayor and Aldermen shall direct, on the alarm of fire, imme- 
diately to the place where the fire may be, and there to use 
their best skill and power under the direction of the Chief En- 
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gineer or Head Constable, for the preservation of the public 
peace, the prevention of theft, and destruction of property, and 
the removal of all suspected persons—for which service the 
Constables shall receive such compensation as shall be in each 
case ordered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 19. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during the 
night, it shall be the duty of the respective watchmen to give 
notice thereof, within their respective districts, by springing 
their rattles, crying ‘‘Fire,”’ or ringing a bell, and mentioning 
the street or direction where it may be, and if any watchman 
shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and 
if it shall happen that a chimney only shall be on fire either by 
night or day, the bell shall not be rung—but only when a 
building is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Sect. 20. If any chimney, stove-pipe, or flue, within the 
City, shall take or be set on fire, the occupant of the house to 
which such chimney, stove-pipe, or flue appertains, or the per- 
son or persons so setting the same on fire, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of two dollars: Provided, ‘That it shall be lawful for 
any person to set fire to, and burn his chimney, stove-pipe, or 
flue, between sunrising and noon, if the buildings contiguous 
are wet with rain or covered with snow: and it shall be the 
duty of the Chief or other Engineers, to report to the Mayor 
and Aldermen the name of every person liable to the penalty 
provided by this section, in their first returns thereafter. 

Scot. 21. Whenever it shall be determined at any fire by 
any three or more of the Engineers, of whom the Chief En- 
gineer shall be one, or in his absence the senior Engineer 
present, to be necessary to pull down or otherwise demolish 
any building, the same may be done by their joint order. 

Secr. 22. The power of making and establishing rules and 
regulations for the transportation and keeping of Gunpowder 
within the City of Boston, agd of granting licenses for the 
keeping and sale thereof in the City, according to the pro- 
visions of an act, entitled ‘tan act for regulating the storage, 
safe keeping, and transportation of Gunpowder in the City of 
Boston,”’ and of any other act or acts on the same subject, shall 
be exercised and performed by the Chief and other Engineers,

and the power and duty of seizing any Gunpowder kept or 
being within the City or the harbor thereof contrary to the pro- 
visions of the said act or acts, shall be exercised’and performed 
by the said Engineers or any of them ; and in case of any seiz- 
ure being made by any Engineer other than the Chief, he shall 
forthwith report to the Chief Engineer, who shall cause said 
Gunpowder to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner pre- 
scribed in the first mentioned statute, and all the other powers 
and duties granted or enjoined in and by the said act or stat- 
utes, shall be performed by the said Chief or one of the other 
Engineers. 

Sect. 23. It shall be the duty of the Chief and other En- 
gineers, to inquire for and examine into all shops and other 
places, where shavings or other such combustible materials 
may be collected and deposited, and from time to time, and at 
all times to be vigilant in taking care of the removal of the 
same whenever in the opinion of any two of them the same 
may be dangerous to the security of the City from fires, and 
to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or other places to 
remove the same, or pay the expense of such removal under the 
direction of such Engineers. And it shall also be the duty of 
said Engineers to take cognizance of and to cause prosecution 
to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the laws relative to 
the erection of wooden buildings, or of any other laws or ordi- 
nances for the prevention of fire within the limits of the City. 

Sect. 24. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and 
_ penalties, arising under this Ordinance and the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, regulating the storage and transportation of Gunpow- 
der, the erection of buildings within the City of Boston, and the 
prevention and extinguishment of Fire, shall be paid into the 
Treasury of the City, to be applied in such way as is provided 
in the acts of this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 25. ~ Every member of the Fire Department of the 
City of Boston, who shall have served according to law for 
seven successive years, shall be entitled to receive a Certificate 
thereof signed by the Mayor of said City, and all persons who 
shall receive said Certificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled to 
wear the badge of the Department, and to do duty therein, un- 
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der such organization and management as the Mayor and Al- 
dermen may deterinine. 

Secr. 26. There shall be paid annually to each member of 
the Department, such sum as the City Council may from time 
to time determine. 

Sect. 27. The members of the several Companies shall 
not assemble in the houses entrusted to their care, except for 
the purpose of taking the Engine or Apparatus, on an alarm of 
fire, or for drill and exercise, and of returning the same to the 
house, and taking the necessary care of said apparatus after its ~ 
return. ‘ 

Seer. 28. Any member of the City Council may enter 
within the lines, at any Fire, by wearing a suitable badge for 
that purpose to he provided by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 29. From and after the passing of this Ordinance, all 
former Ordinances relating to the appointment of Engineers and 
other members of the Fire Department, and to the establishing 
of a Fire Department, and for preventing and extinguishing 
Fires, excepting such parts thereof as may be necessary to re- 
cover all fines and penalties incurred under the Ordinance afore- 
said, are hereby repealed.

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AN ORDINANCE 


IN ADDITION TO AN ORDINANCE, ENTITLED AN ‘* ORDINANCE FOR 


PREVENTING AND EXTINGUISHING FIRES, 


ESTABLISHING A FIRE DEPARTMENT.” 


_ BE it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council of the City of Boston in City Council assembled, as 
follows : 

Sect. 1. The number of Assistant Engineers of the Fire 
Department may be reduced to six, whenever in the opinion of 
the City Council it shall be deemed. expedient. 

Secr. 2. All persons admitted as members of the Fire De- 
partment, shall be employed for such periods, and subject to 
such regulations, as:'the Mayor and Aldermen may from time to 
time direct. 

Sect. 3. Each of the Companies formed and appointed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen, shall have a Foreman and Assistant 
Foreman, and a Clerk, and these oflicers shall be chosen by the 
written votes of their respective Com, anies, at a meeting spe- 
cially held for that purpose, of which meeting and purpose the 
members shall be notified by the Clerk at least three days pre- 
vious thereto; and if there be no Clerk, the commanding offi- 
cer of said Company for the time being, if there be one, may is- 
sue his order in writing to any member of the Company to per- 
form that duty until one shall be elected, and if the person so 
notified shall wilfully refuse or neglect so to do, he shall suffer 
the penalty for neglect of duty, as provided in the fifteenth 
section of the Ordinance to which this is in addition; and if 
there be no commanding officer, the acting Chief Engineer shall 
issue the order as aforesaid, and likewise designate and detail 
some one of the Board of Engineers to preside at said meeting ; 
and whenever it shall appear that any person has a majority of 
the written votes of the electors, at a meeting notified as above, 
and at which there shall be a majority of the whole Company 
present, the presiding officer shall forthwith notify him of the 
fact, and shall make return of every election, or refusal to elect, 
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to the Chief Engineer; and said return shall be transmitted by 
said Chief Engineer, to the Mayor and Aldermen, and if the 
persons so receiving the votes of the Company shall be approved 
by the Mayor and Aldermen, for the respective offices to which 
they shall have been elected, they shall receive a certificate of 
appointment signed by the Mayor—and shall thereby be invested 
with all the authority and subject to all the duty required by the 
City Ordinances, and the Rules and Regulations.of the Fire De- 
partment; and in case the persons are not approved by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, the Mayor shall issue his order to the 
Chief Engineer to have a new election, held in the manner here- 
tofore expressed ; and if the members of the Company shall then 
neglect or refuse to erect some person or persons to fill the va- 
cant offices whom the Mayor and Aldermen shall approve, the 
Mayor and Aldermen shall appoint some suitable person or per- 
sons to the same. And if the members of any Company shall - 
refuse or neglect to elect any officer, they may be disbanded by 
the Mayor and Aldermen; and whenever any person shall have 
received his certificate of appointment to any office as aforesaid, 
he shall perform all the duties thereof until discharged therefrom, 
either by death or resignation, or by order of the Mayor and 
Aldermen, in which case the Mayor shall direct the Chief En- 
gineer to cause a meeting to be held, as heretofore provided, to 
fill the vacancy. 

Sect. 4. The ninth section of the Ordinance passed July 
twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, to which this 
as an addition, and all other parts thereof inconsistent with the 
‘Ordinance, -are hereby repealed: Provided, however, that all 
-oflicers elected or appointed under the Ordinance to which this 
is an-addition shall continue to hold their offices until others are 
elected or appointed in their stead.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


ENGINE, HOSE, HOOK AND LADDER 


AND OTHER 
COM PANTS, ” 


ATTACIIED TO THE 


BOSTON FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


Established October 23, 1837. 


Art. 1. No person shall be admitted into the Fire Depart- 
ment who is not a citizen of the United States. 

Art. 2. All the Companies of the Department. shall be 
furnished with a copy of the Fire Ordinance, these Rules and 
Regulations, and the Rules and Regulations for the storage and 
safe keeping of Gunpowder which shall be framed and placed in 
their respective rooms for meetings, and it shall be the duty of 
the officers and members of the Department to conform to all 
the requisitions and perform all the duties therein required. 

Art. 3. In case any member of either of the companies 
should be sick, or necessarily absent from the City, for forty- 
eight hours or more, he shall provide a substitute, whose name 
he shall return to the Clerk of the company to which he be- 
longs. . 

Art. 4. The Foreman of each Company shall make a re- 
turn of all absences to the Engineers’ office once in each quarter. 

Art. 5. No person shall be permitted to engage to serve 
in the Fire Department, for a shorter period than six months ; 
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and if he should leave or be dismissed from the department after 
a shorter time of service than six months, he shall forfeit all the 
compensation that may have become due him. 

Art. 6. The Engineers shall appoint two Suction Hose 
men, and three Leading Hose men, for each Engine Company, 
on the nomination of the company, and the men thus appointed, 

shall hold their station for six months, and until others are ap- 
pointed in their place. 

Art. 7. ‘The. Engineers shall also appoint a Steward to 
each Company, who shall hold his office in like manner for not 
less than six months. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each company 
to notify the members of all meetings for drill. 

Art. 9. It shall be the duty of the Foreman, and in his ab- 
sence, of the commanding officer, to direct the time and place 
of all meetings for drill. 

Art. 10. It shall be the duty of the Steward to keep clean 
the House, the Engine, Hose, or other apparatus, which may 
belong to the Company, to clear the snow from the sidewalk 
connected with the House in winter, and generally to see that 
the Engine and apparatus are ready for immediate use. 

Art. 11. The following Engines are permitted to leave the 
City when a fire is out of town ; No. 5 and 10 to Charlestown, 
No. 15 to Chelsea, No. 13 and 6 to Cambridge, No. 12 and 8 
to Roxbury, No. 20 and 17 to Dorchester, and no other com- 
pany will leave the City under any consideration, without special 
leave of an Engineer. ‘The Hose and Hook and Ladder Com- 
panies are not allowed to leave the City under any consideration 
whatever, unless ordered by an Engineer. 

Art. 12. Ifany Engine or Fire apparatus be so damaged 
that immediate repairs are necessary, it may be taken forthwith 
to a suitable person to be repaired, but no repairs shall be made 
until information of such damage and place is given to the Chief 
Engineer, that he anay order, or superintend such repairs, Pro- 
vided, that in case such information cannot readily be given to 
the Chief Engineer, it may be given to the Assistant Engineer 
‘living in the ward in which the Engine or apparatus is located, 
who will report to the Chief Engineer as soon as may be. A? 
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bills for work done of any kind are to be presented for approba- 
tion immediately after the work is completed and delivered. 

Art. 13. Badges are to be worn by the members of the 
Department, on front of the hat or cap at all fires, and no per- 
son is admitted within the lines without one, except by special 
permission, or in accordance with discretionary orders from the 
Engineers, and no person or persons, not members of the De- 
partment, shall be permitted to wear the same, except under 
such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor and Aldermen 
may direct. : 

Art. 14. The utmost order, silence and decorum will be 
preserved in going to, working at, and returning from a fire, and 
the use of rattles, horns, and all unnecessary noises, and the 
smoking of pipes and cigars are strictly prohibited, and on no 
occasion will the Engines and other apparatus be conveyed on 
the sidewalk, without the special permission of an Engineer, nor 
will any company be permitted to run their Engines or other 
Carriage in returning from a fire or alarm, or by each other. 

Art. 15. ‘The Foreman of each Company will remain by 
his Company or apparatus,, of which he has charge, or designate 
some other officer to do so, and preserve order and direct their 
operations, and all members of the several Companies, except 
when otherwise engaged on special duty, will remain at or about 
the apparatus to which they are attached. 

Art. 16. Members of each Company are to have the con- 
trol of the apparatus committed to their care, which is not to be 
handled, used, or in any way meddled with by the members of 
other Companies, unless by permission of the officers of the 
Company having charge of said apparatus, or special order of 
any Engineer. 

Art. 17. It is required of the members of the Department 
to avoid setting open the doors or windows of a building where 
fire may be, until a supply of water can be procured, and when 
water is obtained, to apply it judiciously and directly to the part 
on fire, and carefully avoid damaging furniture or goods by 
water. 

Art. 18. When an Engine shall be at a fire without assist- 
ance, or the means of procuring water by suction or a line of 
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Engines, the members will endeavor to procure a supply by 
means of buckets or a Pump Hose, and strive to keep the fire in 
check, until a constant supply can be furnished. 

Art. 19. On arrival at the fire (as a general rule,) the first 
suction Engine is to be taken immediately to the nearest reser- 
voir, or place from which a supply of water may be obtained, 
their suction Hose lowered, and their leading Hose extended, in 
the absence of the Engineers, the officers will exert themselves 
to procure another Engine to receive the water, and pass it on 
towards the fire ; and al] Engines in line except the one playing 
on the fire, will have the whole of their hose extended, which 
shall always consist of no less than T'wo Hundred Feet, and the 
City Hose will not be called for until their own is ali in use. 
Engine Companies will not call on each other for Hose, but 
upon any Engineer, who will order the necessary quantity from 
the City Hose Company. 

Art. 20. When the lines are dismissed, reserving only such 
force as may be deemed requisite, it shall be the duty of the 
Engineers and Firemen of the ward in which the fire happened, 
to remain and take charge of the property or premises so long 
as may be thought necessary, assisted, if occasion requires, by 
such other company or companies, as shall be directed at the 
time. 

Art. 21. The Hose Companies will repair with their Hose 
and apparatus to, or near the place where the fire may be, and 
take position near, and at convenient distance from Head Quar- 
ters, the Commanding Officer to report himself there immedi- 
ately ; all requisitions for City Hose are to be sent to Head 
Quarters. 

Art. 22. The Hook and Ladder Companies will take posi- 
tion, when practicable, within the lines, and as near the fire as 
under all circumstances may be found convenient. ‘The Com- 
manding Officer will immediately on his arrival report himself at 
Head Quarters. 

Arr. 23. No company shall be allowed to draw water from 
the Reservoirs except in case of Fire. 

Art. 24. As it has been the cause of serious trouble, and 
inconvenience to the Department to walk their Engines and ap- 
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paratus abreast of each other in returning from Fires or alarms, 
it is ordered that the members of the Department have the ap- 
paratus under their charge conveyed in a direct line on the right 
of the street, while returning from a Fire or an alarm. 

‘Art. 25. Every member of the Fire Department shall be 
responsible for his Badge, or any other article of apparatus en- 
trusted to his care, and in case of loss the cost of it shall be 
deducted from his compensation. 

Art. 26. The Firemen will repair on an alarm of fire with 
their Buckets, Badges, and other apparatus to or near the place 
where the lire may be, and exert themselves to perform all the 
duties required of them by the thirteenth section of the Fire Or- 
dinance, and the Foremen of the several Companies shall upon 
their arrival at the Fire report themselves at Head Quarters. 


In Board of Aldermen, Dec. 31st, 1838. 


Art. 27. Ordered, That in all cases in which it becomes 
necessary to discharge a member of any Company for neglect of 
duty, the Clerk of such Company shail make a return of the date 
from which the neglect began, and the payment of such discharged 
member shall be made up to that date only. 


In Board of Aldermen, December 19, 1842. 


Ordered, That the following be established as a Rule and 
Regulation of the Fire Department. , 

The terms of service for the members of the Fire Department 
shall be periods of six months, from the first of January and first 
of July in each year. 

And no member entering upon the service at the commence- 
ment of said period, shall be entitled to pay unless he serves the 
whole of said period, and in the same company in which he 
enters, except in cases of sickness, death, removal from the City, 
or other cause satisfactory to the Mayor and Aldermen. 
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In Common Council, Sept’r 14, 1843. 


The following Report and Order having been 
read, were laid on the table and ordered to be print- 
ed, together with the Remonstrance of Josiah Brad- 
lee and others, the Remonstrance of the Boston and 
Providence Rail Road Company, and the opinion 
given by the City Solicitor to the Committee on 
Public Lands upon the subject; and also his opinion 
called for at this meeting, upon the question— 
‘¢whether the City Council have any power under 
the City Charter to sell any part of the Public Lands 
west of Pleasant and south of the continuation of — 
Boylston streets.” |

The joint Committee on Public Lands to whom 
was referred the Remonstrance of Josiah Bradlee, 
Peter C. Brooks and others against the sale of the 
lands belonging to the City, West of Pleasant street, 
have examined it with the utmost deliberation and 
deeply considered the subject. 

The Board of Aldermen passed a resolve at the 
early part of the year, enjoining on your Com- 
mittee, in terms of great urgency, more efficient 
efforts to sell the Public Lands. ‘This resolve 
would doubtless have passed the Common Coun- 
cil had not objections been made that it might 
give an impression to reduce their value. It was 
therefore referred to your Committee. Your Com- 
mittee have also received other indications that 
further action was expected from your Committee ; 
and where could this action more efficiently begin 
than where purchasers could be found? The Neck 
Lands have had their day of speculation and are 
now remaining for its return, being rarely sold only 
to those who improve their own purchase. It is 
therefore with regret in bringing into market the 
saleable Lands of the City, that your Committee 
have been called to read a remonstrance of some of 
their fellow citizens against the sale of it. A review 
of the position of your Committee was due the re- 
monstrants and a notice of their reasons. 

This Land has for years past been under the con- 
sideration of the Committee on Public Lands, many 
-plans have been drawn and your Committee com- 
menced their labors this year with this subject as an 
old one, and are surprised that it was so unexpected 
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to the remonstrants. ‘The remonstrants allude to 
the contract between the City and the Roxbury Mill 
Dam Corporation, which had been noticed by your 
Committee, and, although no doubt existed in their 
minds, the opinion of the Solicitor wag requested, as 
to the legal construction of that instrument. His 
written opinion is that the land jn question is not 
‘cin front and west of said Charles street,” the limit 
defined in that contract. 

If however the City should ever build “in front 
and west of said Charles street,’”’ which your Com- 
mittee do not recommend, the Roxbury Mill Dam 
Corporation will not “be relieved from all restric- 
tions from building on their flats contiguous to the 
flats and land belonging to the City,” as the remon- 
strants state, for in no case can that Corporation 
build on this side of the channel. 

The remonstrants think, there is “no necessity 
nor special inducement for raising by these means 
the inconsiderable sum that would be realized from 
the proceeds of the sale.” ‘To your Committee it 
cannot be thought inconsiderable toward reducing 
the debt of the City. The pro rata of the tax of the 
City this year is higher than it ever has been, and 
your Committee feel called upon, in the faithful dis- 
charge of their duty, to draw from every source which 
offers, without detriment to the public welfare, to re- 
lieve this burden. 

Why should this Land remain useless any longer? 
The Common, the pride of your City, is not invaded 
by the sale. 

The continuation of Beacon street, on the North, 
does not rob it of its beauty, or deny it the genial 
air of the country. 

How can the continuation of Boylston street on 
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the South, nearly parallel with Beacon street, do 
more? $226,100 of the City debt become due, dur- 
ing the next financial year, the simple interest upon 
the value of this Land from the time it last came in 
possession of the City would amount to that sum, be- 
sides, in having this Land improved, it would add 
much taxable property to the City. Its present state 
is unworthy to be named as City Property, an un- 
sightly waste, the resort of menageries and public 
shows, and the receptacle of the dirt and filth of the 
City. It has fallen to the lot of your Committee to 
be exposed to many remonstrances and to be the 
cause of offence to a portion of their fellow citizens, 
whom it would have been a pleasure to gratify in 
giving improvements to Public Lands which have 
long been vacant; but your Committee have but 
one duty to discharge—to perform this part of their 
public administration as will best subserve the public 
interest ; and they sincerely and unanimously still 
believe that the sale of this Land will promote it. 
Your Committee cannot agree as the remonstrance 
has assumed that the Land in question has always been 
regarded as “appurtenant to the Common,” neither 
can they agree that this Land and that West of 
Charles street are ‘under the same title and none 
other as that whereby the Common strictly so called 
is held,” for within twenty years past, and after 
the adoption of the City Charter the fee of the Land 
in question belonged to private individuals, on which 
were erected high and commodious hemp. stores, 
and the circumstance that the Ordinance of 1834, 
mentions ‘flats contiguous or appurtenant” to the 
Common, while the City Charter only contains “the 
Common and Faneuil Hall,” as exemptions from 
sale, is decisive in the minds of your Committee. 
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If the Land in question is considered as coming 
within the exception of the Ordinance of 1834, 6th 
Section of the 52d Chapter, over which Land your 
Committee have no control, of course the sale of it 
will call for your approval and authority before it 
can be valid. 

This construction your Committee have not con- 
ceived to be correct and so decidedly have they been 
in their judgment that they have not presented that 
question to the Solicitor. 

But your Committee would not lightly regard the 
opinions of the remonstrants, citizens, whom they 
highly respect, neither would they wish to assume 
any power, or to act in opposition to the City Coun- 
cil, they would, therefore, report the following Or- 
der as the sense of this Committee for their future 
operation, and to confirm what has been done, the 
Committee having negociated for the sale of a part 
of the Land before the remonstrance was received, 
although it has not been consummated, waiting your 
decision.

Ordered, That the sale of a part of the Public 
Lands, West of Pleasant and South of the continua- 
tion of Boylston street, by the Committee on Public 
Lands be confirmed, and that the same Committee 
be authorized to sell such parts of the Land West of 
Pleasant and South of the continuation of Boylston 
street, as they may deem for the public interest.

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To the Honorable Mayor and Aldermen, and Common 
Council of the City of Boston. 


The undersigned beg leave respectfully to state, 
that they have learnt from the public papers, that 
it is the purpose of the Mayor and Aldermen to sell 
a portion of the City Lands lying on Pleasant street, 
and the flats reclaimed from Charles River; that 
plans are prepared for the disposal thereof, and that 
contracts have been actually made for a part of 
them. | 

That this measure is quite unexpected to the un- 
dersigned, and as they believe, to their fellow-citi- 
zens. By them a decided sense has been repeatedly 
expressed against the sale of Land westward of 
Charles street, and appurtenant to the Common, of 
which the Land in question and the flats adjacent 
have always been; and in fact are now regarded in 
common acceptation, as part and parcel. ‘They are 
held, as the undersigned believe, under the same ti- 
tle, and none other, as that whereby the Common, 
strictly so called, is held; and every reason and ob- 
jection which the citizens may be supposed to enter- 
tain against the expediency or policy of selling any 
portion of the Common, are applicable against the 
sale of the aforesaid premises. 

The undersigned are also informed, that a con- 
tract exists between the City and the Roxbury Mill 
Corporation, by the terms of which the latter will be 
relieved from all restriction from building on their 
flats contiguous to the flats and Land belonging to 
the City, in case the City or those under them should 
build upon these last mentioned; and although it 
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may not be certain and clear that the terms of that 
contract embrace the Land comprised within the said 
restriction, it is sufficient that there is room for ques- 
tion, and a source of almost certain litigation on that 
subject. ‘This consideration alone should suffice to 
induce the utmost deliberation and consultation of 
both branches of the City Government, if not of the 
citizens in public meeting, before the premises are 
sold, and thereby color and encouragement afforded 
to said corporation to proceed to cover their flats 
with buildings, and thus irrevocably and against the 
will and wishes of the citizens, defeat a purpose by 
them so explicitly avowed, of reserving the Common 
and ws appurtenances, from the sales of Public 
Lands. 

That under these circumstances, it would seem 
that nothing short of a great public exigency could 
justify those who have the care of the sales of the 
Public Lands, in adopting a measure which is so la- 
ble to objection. Whereas there is no necessity nor 
special inducement for raising by these means the 
inconsiderable sum that would be realized from the 
proceeds of the sale in question,—and that in no 
event should it be permitted without full and ample 
consideration by the whole City Government, and 
ample opportunity afforded to all the citizens to con- 
sider the proposition in its various and important 
bearings, 

They therefore most respectfully pray that all pro- 
ceedings in regard to the sale of said Land may be 
staid.

The remonstrance ‘of the President and Directors of 
the Boston and Providence Rail Road Corpora- 
tion, respectfully represents, 

That heretofore, to wit, in the year of our Lord 
seventeen hundred and ninety-four, the inhabitants 
of the then Town of Boston, in town-meeting legally 
assembled, reserved a certain lot of Land sixty feet 
wide for a street and public highway running from 
Pleasant street to the Channel, namely the Channel 
of Charles River, being on the southerly end of cer- 
tain Lands granted by the town of Boston to sundry 
persons for ropewalks, and from that time hitherto 
the same piece of Land sixty feet wide, and running 
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as aforesaid, has been known, recognized and used 
as such public street and highway, and hath never 
been discontinued, and has been staked and fenced 
out by the City, and the abutters on said street have 
derived and acquired an indefeasible right and ease- 
ment in common with all other inhabitants of the 
City of Boston in said piece of Land sixty feet wide 
and running as aforesaid, to be used perpetually as 
a street and public highway, as will appear by the 
Records of said Town of Boston, and the plan of 
said Land referred to in said Record, made by Os- 
good Carleton, on the 29th or 28th day of August, 
1794. 

That your remonstrants own a piece of Land con- 
tiguous to said sixty foot street beforementioned, 
and the same street is of great value and benefit to 
them, and that they have seen with much regret that 
the City have advertised to be sold certain pieces of 
Land, covering said sixty foot highway and street, 
and they respectfully remonstrate against such sale, 
and give express notice that they shall contest, by 
all legal means, the right of the purchasers and all 
others to incumber cor obstruct said sixty foot street, 
being the highway aforesaid “from said Pleasant 
street to the channel.” | 

And the said remonstrants respectfully request, 
that this their remonstrance may be filed of record 
by the Mayor and Aldermen, and be duly consid- 
ered, and that the sale of said sixty feet piece of 
Land, a public highway as aforesaid, may be coun- 
termanded, and never take place.

Sir, | 
I have considered the question proposed on behalf 
of your Committee, viz.—whether the City has a 
legal right to sell a portion of the Public Lands on 
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Pleasant street, which have been advertised for sale, 
and are laid down on a plan made by Alexander 
Wadsworth, dated May 11th, 1843. 

I am of opinion, that the City has a legal sight to 
sell the Lands in question, notwithstanding the sug- 
gestion now made against such right.. 

It has been suggested, that, by an indenture made 
on the Ist of February, 1827, between. the City of 
Boston and the Boston and Roxbury Mill Corpora- 
tion, the right to sell is taken away. 

The indenture referred to contains no prohibition 
of the right to sell; but, im respect to the tract of 
Land, which bounds easterly on Charles street, and 
which is the subject of the covenants in that inden- 
ture, the instrument provides, that neither the above- 
named Corporation nor their assigns ‘shall erect 
any building within said Basin [the Receiving Basin } 
in front and west of the City’s Land on Charles street, 
within the distance of one hundred rods from said 
street; unless the City or its assigns shall erect 
buildings upon their said Land in front and west of 
said Charles street ;”? and further, that ‘ neither the 
said Corporation nor their assigns, shall at any time 
erect any buildings within said Basin between said 
street and the channel immediately in front thereof, 
and west of said street, whether said City shall use 
its said Land for building or not.” 

The effect of this covenant is, not to restrict the 
City from selling the whole, or any part of the Lands 
on Charles street, but that, if the City or its assigns 
shall erect buildings on that Land, then the Boston 
and Roxbury Mill Corporation and thei assigns 
shall have the like right to build on their Land oppo- 
site to it and on the west side of the channel, but not 
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within one hundred rods, or sixteen hundred and fifty 
feet of Charles street. 

The latter provision of the above covenant may 
require a short explanation. It refers to a strip of 
Land lying on the easterly side of the channel, and 
which, upon the settling of the boundary line be- 
tween the City and the Corporation, fell within the 
bounds of the Corporation’s Land. : 

The effect of these covenants then, is— 7 

1. ‘That the Corporation agree not to build, in 
any event, unless the City or its assigns shall first 
build. ) 

2. If the Corporation or its assigns shall in such 
case build, then the strip of Land above described 
shall not be used by the Corporation, but shall revert 
to the City. 

‘As Charles street is understood to terminate 
(southerly) at the place where it meets Boylston 
street, the Lands proposed to be sold do not appear 
to be comprehended within the limits of the Land 
upon which the above indenture would operate. 

That Land is referred to, as lying “in front and 
west of the City’s Land on Charles street;” and in a 
subsequent clause of the indenture, restricting the 
Corporation as to the erection of buildings on their 
own Land opposite to that of the City, the Land of 
the Corporation west of the City’s Land is referred 
to as being “between said street and the channel 
immediately in front thereof and west of said street,” 
which description of the Corporation’s land concurs 
in defining the bounds of the City’s Land. 

But, even if the Lands proposed to be sold, could 
by legal construction be deemed a part of the Lands 
upon which the indenture is to operate—which I do 
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not think is the case—still that instrument does not 
restrict the right of selling, as I have before observed. 
It is, however, unnecessary on the present occasion, 
to decide upon the-right of the City to sell any other 
parts of its Land than the lots which have been adver- 
tised for sale, as already mentioned, and in relation 
to which I have above given my opinion.

SIR, 
Agreeably to the request made on behalf of your 
Committee, in relation to certain questions, or sug- 
gestions, which have been made since the opinion I 
formerly gave, respecting the Public Lands on Pleas- 
ant street, | now beg leave to submit such further 
views as are understood to come within the care ies 
of the Committee. | 
In respect to the suggestions which are now made, 
it does not appear to be necessary to trace back the 
history of the Lands in question beyond the year 
1794; and from that period the facts appear to be 
as follows : 
In the year 1794, several ropewalks on Pearl 
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street, were destroyed by fire ; and, in consequence 
of the general sympathy of the public for the suffer- 
ers, and a desire to secure the town from the danger 
of fire from the rebuilding of the ropewalks in the 
same place, a Committee was appointed at a town 
meeting held on the 12th day of August, 1794, to 
confer with the owners, and to have a survey made 
of the marsh at the bottom of the Common, and also 
apart of the land on Boston Neck, that might be 
sufficient for erecting the like number of rope- 
walks, &c. 

On the first day of September, 1794, the Commit- 
tee reported, that they had conferred with the pro- 
prietors ; and the Committee proposed several votes 
to be adopted, which were accordingly passed by the 
Town ; the material parts of which were—that there 
should be granted to the late owners of the rope- 
walks consumed by fire, a piece of Marsh Land and 
flats at the bottom of the Common, including the 
whole or such part of Fox Hill as might fall within 
the bounds specified in the votes; to be held by 
them severally in such parts and upon such terms 
and conditions as are set forth in the votes. 

The whole of the piece of Land granted to the 
proprietors of the ropewalks is described as follows: 
‘Beginning at the westerly end of Ridge Hill, five 
hundred feet from Beacon street, and running direct- 
ly towards Eliot street as far as the Town’s Land 
extends on the west side of Pleasant street, so as to 
leave a space of fifty feet between this line and the 
end of the rail fence projecting down from the bury- 
ing-ground on the south side of the Common; and 
then extending in width three hundred feet from the 
point at which the above described line may strike 
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upon Pleasant street; being bounded westerly 
throughout by a line run parallel with the line first 
described; and beginning at the head of the Town’s 
Land at the southerly part of the marsh, and running 
in a northerly direction until it shall meet a line 
drawn from the westerly end of Ridge Hill parallel 
with Beacon street; as is more fully described on a 
plan taken by Mr. Osgood Carlton, August 29th, 
1794. And that the said grantees be authorized and 
empowered to extend the limits of the Land hereby 
granted fifty feet westerly over the flats, they relin- 
quishing the same space on the easterly side of said 
Land, or to alter the said limits, so as to extend across 
the said marsh in a diagonal direction ; provided that 
they do not in either case come nearer than fifty feet 
to the end of the rail fence aforesaid, nor run north- 
erly so as to cross the said line to be run parallel 
with Beacon street. Reserving however sixty feet 
in width across the southerly end of said piece of 
(Land for a road from Pleasant street down to the 
channel.” 

After this vote followed several others proposed 
by the Committee, assigning six lots, of fifty feet 
each, to the individual owners, reckoning from the 
easterly side of the land (now Charles street) viz.— 
No. 1 to Isaac Davis, No. 2, to Jeffrey Richardson, 
No. 3, to Samuel Emmons, No. 4, to William and 
Archibald McNeill, No. 5, to John and Richard Cod- 
man, and No. 6, to Edward Howe. 

These several lots were granted to each of the 
respective grantees, “to hold to him and his heirs 
and assigns forever.” ‘The grants were made sub- 
ject to certain conditions, which were all complied 
with, and of which the following only have now any 
_ material bearing upon the present inquiry—viz. 
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1. That the grantees should not erect ropewalks 
on the Land in Pearl street, where their late rope- 
walks were consumed. 

2. That there shall never be any other buildings 
than ropewalks, nor more than six of them, erected 
on the Lands now granted. 

3. ‘That the heads of the ropewalks should be 
placed at the southerly end of the Lands now grant. 
ed. 

4, That they should not be more than one story 
high; with other details as to description of build- 
ings that should be allowed to be erected, &c. 

5. That the grantees should erect a sufficient 
Sea Wall the whole length of the said granted Lands 
on the westerly side thereof. 

And it was further added, that “nothing in the 
foregoing grants shall be considered as conveying 
to the said grantees or either of them any right of 
passage in any direction across the Common to or 
from the said granted Lands.” 

The Selectmen were then instructed to execute 
deeds to the grantees, with the above conditions, 
and also that they should, on behalf of the inhabi- 
tants, covenant that the ‘Town would not build any 
ropewalk on the Common, nor grant any part thereof 
for the purpose of building such walk. 

It was at the same time recommended by the 
Committee to pass a vote, ‘that the Selectmen lay 
out a road sixty feet wide [now Charles street] from 
Pleasant street along the easterly side of the Lands 
hereby granted over the marsh towards Beacon 
street, in order to meet a road that may be opened 
from West Boston Bridge.” 

This Report of the Committee was accepted by 
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the Town; the several grantees entered into pos- 
session of their respective lots, erected their rope- 
walks, and held and enjoyed their estates till the 
year 1824; when a negotiation took place between 
the City and the grantees (or their assigns) the re- 
sult of which was, that the City deemed it advisable 
to purchase the Lands in question for fifty-four thous- 
and dollars; and the requisite deeds were accord- 
ingly executed, under which the City now holds the 
Lands proposed to be sold, as well as the residue of 
the tract on Charles street called the “ ae sam 
Lands.” 

Such are the material facts in relation to the 
City’s title in this case. But the extent of the City’s 
rights on the southerly part of these Lands is called 
in question, upon grounds which wiil be presently 
adverted to; and this makes it proper to enter into 
further details. 

By the vote above stated, it will be observed, that 
the grant of the ‘Town to the ropewalk owners de- 
scribed a piece of Land beginning five hundred feet 
from Beacon street, and running southerly “as far as 
the Town’s Land extends on the west side of Pleasant 
street.”’ 

This description carries the City’s Land along 
Pleasant street, and across the open space west of | 
the Arsenal Land, as far southerly as the boundary 
line of the land known as the estate of Vose, (for- 
merly of Noah Porter) which boundary line is be- 
lieved to be ascertained. 

If, therefore, the City has not, from some cause, 
lost any of its rights in the Lands proposed to be sold, 
its title seems to be unquestionable, as far southerly 
as the boundary of Vose’s estate. 
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But it is alleged, that the City is precluded from 
exercising absolute ownership over these Lands, in 
consequence of a way or street, which is said to have 
been laid out (under the authority of the Town) over 
the southerly end of the lots granted to the owners 
of the ropewalks, that is, between the ropewalk 
buildings and the above mentioned estate of Vose. 
in support of this view, reference is made to a res- 
ervation contained in the vote by which the Lands 
were granted to the proprietors of the ropewalks. 
‘That reservation is as follows: 

‘‘ Reserving however sixty feet in width across the 
southerly end of said piece of Land for a road from 
Pleasant street to the channel.” 

To arrive at a just practical construction of this 
reservation, it will be proper to consider the actual 
state of the Lands at that period, as well as the legal 
authority of the Town, in regard to laying out pub- 
lic streets or ways over navigable waters. 

The Land was on the borders of the navigable 
waters of Back Bay, then an uninclosed arm of the 
sea; and it appears by the statements of persons who 
were knowing to the fact, that the tide waters fre- 
quently flowed up as high as the line of Charles 
street, so as at high water to cover the Lands on 
which the ropewalks were placed. 

A street, therefore, (in the words of the reserva- 
tion) ‘‘ extending from Pleasant street to the chan- 
nel,”’ even if the Town could have lawfully laid it out 
over navigable waters, would at that time to all 
practical purposes, have been useless; and, being 
thus useless, and the ‘Town having no authority to 
lay it out ‘to the channel,” or low water mark, it 
cannot be presumed, that the above reservation was 
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intended to be an actual laying out of a street at that 
time. 

. Under the facts and circumstances of the case it 
is more consistent to suppose, that the ‘Town Officers, 
or the inhabitants, made the reservation with a view 
to a prospectwe laying out at such future time as the 
public convenience should require it, rather than 
that they intended actually to lay out a street, which, 
if made according to the terms of the reservation, 
would not have been used, and which they had not 
the legal power to lay out. 

‘This construction will receive some support from 
the different phraseology used by the Committee in 
the same report in respect to laying out Charles 
street; in which last case the Committee do not 
propose “reserving” a certain breadth of Land for 
a road from Pleasant street towards West Boston 
Bridge, but a vote that the Selectmen “ lay out” such 
a way, sixty feet wide, &c. 

A further confirmation of this construction, so far 
as respects the intention of the ‘Town in this instance, 
may be derived from a report made in the year 1824 
upont he subject of selling all the Lands lying west of 
Charles street, when no objection was made to a 
sale on the ground of any existing way. 

At that time, under the administration of the Hon- 
orable Josiah Quincy as Mayor of the City, it is well 
known, that an extensive plan was proposed for the 
improvement of all those Lands by laying them out 
for building lots. ‘The subject excited the attention 
of the public ; and a special Committee of members 
from each ward of the City was appointed to con- 
sider and report upon the subject. The Committee, 
by their Chairman, the Honorable John T. Apthorp, 
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reported against a sale of the body of the Lands gen- 
erally ; but in relation to the southerly portion, em- 
bracing the parcel now proposed to be sold, they 
make the following exception: 

«These remarks, however, on this topic, do not 
apply to the whole ground. A part of the premises, 
lying south of a line beginning at a point on Charles 
street, 1,350 feet southerly from the [Mill] Dam and 
opposite to the south-west corner of the Common, 
and running westerly at an angle of 85 degrees with 
Charles street to the City Flats, may, in the opinion 
of this Committee, without disadvantage, be offered 
for sale.” 

The Committee, it is true, think there are some 
objections (which however they do not state) even 
to this limited sale ; but they add that ‘as the heads 
of the ropewalks have stood on a portion of this 
Land, less injury will arise from replacing buildings 
there, than on any other part of the Land in ques- 
tion.” 

One other fact, that is, the erection of the sea wall, 
which is mentioned as one condition of the grant to 
the ropewalk owners, is important in ascertaining the 
intent of the reservation in question. It is this; that 
the sea wall was built all along the western line of 
the ropewalk grant, and was carried southerly quite 
across the supposed way to the land of Vose before 
mentioned; and it appears, that the tide waters 
flowed up from four to six feet in depth against the 
outside of this wall, as well against that part which 
crossed the way, as in other places. 

Upon the supposition, therefore, that a way was 
laid out, we should have in the same grant one pro- 
vision establishing a way, and another for erecting a 
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wall across the same way, which would prevent its 
being used, except for the small portion of it which 
extends from Pleasant street to the wall. 

The reasons for making the reservation in question 
cannot now be known with certainty; but one of 
them may be presumed to have been this. The 
Town owned the whole tract of Land lying westerly 
of the Common; and, having granted to the rope- 
walk owners a piece running along Charles street 
as far as the ‘Town’s rights extended, they would 
thereby have excluded themselves from all conve- 
nient access in that quarter, to the Public Land or 
flats which lay westward of the ropewalk grant ; it 
was, therefore, important for them to secure the 
right of passing over that part of the Ropewalk Lands, 
in order that the town should be able at some future 
time to occupy and use the Lands or flats which they 
still retained between the ropewalks and the channel 
or low water mark. 

But that portion of the supposed way, which hes 
between Pleasant street and the sea wall, has been 
differently circumstanced from the other parts, and 
in some particulars requires a distinct consideration. 

It appears that it has been open for many years ; 
that it was used, at least for a part of the distance 
westward from Pleasant street, by the ropewalk pro- 
prietors, as long as they occupied their Lands ;— 
though it appears, also, that some of them were in 
the habit of extending platforms across it to suit their 
convenience. ‘lhe owners of the estate, called 
Vose’s, also made a partial use of it to pass and re- 
pass to and from their land, which they alleged was 
bounded on the way. 

The use of this part of the Land in question as a 
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way, has been of so long continuance, and under such 
circumstances, that I am inclined to think rights have 
been acquired, adverse to the absolute ownership of 
the City, and that it might be very doubtful, whether 
it could now be taken possession of and treated as 
the rest of the Land in question. 

To what extent westward those adverse rights 
may have been acquired, cannot be determined 
without a minute examination of such evidence as 
may be found in relation to the use of the way. 
But, if the views alone presented are well founded, 
as I think they are, there can be no ground in my 
opinion to claim the right of way over the Land 
westward of the sea wall. 

It has been suggested, that the reservation in 
question was, in law a dedication of the reserved 
Land to public use as a way or street; and a case. 
decided by the Supreme Court of this Common- 
wealth has been referred to (Hobbs vs. Lowell, 19th 
Pickering’s Reports, 405,) in support of that sug- 
gestion. 

In that case the land dedicated was the property 
of a corporation, who with the assent of the Town 
opened their land for a new street; and I believe 
the adjudged cases, in this country, are those in 
which private property has been dedicated by the 
owner to public uses; and not where a ‘Town has 
been supposed to have made the dedication. 

If a town should expressly appropriate its public 
lands for a way or street, it would seem to be much 
the same thing as laying out such way or street ; 
and, if it tacitly permits an adverse use to be made 
of its lands, rights may be acquired against a town 
as well as against an individual. 
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But, with my present views, I do not think it ne- 
cessary to decide upon the effect of applying the 
principle of legal dedication to the case under con- 
sideration. 

The result of this investigation is, that, in my 
opinion, the City has a mght to sell the Lands in 
question, if they should deem it expedient for the 
public interest; except so far as the absolute right 
of selling that part, which has been used as a way 
from Pleasant street towards the Sea Wall, may have 
been partially qualified by that use of it, and in re- 
gard to which I beg leave to refer to the remarks al- 
ready made.

SIR, 


I have received the Order of the Common 
Council requesting me to give my written opinion, 
‘‘whether the City Council have any power under 
the City Charter to sell any part of the Public Lands 
West of Pleasant Street and South of the continua- 
tion of Boylston Street”—and 1 now beg leave to 
submit the following opinion. 

Presuming, that by the terms in which the question 
is Worsted” it was not intended to inquire whether 
any express power to make sale of the Public Lands 
in question was given by the Charter, but whether it 
contained any prohibition, applicable to the present 
case, against the exercise of the general power which 
the City Council has, to sell any part of the Public 
Lands, I shall consider the subject accordingly. 

By the provision of the Charter (Section 16) the 
City Council has full power “to lease or sell” any of 
the Public Lands or Buildings, except Faneuil Hall 
and the Common. 

As therefore, the Lands now in question are not in 
any manner connected with Faneuil Hall, it follows, 
that unless they constitute a part of the Common, the 
general authority to sell would extend to them, as 
well as to any other portion of the Public Lands. 

The question under consideration, therefore, 1s 1n 
substance, whether the Lands proposed to be sold are 
a part of the Common, within the intent and mean- 
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ing of the Charter ; if they are a part of it, they can- 
not be sold, if otherwise, they may be. 

I beg leave here to observe, that with respect to a 
part of these Lands, that is, the southerly part, I have 
lately given an opinion by request of the Committee 
on Public Lands; and, as that opinion has been 
submitted to the Common Council and printed for 
their use, | ask leave on the present occasion to 
refer to it, so far as concerns that portion of the 
Lands in question. 

That the southerly part of the Rope Walk Lands 
(as they have been called) did not constitute a part 
of the Common, within the purview of the Charter 
at the time it was granted, is manifest from the fact, 
that the whole of those Lands, for nearly thirty years 
before had not been the property of the City, but of 
private individuals, and so continued for two years 
after the granting of the Charter; when they were 
repurchased by the City of those proprietors, as stat- 
ed in my former opinion above referred to. 

In respect to the other portions of those Lands, 
which the Common Council consider not to have 
been embraced in that opinion, | beg leave to sub- 
mit the following considerations. 

_ The “Common” in this City appears to have origi- 
nated in a similar manner to that which has taken 
place, generally, in the towns of this Common- 
wealth in the early periods of their settlement. 
Those Lands, which were not “allotted” to particular 
inhabitants and enclosed and occupied by them, ree 
mained open, and were denominated Common Lands, 
or Commons; in which the inhabitants at large had 
rights of common, for pasturing their cattle, or other 
purposes. In proportion as the population of the 
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towns went on increasing, and “lots” were taken up — 
by individual proprietors in the towns, the “ Com- 
mons” were, of course, constantly undergoing a re- 
duction in quantity, till they were either entirely dis- 
posed of, or in part retained and eventually appro- 
priated to other public uses than those, to which they 
had been originally applied in a more simple state 
of society. 

It may be further observed, that in this City the 
Lands on the “Neck,” as far as Roxbury, constituted 
a part of the “Commons,” and are mentioned by. 
that name in ancient conveyances. 

It does not appear, that the City, so far as can be 
now ascertained, holds the Common under a title dis- 
tinct from that under which it holds the Public Lands, 
generally, that have belonged to it from the early 
periods of its settlement. 

The first “« Planters” took possession of the whole 
peninsula of Boston, then called the “ Neck” of Land 
‘bounded by the sea or salt water on the Northerly,. 
Easterly, and Westerly sides, and by the Line of 
Roxbury on the Southerly side.” In the year 1630 
(September 7th) the General Court passed an or- 
der, that ‘‘I'rimountain shall be called Boston.’”” 
About the year 1634 (as appears by an ancient depo- 
sition of John Odlin, and other witnesses) the in- 
habitants treated with William Blackstone, a large. 
landholder of that day, ‘‘for the purchase of his es-. 
tate and right in any Lands lying within the said 
Neck of Land called Boston ;” and for a considera- 
tion paid in money, being six shillings from every 
householder, he ‘sold. to the then Inhabitants of 
said Town and their heirs and assigns forever his 
whole right and interest in all and every the Lands 
tying within said Neck”—reserving to himself how- 
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ever, some Lands which are unimportant in the pres- 
ent inquiry. In addition to this conveyance from 
Blackstone, the ‘Town many years afterwards (March 
19, 1684-5) took a deed of release from the Indian 
Sachem, “Charles Josias, otherwise called, Josias 
Wampatuck, son and heir of Josias Wampatuck, 
late Sachem of the Indians inhabiting the Massa- 
chusetts in New England, and grandson of Chicka- 
tabut, the former Sachem. This deed of release re- 
eites, that the grantor had been informed, that his 
grandfather had formerly sold to the English Plant- 
ers and Settlers” the whole Neck, tract or parcel 
“known by the name of Boston,’—that the Lands: 
had been ‘divided out among them and occupied 
and enjoyed then by them peaceably and quietly for 
about fifty and five years past,” &c.; and, this 
grantor confirmed the whole territory of the Town to. 
Elisha Cooke and others, for the use of the Inhabit- 
ants. 

After the purchase from Blackstone above men- 
tioned, as testified in the depositions above referred 


to, the Town laid out a place for a “Training 


Field ;”’ which, the witnesses add, “ever since and: 
now is used for that purpose and for the feeding of 
cattle.” 

The portion of the Common Lands thus appropri- 
ated for a Training Field, &c., has ever been under- 
stood, in a general view, to include what is now 
called, in popular language, the Common; and it 
may be presumed to have been Land of such a quali- 
ty as was suitable for the purposes of a “Training 


~ Field” and “the feeding of cattle.” 


The extent of this Training Field, or Common, 
has however varied at different periods; and the 
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changes cannot now be ascertained with precision ; 
but the following bricf statement of its history may 
afford us some aid, so far as shall be necessary in 
the present case. 

By the Town Records it appears, that. on the 
‘thirtieth day of the first month (March) 1640,” it 
was agreed” at a Town Meeting, as follows: ‘ that 
henceforth there shall be noe land granted, eyther 
for houseplott or garden, to any person, out of the 
open ground or Common ffeild, which is.left be- 
tween Centry Hill and Mr. Colbren’s End; except 
three or four lots to make up the streete from Br. 
Rob’t Walker’s to the Round Marshe.” 

The place here called Centry Ail is the same 
which has been since known as Beacon Hill; and 
Mr. Colbren, the landowner here named, had his 
house near the corner of Eliot and Washington 
street. Such appears to have been at that day, the 
extent of the Common in a Northerly and Southerly 
direction; but this appears to have undergone some 
changes at different periods afterwards, which it is 
not material to specify. its extent in a Westerly di- 
rection also, is difficult to be defined with precision; 
but a practical result, sufficient for the immediate 
purpose of the present inquiry, may, perhaps, be at- 
tained by a consideration of the nature or quality of 
the Lands, which may be supposed to have been ap- 
propriated to the particular uses which the Town 
had in view, and the manner in which the whole or 
any part of the lands Kast and West of Charles and 
Pleasant Streets have been occupied or used under 
the authority of the Town at different times. 

In the early periods of its history, a document of 
some importance is, a Lease given by the Town to 
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Governor Leverett, dated February 26th, 1665, by | 
which they leased to him, a piece of Land in this 
part of the Town, which is thus described in the 
dlease. “A parcel of land lying and being in Bos- 
ton aforesaid, called or known by the name of Fox 
Hill, with all the Marsh about the same so far as the 
salt water flowes, bounded with the highway South, 
with the Z’own’s Commons East and North, and with 
the Beach and Sea West.” 

The situation of ‘“* Fox Hill with the Marsh about 

it?’ is satisfactorily known, it being Westerly of the 
present Common and, with the Marsh, extending in 
a Southerly direction as far as the Public Lands now | 
extend on Pleasant Street, and probably, at the pe- 
riod of this ancient Lease, reaching still farther 
South. A part of the “Marsh” lay Westerly of 
Fox Hill, and a part, easterly of it, or between that 
Hill and the upland or “Common;” and this last 
mentioned part of the Marsh (or a portion of it) af- 
terwards fell within the ropewalk grant, in which 
it is described as Marsh Land. 
. At the time of this. Lease, then, the Common 
seems to have been limited on the West side by a 
boundary line, not perfectly defined, but in the gen- 
eral direction of the border of the upland, which 
could not have been far from the main course of 
Charles street, or the bottom of the Common. 

Whether any part of the Common was then en- 
closed with a fence does not appear. But about 
sixty years afterwards (March 15th, 1737,) it appears 
that a fence had been placed round it; for the Town 
then voted and ordered—“ that the openings or gaps 
which lead into the Common be made up with posts 
and a rail on the top to prevent carts, &c. from go- 
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ing over it and spoiling the herbage ;” and one of 
the Selectmen was “ desired to cause the same to be 
forthwith effected, leaving only one gap or inlet near 
the Granary to go up along by the Work House to 
Beacon street agreeable to said order.” 

From that time to the present the Land which is 
commonly called the Common has been enclosed ; 
but the borders of it have occasionally undergone 
changes with a view to improve the Common itself 
or the Streets which surround it. 

So far as the votes and acts of the Town or City 
way be of weight in determining the extent and 
meaning of the word ‘“* Common,” it may be remark- 
ed, generally, that it has been in most instances con- 
sidered to include only the Land enclosed by the 
fence ; though there are some entries in the records, 
in whicha greater extent Westward is given to it. 

In the year 1824, after the Rope Walk Lands had 
been re-purchased. by the City (as already stated) a 
plan was proposed for selling “the upland and flats 
West of Charles street;” and the City Council 
thought it expedient to. submit to the Inhabitants in 
a General Meeting, several questions on that subject. 

The first question submitted was, whether the City 
Council should have authority to sell those Lands; 
and in the second, the Common is thus described ; 
“shall they (the City Council) have authority to an- 
nex it as a condition of such sales, that the land 
known by the name of the Common and lying be- 
tween Charles, Beacon, Park, Common and Boylston . 
streets shall be forever after kept open and free of 
buildings of any kind for the use of the citizens. 

This seems to be a definite description of the 
Common as known and understood by the City Gov- 
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ment at that time. It is not material to advert to 
the decision of the inhabitants on this and other 
questions submitted to them; and the question is 
here referred to only for the description which it 
contains of the extent of the Common as then re- 
cognized. 

It has been suggested, that the Lands in question 
may be considered as a part of the Common on the 
ground of their being flats, and as such appurtenant 
to the upland called the Common, in conformity with 
the principle of the ancient Colony Ordinance re- 
specting rights in flats. 

The question now presented however, does not in 
my opinion bring the case within the principle of 
that ordinance. The flats undoubtedly were the 
property of the City, and were appurtenant to their 
upland ; but they were not the property of the City 
-as being appurtenant to the Common, as such. ‘The 
term ‘“*Common” was the name of a piece of Land 
appropriated to a specifie public use; as, at one 
time for a pasture, at another, for a training field, at 
another for a public walk, &c.; and a Common, by 
that description, would not be presumed in law to draw 
after it, as an incident, the adjacent flats, particular- 
ly if those flats were of such a nature as not to ad- 
mit of their being used and enjoyed for the purposes 
of a pasture, a training field, a public walk, &c., to 
which the Common itself was appropriated. 

The views here submitted, if well founded, super- 
sede the necessity of considering. some technical 
questions in relation to the effect of the sale and re- 
purchase of the Rope Walk Lands. And on the sub- 
ject, generally, | beg to be understood, that although 


some of the above remarks may be considered to 
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have a bearing on the subject of the Lands immedi- 
ately West of the Common, yet my opinion is intend- 
ed to be confined to the legal question distinctly sub- 
mitted by the Common Council, which by its terms 
is limited to the Lands “ West of Pleasant-.street and 
South of the continuation of Boylston street ;’’ and 
in respect to these Lands, my opinion is, that the City 
has a legal right to sell them, subject to the qualifica- 
tion arising from the use of the way over the South- 
erly end between Pleasant street and the Sea Wall, 
which was considered in my former opinion.

Resolved, ‘Yhat, in addition to its more general 
duties, it is deemed to be the province of the Com- 
mittee on the Gaol, the Houses of Correction In- 
dustry and Reformation, to provide plans or select a 
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model, and to designate a site, for any Goal, House of 
Correction, or of Industry and Reformation, which 
it may be determined hereafter to erect; and also 
fer any alteration or enlargement of the present 
buildings, which it shall be in contemplation to make ; 
and to report the same for the action of the City 
Council. And for the more satisfactory discharge of 
these duties so far as they relate to these establish- 
ments, other than the Gaol, it is recommended to 
said Committee to confer with the overseers of the 
House of Correction, or with the Directors of the 
Houses of Industry and Reformation, as the case 
may be.

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AN ORDINANCE 
Concerning the sale of the Public Buildings. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. Whenever the City Council shall or- 
2, der the sale of any building, or of any land ap- 
3 purtenant thereto, belonging to the City ; and 
. 4 whenever the said Council shall order the pur- 
5 chase of any land, for the purpose of erecting any 
6 building thereon, such sale and purchase shall be 
7 made under the direction of the Standing Com- 
8 mittee of the City Council on Public Buildings. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any buildings, or any land 
2 appurtenant thereto, belonging to the City, shall 
3 be ordered, by the said Council, to be sold, for the 
4 purpose of defraying the cost of any buildings 
5 about to be erected, for public uses, the receipts 
6 in money on account of such sale, shall, as far as 
7 may be sufficient for that purpose, be applied to 
8 the payment of the cost of erecting such building. 

Sect. 3. So much of the Ordinance passed 
2, March 10, 1834, entitled ‘an Ordinance concern- 
3 ing the Public Loans and Reduction of the City 
4, Debt,” as is inconsistent with the provisions of 
5 this Ordinance, is hereby repealed.

The Joint Committee on Public Lands, who, un- 
der the order of the City Council of 21st instant, 
was requested to inquire and report under what title 
the “ Common” was acquired, and what was the ex- 
tent of the grant, have attended to that duty, and 
ask leave to present their report, the result of much 
research, which was exclusively confined to the 
records of Boston. Your Committee are unable to 
discover any other title to the “Common” than that 
by which the entire territory of the «* Neck,” as Bos- 
ton was then called, is held. ‘The quitclaim of the 
Sachem Josias Wampatuck, dated March 19th, 1684, 
confirms the “gift, bargain or sale” of the Grand 
Sachem Chickatabut his grandfather which he « did 
give, grant, sell and confirm unto the English plan- 
ters and settlers ‘all that Neck and tract of Land 
now called and known by the name of the Town of 
Boston, and all other Lands whatsoever with the said 
township and precincts thereof Easterly and South- 
erly of and from Charles River, with all and every the 
housing, buildings and improvements thereupon and 
on every part and parcel thereof and the Island call- 
ed Deer Island and the the buildings thereon.” In 
this instrument the Common was included. 

There is “the deposition of John Odlin aged 
about 82 years, Robert Walker aged about 78 years, 
Francis Hudson aged about 66 years and William 
Lytherland aged about 76 years. These deponents 
being ancient Dwellers and Inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston in New England from the time of the 
first planting and settling thereof and continuing 
so at this day, do jointly testify and depose that in 
or about the yéar of our Lord one thousand six hun- 
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dred and thirty-four, the then present Inhabitants of 
said Town of Boston did treat and agree with Mr. 
Wiliam Blackstone for the purchase of his estate 
and rights in any Land lying within the said Neck 
of Land called Boston. And for said purchase 
agreed that every householder should pay six shil- 
lings which was accordingly collected, none paying 
less. Some considerable more than six shillings and 
the said sum collected was delivered and paid to Mr. 
Blackstone to his full content and satisfaction, in 
- eonsideration whereof, he sold unto the then Inhabit- 
ants of said ‘Town their heirs and assigns forever his. 
whole right and interest in all and every of the Lands. 
lying within said Neck, reserving only unto himself 
about six acres of Land on the point commonly call- 
ed Blackstone Point on part whereof his then dwel- 
ling house stood. After which purchase the Town 
laid out a place for a training field, which ever since 
and now is used for that purpose and for the feeding 
of cattle.” ‘The four deponants abovenamed made 
oath to this deposition before S. Bradstreet, Gover- 
nor. June 10th, 1684. ‘There is on record the fol- 
lowing which does not conflict with the above depo- 
sition as it does not say how long after 1634, before 
the training field was laid out. 
30th Ist Mo., March, 1660. At a meeting this 
day of Mr. John Winthrope, Governor; Capt. Ed- 
ward Gibbon, Mr. Wiliam Coulbourne, Mr. William 
Ting, Mr. John Logan and Jacob. Elyott, also 
agreed upon that henceforth there should be no 
Land granted either for house platts or garden to 
any person out of the open ground or Common field. 
which is left between the Centry Hilland Mr. Coul- 
bourne’s end, except 3 or 4 lottes to make up the 
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Street from brother Robert Watkens to the round 
Marsh.” 

It is beyond the power of your Committee to say 
what was the precise ‘extent of the grant’ for the 
“‘ Common field.” ‘‘Centry Hill” afterwards called 
Beacon Hill marked a Northerly portion of it and 
the Land of Mr. Coulbourne a prominant inhabitant 
of the Trimountain, located in the neighborhood of 
Elliot and Castle street, on which he had his resi- 
dence, appears to have marked the Southern limits. 
The bounds on the West can be definitely marked 
and can be no more fully expressed than in the words 
of alease from the Selectmen of the Town of Boston, 
dated Feb. 26th, 1665, wherein they ‘‘ do demise, grant 
and farm let unto the said Major General John Ley- 
erett a parcel of Land lying and being in Boston 
aforesaid, called or known by the name.of Fox Hill, 
with all the marsh about the same so far as the salt 
water flows bounded with the highway South, with 
the Town Common East and North and with the 
Beach and Sea West, to have and to hold the said 
Land called Fox Hill with the said marsh as before 
bounded, and the said Major General John Leverett 
his executors, administrators and assigns from the 
first of March next ensuing, the date hereof until the 
end and term of forty years be fully completed and 
ended, yealing and paying therefor yearly during the 
said term upon the first of March in every year the 
sum of thirty shillings in current money,” provided, 
&c., «that the inhabitants of said Town shall have 
full liberty at any time or times convenient within 
the said term to fetch sand or clay from said Hill, 
provided they shut such gates or put up such bars as: 
shall be made for a way to said Hill.” 

In relation to the Northeasterly side of the Genre 
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mon it appears that 5th 9 Mo. 1660. At a Town 

Meeting, ‘‘it was Ordered that the Selectmen should 
have power to make use of a piece of ground on the 
Common for erecting an Alms House upon, with 
suitable accommodations or to exchange a piece of 
the Town’s Land for a place more convenient. It 
was also voted by the Selectmen, October 29, 1677. 
‘‘ Granted and ordered Mr. John Woodmansey to re- 
move the fence of the new burying ground out into 
the Common about fifty feet as staked out,’? mean- 
ing the Granary burying ground. 

The following refers to the foundation of the 
Adams School, which appears on the Map of 1722, as 
on the Southerly Margin of the Common. | 

May 15, 1717, the freeholders ‘“ Voted an ac- 
ceptance of the Report of the Committee appointed 
to consider of a suitable place for a School House 
at the South part of the town, and that it be left to 
the Selectmen to set out a convenient piece of land 
accordingly, viz: upon the Common adjoining to 
Cowell’s lot, over against Mr. Wainwrights.” 

The following relates to a fence, ‘* Whereas the 
inhabitants in town meeting assembled, the 14th of 
March, 1737, Voted and ordered, the openings or 
gaps which lead into the Common be made up with 
posts, and a rail on the top to prevent carts from 
going over it and spoiling the herbage! Voted that 
Mr. Callson be and hereby is desired to cause the 
same to be forthwith effected, leaving only one gap 
or inlet near the Granary to go up along by the Work 
House to Beacon Street.

March 28, 1748, the Committee reported to the 
town “that a piece of ground at the lower end of 
the Common adjoining the pasture belonging to 
Hon. James Allen is a place the most convenient for 
a burying ground,” and Junee9, 1756, the piece was — 
purchased for that purpose, Easterly on land set off 
to Mrs. Martha Allen 320 feet, Southerly on Frog 
lane 321 feet, Westerly on the Common or Training 
Field 355 feet, and Northerly on the Common, &c. 
189% feet. 

In 1787 the town purchased of William Foster, 
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East on the high way 324 feet, North on the Com- 
mon 290 feet, Westerly on the new Burying Ground 
302 feet, Southerly on Pleasant street 281 feet. 
September Ist, 1794, the town ‘voted that the Se- 
lectmen lay out a road sixty feet wide from Pleasant 
street, along the Easterly side of Land recently 


granted over the marsh towards Beacon street, in » 


order to meet a road that may be opened from West 
Boston Bridge. 

July 6, 1803, the Selectmen voted that the Trus- 
tees of the Association for the town improvements 
have liberty to proceed to form and complete 100 
feet in length of the new Street leading from Pleas- 
ant street to Beacon street, parallel with the Rope 
Walks, and that the pound be removed from the 
street to the Common. 

June 11, 1812. Selectmen ‘voted to have the 
the street next to the Rope Walks at the bottom of 
the Common raised so as to form a foot path 6 feet 
wide with a row of timber on each side, and filled 
between with gravel as a further security against 
high tides.”

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{In compliance with the regulations of the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital, the undersigned presents this 
‘report of the general state of the Hospital and 
condition of the inmates.” 

The present Superintendent entered on the duties 
of his office October 22d, 1842. It will appear, 
therefore, that this report, in respect to some of its 
details, embraces a period of only eight months and 
a few days: though, to give other particulars of 
more or less interest, it is thought proper to go back 
to the opening of the Hospital. 

It is not intended by the tables here given, to ex- 
hibit results and circumstances such as may be of 
especial interest to the statistical inquirer; as such 
an attempt, if from no other cause, would, from the 
inconsiderable data afforded by the annual record of 
so small an establishment, be futile, to say the least ; 
it is simply designed to show those most interested 
in this Hospital, its true progress and condition dur- 
ing the few months that have passed. 

By reverting to the records of this Institution it 
appears, that from July Ist, 1840, to July Ist, 1841, 
49 patients were admitted,—from July Ist, 1841, to 
July Ist, 1842, 44 were admitted, and that, from the 
last date to July Ist of this year, 62 were received. 
This, for a Hospital of so limited capacity, is a very 
considerable increase on the number of former 
years. Fortunately, however, the number of those 
discharged recovered and improved has kept about 
an even pace with the admissions; and though the 
house is always full, it is not crowded. 

From the first table it will be seen how large is 
the proportion of foreigners cast upon the humanity 
ef our City, and provided for in one of its institu. 
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tutions during a single year. ‘The natives of our 
own State, enumerated above, are those who are 
known to have been born in this State, but whose 
settlement therein cannot be ascertained. They 
were residents of the City at the time of their com- 
mitment to this Hospital. The citizens of Boston, 
patients here, are, for the most part, those whose 
friends had provided for their support in other in- 
sane asylums until all hope of their recovery was ex- 
tinguished, and the burden of their further mainte- 
nance had begun to be too oppressive. ‘This last 
remark apples with equal truth to many of the 
aliens, as also to those received from our own or 
other of the United States. 

In connection with table 2, it may be ai oak 
that, according to the customary division, the cases 
of insanity of less duration than one year have been 
21: of cases of more than one year and less than 
five there have been 12, of more than five years 3, 
of more than ten years, 1:—of those, the duration 
of whose insanity is unknown, 3. With but two ex- 
ceptions none of the 21 cases of less duration than 
one year had been in any other Public Institution. 
One of these was sent here from the House of Cor- 
rection; the other from the House of Industry. 
Seven of these individuals had been subjects of in- 
sanity at longer or shorter periods. They had been 
restored, but fresh attacks of the malady had supet- 
vened. The remaining 12 had never before been 
insane, nor had they been subjected to any well di- 
rected treatment. | 

Of the 12 who had been insane more than one 
year and less than five years, 2 had been received 
from the House of Industry, 3 had been inmates of 
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the McLean Asylum, and one of the State Lunatic 
Hospital. _ ‘The six remaining, had not before been 
treated in any Institution. Of the three who had 
been deranged over five years, one had been, first 
in the House of Industry, then in this Hospital, then 
at the State Lunatic Hospital, then in the House of 
Correction; from which she was removed to this 
House. Another had been 18 months in the McLean 
Asylum ; and the last had twice before been resident 
in this Hospital. 

The only one who had- been insane more than 
ten years was sent here from a House of Correction. 
Her case is interesting, in so far as it shows how ev- 
idently her insanity was caused and continued by 
disorder of the function of menstruation: the regular- 
ity of which having been established, she is now 
restored to soundness of body and of mind. 

Of the three, the duration of whose insanity can 
not be ascertained, one is known to have been in- 
sane many years. She came to this House from the 
House of Industry. Another was arrested in the 
streets of the City, and sent to the House of Cor- 
rection, as a vagabond; from which place he was 
brought here. Nothing can be ascertained of the 
history of his case. ‘The last to be mentioned is a 
man apparently friendless; and the only circum- 
stance known concerning him is, that he was a few 
months ago brought out of a ‘“ Miller meeting” a per- 
fect madman, raving about the immediate destruction 
of all things. 

It is a most melancholy consideration that of the 
108 patients who remain, probably not more than 
ten will ever recover. 


A glance at the tables ‘ occupation,’ and: cdepres 
3 
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of education’ will show what was the condition of 
our patients when they were in possession of sound 
minds. ‘They were, with one exception, (the quack 
doctor,) all earning their bread by the sweat of the 
brow—persons of small means, and of little or no 
education—with no relish for the elegancies of life 
—nor were they to be diverted by the thousand re- 
creations of educated and refined society. It 1s not 
easy, as may readily be supposed, to combat insanity 
in such individuals with those weapons and applian- 
ces that are found to be so successful with a very 
different class of patients in other Lunatic Hospitals. 


It appears from table 7, that of the 38 discharged, 
22 have been restored: of these 


16 had been insane before admission from 1 to 4 


weeks.

Of the 2 discharged as improved, one had been 
insane six weeks previous to admission, and had 
been resident here two months. Had she been per- 
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mitted to remain, she would doubtless have recover- 
ed ina few months more. Her brother came from 
Ireland for her, and took her back to that country. 

The other had been insane three years before ad- 
mission, and resident here three and a half years. 
It is by no means probable that in this case recovery 
would ever have taken place; as the duration of the 
disease, the advanced age, and the infirmities of the 
body precluded that hope. 

Of the five discharged as unimproved, three had 
been insane during the several periods of 7, 20 and 
26 years; and each resident here over three years. 
They were sent to the House’ of Industry being 
quiet and incurable; that more room might be found 
in the Hospital for new comers. Another, who had 
been insane four years at least, and an inmate here 
three years, being furiously mad, noisy and exceed- 
ingly filthy in person and in speech, was sent by or- 
der of the Municipal Court to the State Lunatic 
Hospital. She was returned one month aiter, and 
now, as before, is the source of much trouble to all 
in the House who are compelled to live near her. 
The only other discharged as unimproved, had been 
deranged three months before admission, and resi- 
dent here eleven months. She was a patient whose 
friends desired her removal, that they might the bet- 
ter perform towards her the last duties of affection- 
ate kindred—she being in the lowest stage of con- 
sumption. 

In regard to the Deaths, it may be remarked, that 
the causes have been, with a single exception, such 
as usually swell the lists of deaths in all pauper Luna- 
tic Hospitals. ‘The exception referred to is that of a 
man of exceedingly intemperate habits, who was

brought here in the gangrenous stage of erysipelas. 
He died six days after entrance. He had been in- 
sane three months previous to admission. 

it is much to be regretted, that, with their capac- 
ity for labor, as shown by table 12, so little oppor- 
tunity is afforded the patients for employment. 
verage number constantly occupied in and 
the Hospital buildings is not more than twelve. 
There are several females who are engaged in sew- 
ing, knitting, scouring, washing or ironing at differ- 
ent and irregular periods; but never are there more 
than seven or eight for whom regular employment 
can be provided. A few of the males perform the 
more laborious requirements of the House; the re- 
mainder lead comparatively a very inactive life, not- 
withstanding the efforts made to engage them in 
light occupations or amusements. . In view of these 
circumstances, the Superintendent has considered 
numerous plans for occupying and amusing the 
minds of the patients in addition to those now adopt- 
ed. And among other modes of accomplishing the 
object in view, he would beg leave to suggest’to the 
City Council the practicability of removing the 
barns and outhouses belonging to the House of In- 
dustry, which now stand in front of the Lunatic 
Hospital, and of extending the limits of the land on 
which the Hospital is situated beyond the site of 
those buildings. He is aware of the expense in- 
volved in such a step; but at the same time is con- 
yinced of the necessity of the measure, arising from 
the need of a proper amount of labor and exercise, 
in which the patients cannot be engaged, while in 
the contracted space they now occupy. It is un- 
necessary at this late day, when the general princi- 
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ples of the treatment of insanity are so well known, 
to enter upon an argument. to prove the absolute 
necessity of occupation of some kind as a remedial 
means to be resorted to for the mitigation of this di- 
rest of human diseases. It is only necessary to 
show how small is the space enclosed for the use of 
this Hospital, to convince any one of the need we 
are in for more land, in the cultivation of which our 
male inmates may find active empioyment, and in 
the circuit of which the female patients may have 
better opportunities for exercise and enjoyment in 
the fresh air. 

The enclosure comprises five acres. The Hos- 
pital, with all the out buildings, yards, paths and 
wharf occupy three fifths of this space; so that only 
two fifths remain for cultivation—a much less quan- 
tity of land than is to be found attached to any In- 
sane Institution in this country. 

On mature reflection, it seems that this_ difficulty 
could easily be overcome by the removal of the 
barns, sheds, slaughter house, piggery, &c., connect- 
ed with the House of Industry, and which occupy 
some of the best land within the stockade, to a spot 
back of that edifice, which is comparatively unprofit- 
able. ‘These buildings being removed, the garden 
of the Lunatic Hospital may be extended in the form 
of a parallelogram to the southern line of the gar- 
dens of the House of Correction and the House of 
Industry. 

By this alteration much advantage would be gain- 
ed to the Hospital in various ways. Besides the 
benefit of labor and exercise accruing to the pa- 
tients, a great portion of the vegetables such as are 
now purchased in the market for the use of the 
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House, might be raiscd on these grounds, and the 
Hospital expenditures thereby lessened. ‘The exten- 
ded limits would permit the enjoyment of greater 
liberty to all the inmates, and consequently the feel- 
ing they so often express, that they are imprisoned, 
would, to a greater extent, be done away. ‘The disa- 
greeable necessity also of passing these buildings, 
now the depositories of much that is offensive to the 
sight and smell, would be obviated. 

I:xperience has taught those who have the man- 
agement of Hospitals for the Insane the benefit to 
their patients of a sold and nutritious diet.. The 
good effect of such a diet has been shown in the 
support administered, in the chronic forms of insan- 
ity particularly, to the body enervated by the con- 
stant attrition, so to speak, of mind upon matter. 
‘This frail body—this “ harp of a thousand strings,” 
played on as it is among the insane by a mind un- 
conscious of any inharmonious action, fast wears 
away in the unequal strife. In this condition nature 
calls for more exercise of the animal functions, and 
the call being answered in a measure by a supply of 
nutriment, the mental operations go on, if not more 
harmoniously, more quietly, and a degree of com- 
fort is experienced by the incurable even, which the 
materia medica never could afford. 

Entertaining similar views, the Board of Visitors 
of this House, on the Ist of May last, directed an 
alteration to be made in the diet of the patients. To 
make this change more apparent, the old and the 
new diet table are here given. ‘The result thus far 
has proved favorable. The querulousness of a 
former period, as to articles of food, has for the most 
part subsided. ‘The patients seem more contented 
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in other respects; and now, when sickness invades 
our habitation, more stamina of constitution is found 
wherewith disease can less successfully cope. 

The great want of this Institution is a small build- 
ing to contain ten or twelve rooms for the tempo- 
rary seclusion of such patients as may be subject to 
violent paroxysms of madness. ‘Though the law of 
the State will not permit any patients who are * fu- 
riously mad” to be sent here, yet there are many of 
those who are received, that are liable at any hour 
to become violent, and whose condition requires 
them to be occasionally secluded. In this seclusion, 
however, they are not entirely separated from the 
peaceable patients, or from those for whom there is 
hope of recovery. ‘These often become highly excited 
from the noisy conduct of the former; and so much 
and so often is this the case, that it is feared there’ 
have been some whose recovery has not only been 
retarded but rendered absolutely hopeless. 

In reviewing the condition of the Hospital during 
the past eight months, much is found for which sin- 
cere gratitude is due to the Father of Mercies. 
Health has prevailed to a very great extent. Con- 
tagious disease, which has been rife about us, has 
spared the generally feeble frame of most of the in- 
mates. The appearance of Erysipelas in the House 
has created some uneasiness, on account of its ap- 
parently contagious character; and because, among 
lunatics, it usually assumes its worst form; their 
general constitution, as has been remarked by emi- 
nent observers, predisposing them to its attacks. 
This disease however generally proved manageable, 
yielding without difficulty to a tonic treatment. 

The Influenza visited us, and many of the inmates 
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were seized with it; but it readily gave way to treat- 
ment, and left no deep traces of its attack. No ac- 
cident of any kind has occurred among us; and no 
long protracted illness has been added to the dis- 
tresses of any of these most burdened of our fellow 
men. | 

The general treatment, both moral and medicinal, 
of the insane, has been the same asin other estab- 
lishments of the kind, adapted to the different cir- 
cumstances and kinds of mental disorder in each 
case. It must seem obvious to all Christians, let the 
world at large conduct as it may; and let the multi- 
tude deny the mild and cheering influence of Chris- 
tianity, as it bears on the condition of every member 
of society, that the principles of the Gospel, and 
_the maxims therein contaimed, point out the only 
safe mode of procedure in our intercourse with our 
insane brethren. We can disregard these maxims in 
relation to the sane minds about us, and yet sustain 
what the world may calla good character ; but among 
the insane, nothing will succeed in calming their 
turbulence or restoring them to reason but the most 
honest expression of benevolence, and the exhibition 
of the sincerest sympathy. No concealment, no 
artifice, no form of tyranny, no display of brute 
force—nothing in short will control them like the 
conviction, which, strange as it may appear, many 
of them are capable of possessing, that, in our at- 
tempts to govern them, we are practising the pre- 
cept, ‘whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them.’ 

Our thanks are due to many kind friends for their 
continued favors to the patients. And chiefly are 
we obliged to the Rev. Louis Dwight, who, in the 
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absence of any re gular Chaplain, so often performs 
a Sabbath service in the Chapel of the Institution, 
without any reward, if we except the conscious 
pleasure and assurance he must possess of having 
often mitigated the sorrow, and calmed the turbulent 
spirit of his hearers. 

To the Publishers of the ‘Christian Witness,” the 
«N. KE. Puritan,” ‘Zion’s Herald,” “ Christian 
Watchman,” the “ Asylum Journal,” and the “ Mis- 
sionary Herald,” our gratitude is also due, for the 
constant gratuitous supply of their publications. 

The visits of the Hon. Amos Lawrence are also 
remembered with pleasure, attended as they always 
are, with some tangible proof of his interest in the 
Institution. 

The present of a large number of picture books 
from Messrs. Tappan & Dennett, has contributed 
in a great degree, simple as the means may seem, to 
the amusement of the patients. These gentlemen 
have our thanks. 

The Superintendent cannot let this opportunity 
pass, without expressing his gratitude for the meas- 
ure of confidence and support he has received from 
the Honorable Board of Visitors, as also from the 
Superintendents of the other Houses, without which, 
with the responsible duties resting on him, not only 
as the head of this, but as the Physician to all the 
other Public Institutions within the stockade, he 
could not have been sustained thus far. That he 
may merit a continuance of this support, he wil] 
anxiously and assiduously strive. 

It may be gratifying to those interested to know, 
that perfect harmony of purpose and of fecling reigns 


throughout our habitation. But one and the same

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object seems resting upon all minds—that of secur- 
ing the confidence and good will of the patients and 
_ of each other; and thus endeavoring, in the best, 
and indeed the only way, to forward the great design 
- for which this Hospital was erected.

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The Committee on the Public Lands, having exam- 
ined with much consideration the remonstrance of 
the Boston and Providence Rail Road Corpora- 
tion, and bestowed much time and attention on 
the subject, submit their

Your Committee are much surprised at the claim 
of the remonstrants, when plans of the Land contigu- 
ous to their depot, have been drawn from time to 
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time by different surveyors under different Commit- 
tees, and that every report and plan have presented 
it perfectly unincumbered with any street as is now 
alleged to be there by the remonstrants. This year 
distinct plans were designed not very dissimilar from 
former ones; t:ey have been. exposed to the obser- 
vation of any one interested, and often the judg- 
ment of occasional visitors who are versed in that 
business has been solicited in maturing the most eligi- 
ble design, embracing profit and improvement for 
the City. Your Committee are gratified in having 
it in their power to say that the President, whose 
sig ature as such is borne upon the remonstrance, 
ea ‘ed upon the Mayor, and the Chairman of your 
Committee happened to be present. He inquired 
respecting the Land. The plan was shown him. 
No objection fell from his lips, but he casually ob- 
served he should like. to know when it would be rea- 
dy for sale, as the corporation would need, or-might 
want two or three lots. No suggestion or suspicion 
reached the ears of your Committee of any en- 
crcachment. No intimation escaped that highly re- 
spectable gentleman as he deliberately viewed the 
plan. A most respectful attention would have been 
given to any notice of an infringement of the rights. _ 
of the remonstrants, notwithstanding the objections 
and obstacles which were incessantly retarding the 
labor of your Committee, in prosecution of their ob- 
ject. ‘The first plan was executed in May, and the 
prominent bounds staked out. On the 5th of Au- 
gust, the Land was advertised. Communications 
immediately appeared in the public prints, informing 
the community of the danger which threatened the 
Common, by the sale of the Land. Minimum pri- 
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ces were affixed to the lots, and as customers ap- 
peared, but no one appearing in behalf of the re- 
monstrants, it was voted that the Superintendent 
should notify them that the Land was ready for sale. 
At a meeting of the Committee on the 20th of Au- 
gust, the Superintendent reported that he went to 
the office of the remonstrants and asked for the Su- 
perintendent, that he was absent; he then saw tne 
Treasurer and notified him accordingly. Your 
Committee, from the silence that still followed, con- 
cluded that the remonstrants did not require ‘any of 
the lots, presuming that the publicity which had 
been given to the subject by advertisement, anony- 
mous writers, and the official notice to the Treasur- 
er, (the President living in New Bedford,) would 
have induced them to appear as purchasers, if they 
needed the Land. A portion of the lots were shortly 
sold. On the 28th of August, two of the Directors 
ef the remonstrants called at the City Hall and saw 
the Chairman of your Committee and the Superin- 
tendent; they expressed a wish to have the sale an- 
nulled, but that they did not wish the City should 
lose the sale of the Land, for the corporation would 
take it atthe same price and on the same terms. Your 
Committee entertain a deep interest in every object 
that gives facility to the citizens and improvement to 
the condition of the City. Such they view the en- 
terprize of the remonstrants, and it was with those 
feelings your Committee held a special meeting, by 
request of the President of the remonstrants, at _ 
which every member of your Committee was pres-_ 
ent. That interview resulted ina manifestation of 
the wishes of the remonstrants to purchase a portion 
of the Land contiguous to their Depot, if it was not 
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actually sold. After further conversation, the Chair- 
man asked the Committee of the remonstrants if 
they would purchase all the lots now sold if the 
sale should from any cause be annulled. Two of 
the gentlemen of the Committee replied with but 
sheht hesitation, in the affirmative. ‘Lhe President, 
who gave the last reply to the question, qualified his 
answer by observing that they would take them on 
one condition. He said he had understood, or that 
it had been intimated, that there was a street there, 
but if it was not so, they would take the lots. ‘Lhis 
was the first intimation that your Committee receiv- 
ed of any such claim. After the Committee of the 
remonstrants had retired, your Committee, with 
much solicitude to act impartially, and with justice 
to all parties, weighed the question whether the ne- 
gociation which had been closed could honorably be 
annulled. Your Committee could not discover sufli- 
cient reason by which they could uprightly annul the 
sale. ‘Timely notice had been given to the public, 
‘and special notice to the remonstrants. 

Since this interview, your Committee have had no 
communication with the remonstrants. ‘They re- 
gret the present posture of the case, but the attitude 
which the remonstrants have assumed demands of 
your Committee an expression of what they believed 
to be justice to the City. Your Committee have re- 
ceived oral evidence from past members of the Town 
and City government of notice of encroachment 
upon said Land, which has from time to time been 
given to the past owners of the estate which is now 
owned by the remonstrants, and similar notice which 
has been given to them, and they have found not a 
little to dissipate all doubts upon the subject. 
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In 1826, a gun-house was partly placed upon the 
supposed street, near Pleasant street, and no com- 
plaint known to your Committee, was made against 
it. Carpenter’s shops have also been similarly plac- 
ed thereon. April 23, 1832, Josiah Vose, the gran- 
tor of the estate to the remonstrants, now used for 
the Depot, petitioned with others “that the line of 
their Land situated on the Westerly side of Pleasant 
street adjoining the street Southerly of the Ropewalk 
Lands may be defined.” It was committed and a re- 
port was made May 21, that they had received of 8. 
P. Fuller an accompanying statement for record, 
which statement mentions that the description as 
copied from a deed of the Land from Bowers to 
Cotting in 1801, is that it is bounded Northerly on 
a new street laid out between said Land and the 
Ropewalks, 160 feet, &c.; but Mr. Fuller’s statement 
which was then voted should be a record, distinctly 
states, “It does not appear. however, that a street 
was ever laid out between the above Land and the 
Ropewalks as they formerly stood,” and “ that the 
following line is the correct dividing line between 
the Land of Josiah Vose and the Land belonging to 
the City of Boston. Beginning at the North-easter- 
ly corner of Land conveyed by Bowers to Cotting, 
according to the deed referred to, from thence 
running Westerly by the Northerly line of said 
Land 160 feet.” ‘This occurred but the year before 
the remonstrants purchased of said Vose, and the 
description used in their deed then given, August 3, 
1833, is ‘“‘ Northerly on a supposed passage-way or 
street, (but not warranted to be either one or the 
other, so as to ground any claim upon me or James 
W. Vose, for a street or passage-way there) measur- 
ing on said Northerly side, 160 feet.” 
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October 13, 1836, a Committee was deputed to 
ascertain respecting the boundary line of the Land 
of the Remonstrants and “whether the said Com- 
pany have made any encroachments on the City 
Land, &c.” That Committee reported December 
19, “that the Boston and Providence Rail Road 
Company have enclosed by a fence about 2,000 feet 
of land belonging to the City, say 19 feet, 4 inches 
on Pleasant street, running Westerly 205 feet to a 
point of 3 inches.” ‘The report was accepted with 
the passage of an Order “ ‘That the Mayor be au- 
thorized and requested to notify the said Company 
to remove the fence and other obstructions from the 
City Land.” This fence was placed over what is 
now called by the remonstrants a street, and it will 
be perceived would allow an entrance to the Land of 
the remonstrants direct from Pleasant street without 
using what they call the street as such. ‘This fence 
was removed according to an order of the City, and 
the present Superintendent of the Public Lands was 
the mechanic who officiated in performing that ser- 
vice. ‘The remonstrants assert that the said street 
‘‘has been staked and fenced out by the City.” 
This your Committee find to be an error. ‘There is 
a grass plot which is enclosed, but the fence has no 


reference to any street, leaving a space varying from 


60 feet in-width between the fence Land and of the 
remonstrants. After much consultation and confer- 
ring with the Solicitor, whose only doubt was as to 
the extent of the supposed way, which is at most but 
a short distance from Pleasant street, they are de- 
cided that no time is more propitious than the pres- 
ent for meeting the protest of the remonstrants, 
for much Land has been lost tothe City by procras- 
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tination and indifference. Your Committee con- 
ceive it might be deemed negligence on their part, 
after so full an investigation of the subject, and sur- 
rounded by such testimony, did they not consider 
this piece of Land the property of the City. The 
time of your Committee has been much employed 
in research and various other duties in connexion 
with the sale of Land, they however have felt the 
importance of offering a report in reply to the re- 
monstrance and of stating that if the sale of the bal- 
ance of the “said 60 feet piece of Land” should 
not take place when the rest is sold, it will not 
be from any intention of your Committee to con- 
sider it a street; or to have it reserved, unless the 
City Council in their wisdom should order your 
Committee to do so. It must be obvious how un- 
profitable it would be to lay out the Land now to be 
sold in a different manner. Such are the views 
which your Committee have felt it to be their duty to 
present, in relation to the rights of the City, and the 
statements and conclusions contained in the remon- 
strance which has been committed to them, to which 
statements and conclusions, however sincerely they 
may be entertained by the remonstrants, your: Com- 
mittee cannot yield their assent, and with this ex- 
pression of their views, your Committee ask leave to 
be discharged from any further consideration of the 
subject.

The Joint Committee to whom was referred the 
Order of June 6, in relation to the claim of the 
City to the land now occupied by the State for an 
Arsenal, ask leave to : 


REPORT: 


That on the 13th of September, 1798, General 
Amasa Davis, the then Quarter Master General, ap- 
applied to the Selectmen of the Town of Boston, to 
be “accommodated with a piece of ground” for the 
purpose of building “a State Store” to cover ‘the 
Field Artillery and housing the most valuable Mili- 
tary Stores” belonging to the Commonwealth. On 
the 21st November, 1798, the ‘Town passed the fol- 
lowing vote, on the petition of General Amasa Da- 
vis, &c. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and em- 
powered to accommodate Amasa Davis, Esq., Quar- 
ter Master General, with a piece of land, sufficient 
whereon to erect suitable buildings for the purpose 
of covering the Field Artillery and housing the most 
valuable Sores as prayed for by him, from the south- 
westerly part of the Common, from the land owned 
by the Town fronting on Pleasant Street and. but- 
ting easterly on Torrey’s Pasture, so called. Under 
this vote of the Town, General Davis took posses- 
sion of the land so granted and erected a building 
for the purposes of an Arsenal. In the year 183], a 
negotiation was entered into between the State by 
Commissioners appointed for that purpose, and the 
then City Government, for a relinquishment on the 
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part of the State, of all mght and title which the 
State had in the use of said land to the City. ‘The 
Commissioners offered to relinquish all the night 
which the State had in the use of said land for the 
sum of thirteen thousand dollars, which offer was re- 
jected by the City on the ground, “that the sum de- 
manded by the Commissioners exceeded the value of 
the land under any circumstances, and that to pay the 
State for their own property a sum exceeding its val- 
ue 1s What ought not to be expected or required.” 
The City on its part offered to pay the Common- 
wealth six thousand dollars for a release of all claim 
to the premises, ‘or to erect for the Commonwealth 
on its own land, such buildings as are necessary for 
its own accommodation,” which offer was also re- 
fused, and the negotiation terminated. 
During the last session of the Legislature, on the 
24th of March 1843, the following vote was passed. 
Resolved, That bis Execllency the Governor with 
the advice of the Council, be authorized to cause to 
be sold at public auction or private sale, the State 
Arsenal in Boston, and the interest of the State in 
the soil on which it stands, and all that portion of 
the munitions of war which may not be deemed 
worth preservation and repair, and in case of the 
sale of the building and land, to remove the arms 
and munitions of war to the Arsenal at Cambridge. 
In consequence of this resolve, a negotiation was 
opened by your Committee, to whom the City 
Council had granted full powers, with a Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Executive Council for a transfer of the 
Arsenal lands to the City. After some preliminary 
negotiations, a letter was received from the Chair- 
man of the Committee of the Council, offering to re- 
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linquish to the City, all the title and interest of the 
Commonwealth in the lands and buildings occupied 
for a State Arsenal, in the City of Boston, for the 
sum of fifteen thousand dollars. ‘This was deemed 
by your Committee a large demand for the relin- 
quishment of the wse of land, the fee of which is 
conceded on all sides to be in the City, and a sum 
amounting to nearly the entire value of the land in 
question. Your Committee did not hesitate respect- 
fully, to decline the offer in a letter, a copy of which 
is appended. ‘The views of the several Committees 
differed so widely on the subject, that your Commit- 
tee did not deem it expedient to make any offer on 
their part, and the negotiation closed. 

Having thus briefly stated the history of the grant 
and its terms, together with the several negotiations 
between the-State and the City, it only remains for 
your Committee to report such measures as they 
deem it expedient for the City Council to pursue, in 
the present state of the case. It is a reasonable in- 
ference from the tenor of the resolve before recited, 
that the State has no longer any use for the land 
now occupied by the Arsenal, otherwise it would not 
offer to dispose of its interest in it, and that the ar- 
tillery and munitions of war may, without detriment 
to the interest of the State, be removed to the Arse- 
nal at Cambridge. If this inference is correct, it 
would be deemed unworthy the magnanimity of the 
Legislature to withhold the land with which the State 
has been gratuitously “accommodated” for five and 
forty years, without an exhorbitant consideration. 
Your Committee would therefore recommend that 
the Mayor be authorized to memorialize the next 
Legislature, setting forth the rights of the City to the 
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land in question, and praying the State to relinquish 
any title or interest which the State may possess in 
the wse of said land. | 

Your Committee therefore report the following 
Order.

The Joint Committee to whom the aforegoing Order 
was referred, respectfully 


REPORT: 


That having discussed the subject committed to 
them, they have been unable to discover any failure 
to comply with the law regulating Elections and the ~ 
Qualifications of Voters, in the manner they have 
heretofore been conducted by the City Officers, hav- 
ing that subject in charge. ‘The question suggested 
to the Committee involves the interpretation of the 
2d and 3d sections of the 3d chapter of the “ Re- 
vised Statutes,” page 63. ‘The former section makes 
it imperative upon Collectors of State and County 
Taxes in each town to keep accounts of tax pay- 
ers, &c., and to give receipts therefor upon payment 
of the taxes. ‘The 3d section requires Collectors 
twice in a year, viz: in February and October, pre- 
viously to the Spring and Fall elections as now held 
in country towns, to make returns to the Selectmen 
of their respective towns, of an accurate list of all 
persons from whom they shall have received pay- 
ment of a State or County ‘Tax, subsequently to the 
time of making their last preceding return. 

- The Revised Statutes were passed in 1835 and 
1836 subsequently to the City Charter of 1822, and 
no mention is made of the City of Boston or its Mu- 
nicipal Officers in said Statute; an omission which 
in the opinion of your Committee would not have 
occurred, had the Legislature intended to have in- 
cluded the City of Boston within the purview of the 
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act. By the City Charter, section 24th, provision is 
made, that the Mayor and Aldermen, prior to any 
election, whether for National, State or Municipal 
Officers, shall make out lists of all citizens qualified 
to vote, in the same manner in which the Selectmen 
and Assessors of towns are required to do; and for 
that purpose they are empowered to call in aid 
all City Officers. Your Committee are therefore of 
opinion that the provisions of the Statute alluded 
to are inapplicable to the City of Boston and its offi- 
cers, and that the omissions to comply with the let- 
ter of that law constituted no failure of official duty 
in reference to the subject alluded to in the order, on 
the part of the Municipal Officers. Indeed the pro- 
visions of the Charter and those of the Statute seem 
so irreconcilable with each other, that a compli- 
ance with one, would render superfluous that of the 
other. It was in evidence before the Committee 
from the City Treasurer, that upon a former occa- 
sion the question now suggested, had been submit- 
ted to legal Counsel, and had been thus determined, 
and upon this decision the present mode had been 
adopted, viz: to regard the Statute as not applying to 
the City of Boston, and until the present time, all 
former Boards of Officers had acquiesced in the 
same. 

Under these views your Committee can perceive 
no dereliction of duty on the part of the City Offi- 
cers, or any infringement of the franchise of the cit- 
izen, in the manner in which elections are now con- 
ducted; and they ask to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The minority of the Committee on the inquiry, 
whether there has been any failure to comply with 
the law Regulating Elections and the Qualification of 
Voters, and if so by whom and for what reason, are 
unable to agree with the report of the majority, 
The law is explicit as follows: 

The 2d section of the 3d chapter of the Revised 
Statutes provides that “the Collectors of State and 
County Taxes in each town, shall keep an accurate 
account of the names of all persons from whom they 
shall have received payment of any State or County 
Tax, and of the time of such payment.” 

‘Secr. 3. ‘The said Collectors shall, twice in each 
year, namely, once in the month of February, not 
more than twenty days, nor less than fifteen days 
before the first Monday in March, and once in the 
month of October, not more than twenty days, nor 
less than fifteen days before the second Monday in 
November, return to the Selectmen of their respec- 
tive towns, an accurate list of all persons from whom 
they shall have received payment of any State or 
County Tax, subsequent to the time appointed for 
making their last preceding returns. 

¢Secr. 4. Any Collector who shall neglect to 
make such a return as is required in the preceding 
section, shall forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars 
for every such neglect, and any Collector who shall 
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make a false return in respect to any part of such 
list, shall forfeit the sum of twenty dollars for every 
name in respect to which he shall have made a false 
return.” ‘The Act of 1822, chapter 104, section 2, 
makes nearly the same provisions, viz. that the Col- 
lectors shall annually, before the first Monday in 
March, make out and deliver to the Selectmen. of 
the town in which they reside, a true and accurate 
list of all persons from whom they shall, within the 
year then next preceding, have received payment of 
a State or County Tax, or shall exhibit and deliver 
to the Selectmen, the original account by them 
kept, of such payment. 

The Supreme Court have put their construction 
upon this Act (which equally applies to the provis- 
ions of the Revised Statutes) in the case of Claflin 
vs. Cheney, the 4th of Pickering’s Reports, 118, and 
the 7th of the same Reports, 286, Adams vs. Moul- 
ton. ‘These were both actions brought against Col- 
lectors for the penalty for not making a return of 
the lists required by law. In the first case, the Col- 
lector put his lists into the hands of the Selectmen a 
few days before fifteen days preceding the first Mon- 
day in March. ‘The Court held, that making the re- 
turn sooner than fifteen days, was not a compliance 
with the Statute, and the Collector was held liable. 

In the case in the 7th of Pickering, it 1s decided 
that “the Statute of 1822, chapter 104, [Revised 
Statutes, chapter 3, section 3] requiring a Collector 
of ‘Taxes to return to the Selectmen, fifteen days be- 
fore the first Monday in March, a list of persons 
from whom he shall have received payment of a 
State or County Tax, intends that the list shall re- 
main with the Selectmen for their use, and not be 
taken away again by the Collector.” 
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Chief Justice Parker in giving the opinion of the 
Court, says “‘we cannot, without exercising a dis 
pensing power, excuse the defendant from the, pen- 
alty sued for in the action.” The Statute peremp- 
torily requires that a list of taxes paid within the 
year, shall be delivered to the Selectmen fifteen days 
before the first Monday in March. It has already 
been decided in 4th Pickering, 118, that this time 
admits of no variation. It is said that there was no 
meeting of the Selectmen on that day, but the de- 
fendant should have delivered his list to the Chair- 
manor some other of that body, in order to excuse 
himself from the penalty. The list which he deliy- 
ers should be for the use of the Selectmen, and net 
his own tax bill, exhibited to them and taken away 
again for his own use. ‘This Statute, being intended 
to give full force and eflect to the Amendment of the 
Constitution respecting the right of suffrage, should 
be strictly enforced.” 

It is admitted that the City Collector does not 
comply and has not complied with this law. The 
only question then is, does the law apply to the Col- 
lectors of Cities as well as Towns. ‘The object of 
the law is to get a correct list of voters, and that it 
may be known who has and who has not paid.a tax 
within two years. ‘This can only be ascertained 
from the Collector’s return. ‘There is no other law 
applying to the City of Boston to supply this de- 
ficiency ; and if the conclusion is sound, that the 3d 
chapter of the Revised Statutes does not apply to 
Boston, then the citizens of Boston are deprived of 
the means extended to the citizens of towns to se- 
cure to them the exercise of their franchise. Such 
could not have been the intention of the Legislature. 
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The City Charter says nothing on this point, and 
if it did, it is only a Statute subject to alteration like 
-all other Statutes, and is efiected by any subsequent 
Statute that controls it. 

The Revised Statutes make it the duty of “the 
Collectors in each town” to return the list. ‘The 2d 
chapter, on the construction of Statutes, says ‘the 
_ word town may be construed to include all Cities 
and districts, unless such construction would be re- 
pugnant to the provision of any act, specially re- 
lating to such Cities or Districts.” The question 
therefore is not, whether the City Charter does not 
_ require this return, but whether the law requiring it 
is repugnant to the City Charter. There is no part 

of the City Charter that is repugnant to the law re- 
quiring a list of persons who have paid taxes from 
the Collector. On the contrary, the 24th section of 
‘the Charter implies this duty. It provides “that 
prior to every election, it shall be the duty of the 
Mayor and Aldermen to make out lists of all the cit- 
izens of each ward, qualified to vote in such election, 
an the manner in which Selectmen and Assessors of 

towns are required to make out similar lists of voters, 
and for that purpose they shall have free access to 
the Assessors’ books and lists, and be entitled to the 
aid and assistance of Assessors and other officers of 
“said City.” 

Here the Mayor and Aldermen are required to 
make out the lists in the manner in which Select- 
‘men of towns are required to make out similar lists, 
and are to have the same facilities for making a cor- 
“rect list. 

By the 3d chapter of the Revised Statutes, the 
Selectmen shall at least ten days before the first 
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Monday of March and the second Monday of No- 
vember, make out correct alphabetical lists of all the 
persons qualified to vote, and shall, at least ten days 
before the election, cause such lists to be posted up. 

Section 9th provides that “the Selectmen, in 
case they shall have duly entered on said list of 
voters, the names of all persons who shall have been 
returned to them by the Collector aforesaid, shall 
not be held answerable for any omission in said 
list,”” &c. 

This rule applies to the Mayor and Aldermen, un- 
der the City Charter, and thus the accuracy of thc 
voters’ list, so far as they are held responsible to the 
voters, is made to depend upon entering on their 
list the names of all persons who shall be returned 
by the Collector in his hst, as having paid taxes 
within two years. 

How is it possible in any fair or legal construc- 
tion, to say this only applies to Selectmen of ‘Towns: 
It is an essential part of ‘the manner 1 which Se- 
lectmen of Towns are required to make out lists of vo- 
ters.” ‘The whole chapter is to be construed to- 
gether, embracing the returns of Collectors and the 
lists that are to be made up from such returns, and 
the City Charter makes it the express duty of the 
Mayor and Aldermen to make out lists of voters in 
the manner in which Selectmen of Towns are re- 
quired to make out similar lists. And further, by 
Section 13 of the City Charter, “all the powers 
heretofore vested in the Selectmen of the ‘Town of 
Boston, by particular laws or by the usages of said 
Town, are vested in the Mayor and Aldermen.” 
The Act of 1822, requiring the Collectors of Towns 
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to make a return to the Selectmen, was passed be- 
fore the City Charter; and if the Selectmen of Bos- 
ton had power to receive such return, the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen now have the same power, 
and they also have power, under the 24th Section, 
to require this duty of the City Collector, as one of 
the City Officers, to aid them in making out the lists 
of qualified voters. [tis not perceived, under this 
view of the subject, how any other conclusion can 
be arrived at, than that it is a plain omission of duty 
in making up the lists of voters, to dispense with the 
return by the City Collector, of all persons who have 
paid taxes. 

That the duty of making out a correct list, with- 
out this return, cannot be performed, is apparent 
from the fact that it is the custom to place dots 
against the name of each person on the hist, who has 
not paid a tax for one or two years. ‘The effect un- 
doubtedly must be, in some cases, to deter from vo- 
ting those who have paid a tax in two years, but 
who finding their names dotted, and not having their 
receipts at hand, may not understand their rights. 

For these reasons, the minority are of opinion 
that the City Collector has failed to comply with the 
law Regulating Elections and the Qualification of 
Voters; and that it is the duty of the Mayor and AlI- 
dermen, in making up their lists of qualified voters, 
to require this return to be made by him, at the time 
and in the manner provided in the Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 3a, for the reasons so clearly stated by the 
Court, in the case of Adams vs. Moulton, in the 7th 
of Pickering, viz: that “the Statute being intended 
to give full force and effect to the Amendment of

the Constitution respecting the night of suffrage, 
should be strictly enforced.” :

The Committee on Public Buildings, to whom was 
referred the subject of a new Jail for the County 
of Suffolk, with directions to report estimates, &c. 
have carefully attended to that duty and ask leave 
to 
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To the City Council the plans drawn by Mr. G. J. 
F. Bryant without alteration, accompanied with spe- 
cifications, also drawn up by Mr. Bryant. ‘These 
specifications were based on the supposition that the 
Jail, as well as the Jailor’s House, was to be built of 
stone, with a stone fence around the premises, all 
which in the opinion of your Committee would tend 
to a great unnecessary expense. On the principle 
upon which the Hartford Prison is built and this plan 
is based, reliance is placed in a constant and strict 
supervision of the prisoners, rather than upon mas- 
sive bars and bolts and prison walls. It is thought by 
your Committee that brick may be substituted for 
stone above ground in all cases except on the front 
of the Jailor’s House, and in one or two tiers of 
cells. With these views, your Committee caused an 
estimate to be made by Mr. James S. Savage, a 
practical mechanic, in whose experience and judge- 
ment great confidence is to be placed, which esti- 
mates are herewith submitted and made part of this 
report. 

By this estimate, it appears that the expense of 
erecting a Prison of brick, with the exception of a 
stone front to the Jailor’s House and two tiers of 


Cells, would be - - - - $54,268 
With brick instead of stone paving for the 
‘corridors, - - - “ - -' 63/268 
‘With a fence of white cedar paling in- 
stead of brick,  - u - - - 47,802 


It has been supposed that by fronting the Jailor’s 
House on Causeway street, and selling ten lots of 
land on Leverett street, (reserving the lot on which 
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the Engine House stands,) and eight lots on Minot 
place extended, that a sum sufficiently large might 
be realized to build a County Jail. This on careful 
examination, does not prove to be the case, though 
it would go far toward effecting that object. 

By the sale of eight lots on Minot place extended, 
and ten lots on Leverett street, about $32,000 
would in all probability be realized, but from this 
sum must be deducted about $4,000 for the pur- 
chase of a small two story House on Causeway 
street, in order to give sufficient front on that street, 


which would leave’ - - - - $28,000 
To meet an expenditure of = - - 4:7 ,800 
Leaving a balance to be provided for 

of about - : - “ - - 20,000 


If it was thought best to front the Jailor’s House 
on Leverett street, then ten lots might be sold on 
Minot place, and six lots on Leverett street, realiz- 


ing about - ~ - ~ - $25,000 
Which deducted from the expense of 
erecting the Jail, - - : - 47,800 


Would leave a balance to be provided of — 23,000 

As it was evident that a County Jail could not be 
erected from the proceeds of the sales of the land 
not absolutely required, and as no appropriation had 
been made to meet any balance of expenditure, 
your Committee have deemed it expedient to take 
time to examine the details with great care, in order 
to present an estimate on which entire confidence 
might be placed and which might serve as a basis 
for any future action which the City Council in its 
wisdom might think proper to take.

Dear Srr,—In conformity with your request I 
have made a very careful estimate of the cost of 
building a Jail and Jailor’s House according to plans 
and specifications made by Mr. Bryant, substituting 
brick for stone in all cases except the foundations, 
the front of the Jailor’s House and the two lower 
tiers of cells. 

Cost of the Buildings going down to a clay or 
eravel bottom, with the foundations, - $57,568 
Cost of do. resting the foundations on 

piles, - s - - - - 54,268 
Cost of do. substituting wooden paling 

for the fence, instead of brick, 2 47,802 

And these are the lowest sums in my opinion that 
the proposed buildings can be erected for. 

J have been through a second time in accordance 
with your suggestions, with every item of my esti- 
mate with great care and am well satisfied that ev- 
ery thing required both as regards quantity and 
price are fairly computed. 

About $1,000 more might very well be saved I 
think by paving the corridors with brick instead of: : 
stone. ge

That they have given the subject careful atten- 
tion, and appointed a Sub-Committee of the Board, 
consisting of Alderman Parker and Messrs. Harris 
and Ayer of the Common Council, to visit the State 
Hospital at Worcester and the McLean Asylum at 
Somerville, to examine these Institutions with refer- 
ence to the employment and amusement aflorded 
the inmates. ‘This Committee have submitted their 
Report, which is appended and made part of this 
Report.

The undersigned a Sub-Committee of the Board of 
Visitors of the Boston Lunatic Hospital, to whom 
the subject of the ‘employment of the patients of 
said Institution, by the erection of suitable work- 
shops or otherwise,” was committed, pursuant to 
an Order of the City Council, passed October 
80th last, respectfully 


REPORT: 


That they have devoted much time and reflection 
to the subject committed to them. Aware of the 
importance of devising some means by which the 
irksomeness of confinement and restraint, under 
which the unhappy inmates are placed, could be re- 
lieved; they have made all the inquiries they deem- 
ed necessary for an adequate knowledge in the exe- 
cution of the duties, which by the order of the City 
Council devolved upon them. With this view they 
visited the Institutions at Worcester and at Somer- - 
ville, and from a conference with the respective Su- 
perintendents of those Hospitals, and by inspecting 
the mode adopted therein, they have been enabled 
to obtain such facts as will be detailed in the present 
report. Your Committee are fully satisfied, that if 
any employment can be devised, by which the mind 
as well as the body can be exercised, it would tend 
under proper modifications in many cases, to the ul- 
timate cure of the patient; and in all, it would so 
ameliorate their condition as to render the measure 
quite an object of consideration. In many cases 
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past experience has demonstrated that the cause of 
the malady has been more of a physical, than moral 
nature—and the great number of cures which have 
been effected by slight medical treatment, followed 
by a due regulation of diet and regimen, admonish 
those to whom the patients are committed, to*make 
an effort to extend the restorative process now 
adopted ; and to carry out with still greater success, 
so philanthropic an end, by means which have been 
placed within our reach. In this view, your Com- 
mittee feel warranted in the belief, that the instances 
are rare in the Boston Lunatic Hospital, where the 
patient has not, in some degree, been made more 
comfortable, and reconciled to the treatment adopted 
in his case, while under the maintenance of this 
great public charity. It will not be denied that the 
Institution will labor under disadvantage in a com- 
parison with the discipline and accommodations of 
other similar Institutions, which are sustained by lib- 
eral endowments, and extensive bequests. But when 
it is considered that its support is tendered to the 
poor and the friendless; the amount of usefulness in 
the aggregate, is a fair offset to the enlarged ar- 
rangements of other more favored Infirmaries. As 
a pauper establishment, the Boston Lunatic Hospital 
has no option in the reception of the inmates of its 
family. Excluding only the ferocious maniac, it 
takes from the abodes of squalid poverty, the abject 
and the forlorn—the idiotic and demented child, the 
lunatic heir of crime and disgrace, and the vic- 
tim of vicious appetite and dishonor—including the 
besotted mendicant, and the self-debased libertine. 
To so many untoward causes may the moral and 
physical condition of most of the inmates be attrib- 
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uted, that the skill of the Superintendent is often 
baffled in tracing to its source the origin of their 
malady—and indeed in such a community, he may 
be deemed singularly fortunate if at all, his investi- 
gations should in any slight degree be attended with 
success. ‘l'aken, asin most cases they have been, 
from the lurking places of vice and misfortune, the 
Superintendent has been misled in discovering the 
true cause. He is often left to infer the proper 
mode of treatment from apparent symptoms only, 
for the patient is seldom able to describe his own 
feelings. Not infrequently has a latent injury of 
some years standing, been the origin of the imbecil- 
ity, which he exhibits; sometimes it may be imputed 
to organic disease; and too often has it been found 
the result of protracted self-debasement, which 
evinces itself by the miserable and helpless condition 
into which the patient has been plunged. A further » 
cause may be detected in native malformation and 
paralysis of some vital organ. ‘This class of cases is 
ranked as incurable, and however hopeless they ap- 
pear, they have their vicissitudes—and exhibit difler- 
ent phases as circumstances, beyond the reach of 
medical aid indicate. It is believed in all these 
cases, regular employment of what is left of mind 
and body, have been resorted to with advantage, 
when graduated to the strength of either in the pa- 
tient. Where active exercise in the open air has 
been practised, it has with but few exceptions, been. 
attended with most salutary effects. If it has not 
produced a cure, it has served to soften the temper- 
ament of the individual, and has had the tendency to 
render more easy the task of seli-government. In~ 
this respect if it has been productive of no other 
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benefit, it has rendered the patient less obnoxious to 
the discipline, necessary to be sustained in all Insti- 
tutions of this description. 

It then becomes a subject of inquiry in what man- 
ner the system of employment contemplated in the 
Order of the City Council, can be introduced. ° 

Your Committee are of opinion, that pecumary 
considerations should have no influence in reference 
to this measure. ‘The importance of such an im- 
provement to the patients, seems to forbid any nar- 
row calculations in this matter; and it would be a 
mistaken economy to compute the extent to which 
such an expenditure should be carried—and in the 
onset your Committee would premise, that they do 
not believe it could be made profitable in any other 
manner, than as an auxiliary in the treatment of the 
patients. The aim of the Institution is to restore 
the unfortunate inmate to his reason, and to return 
him to his family and friends. It is one of the evils 
of all Institutions of this character, that the patient 
is left to his own feelings among strangers, upon his 
admission, and the most unfavorable impressions are 
made upon him as to his confinement. He is apt to 
view his condition as that of a convict in a peniten- 
tiary, and until this delusion is dissipated, he is re- 
served, and remains jealous of every one around 
him—frequently abstaining from every privilege 
which may minister to his comfort, until he is con- 
vinced of his error, and becomes acquainted with his 
keeper. Your Committee have learned that in the 
State Lunatic Hospital at Worcester, the employ- 
ment adopted is the following, viz: The ordinary 
agricultural labor necessary to the good manage- 
ment of a farm—which usually employs six months 
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of the year—making shoes—carpentering—and the 
manufacture of hair mattresses. In the first, it has 
been found that most of the inmates can be employ- 
ed and enter upon their work with alacrity, and that 
much service may be obtained from them. From 
the making of shoes, the whole establishment is sup- 
plied with shoes for daily use, and it has been found 
practicable to supply customers in the town, at such 
a price as will pay expenses of stock and labor. In 
the carpenters’ shop, such hght articles as chairs, 
tables, stools, &c. can be made; and the work has a 
very favorable influence on those who have been en- 
gaged in it; and your Committee were informed that 
no evil has resulted to the patients or others by per- 
mitting them the use of such tools, as are required 
by that branch of mechanics. In reference to the 
latter employment, the making of mattresses—the 
Committee learned, that although it did not require 
so much active exercise of the body as the others, 
yet it was attended with very beneficial effects; and 
not only defrayed expenses of stock and materials, 
but in some small degree compensated the labor. 
There was another resource for the educated pa- 
tients which the philanthropic Superintendent at 
Worcester had provided, viz. the gradual accumula- 
tion of a library; the cost of which had been defrayed 
by the sale to visitors of articles in needlework, of 
fancy and utility, made by the females—the fabric 
of which not only gave them employment, but op- 
erated as a stimulant to exertion. In the female 
department this measure might be introduced with 
ease in our own Hospital and without expense. 

For their cordial reception and for much yalua- 
ble information, the Committee acknowledge their 
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indebtedness to Dr. Woodward, the able Superin- 
tendent of the Worcester Hospital. 

'. In examining the departments of the McLean 
Asylum at Somerville, every facility of observation 
and inspection was aflorded by Dr. Bell which could 
_ have been required—and from his suggestions the 
Committee have received hints which will be profit- 
able to consider. ‘Their courteous reception by him 
and his readiness to impart such information as was 
desired, gave them a favorable opportunity to view 
the most recent improvements in the domestic ar- 
rangements of that Institution. Very little was per- 
ceptible in reference to the particular subject of in- 
quiry, viz: the employment of the inmates. This 
Institution is supported by the endowment from the 
liberal munificence of the individual, whose name it 
bears, and by such other bequests as from time to 
time have been made. With ample means and 
under the superintendence of a Board of Visitors, 
the inmates have been taken from all ranks; as well 
the wealthy as the middle classes—and in almost all 
instances the expenses of their maintenance are dis- 
bursed by themselves or their friends. Their accom- 
modations in furniture, apartments and privileges, 
are of a higher order than can be expected in’a 
Public Institution like ours. ‘Their employment, 
like that at Worcester, during the Summer months, 
was principally agriculture, and both here and at 
Worcester riding carriages for the females and the 
debilitated males, are provided for daily use. ‘The 
carpenters’ shop was a resource for such as hada 
taste or inclination for mechanical employment, but 
could not be made to reimburse expenses upon an 
extended scale. In each of the halls of the male 
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and female departments, were private parlors and 
sitting rooms, and the furniture and other arrange- 
ments correspond to that style of living. The soli- 
tary rooms are better arranged than at any Institu- 
tion within the knowledge of the Committee. ‘These 
attracted their notice on account of their complete 
heatness, and exemption from unpleasant effluvia. 
The frequent occasions which occur for the use of 
apartments of this description render them necessary 
to every well regulated Lunatic Asylum. At Wor- 
cester and Somerville the Committee perceived their 
utility, and they were then occupied. It will be 
conceded, that in every Lunatic Hall, particularly 
where indiscriminate admission is necessary, such 
as our own, a class of patients are admitted who 
having been unaccustomed to restraint, become 
noisy and turbulent during the paroxysms of their 
malady—and often disturb an entire wing of the 
building by their raving and outcries—and_ this too 
as well at night, as in the day time, when surround- 
ed by their fellow sufferers. ‘To those of strong 
nerves the phrensy of the insane is at all times ap- 
palling. But what influence can be more pernicious 
to the hypochondriac or the lunatic, than to be 
awakened from sleep by the frantic howl of the 
maniac in the dead silence of night? ‘There are 
also instances in females, when these paroxysms 
though temporary are periodical, and who in a day 
or two become placid and calm. For these emer- 
gencies we have no accommodation or substitute ; 
and the time seems to have arrived, when the dic- 
tates of humanity suggest their provision, Should it 
be necessary to urge this subject, another reason ex- 
ists why they are indispensable. In every Hospital it 
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is necessary to exact from the patients the most im- 
plicit observance of neatness and cleanliness, in their 
persons and apparel. When patients are under the 
influence of phrensy, they frequently manifest per- 
fect indifference to decency and self respect im their 
bodily functions, and general deportment, and some- 
times are prone to filthy practises and become offen- 
sive to observation. In such cases the solitary room 
with its proper furniture is the only means of keep- 
ing the patient from annoying cthers, and from com- 
municating his noxious habits to those who happily 
are exempt from the severity of his malady. The 
absence of these rooms in the Boston Institution, 
seems to have been an oversight in the construction 
of the building, and it is confidently anticipated that 
provision will be made forthwith, to remedy the de- 
fect. 

Connecting these suggestions with that of the em- 

ployment of the inmates, the Committee recom- 
mend that an additional building be erected of one 
_ story in height, with sufficient provision for four sol- 
itary rooms for each sex, with a carpenter’s shop 
_ and such other rooms, for mechanical employment 
as from time to time may be deemed advisable; to 
the end that the inmates may be employed in such 
amanner as will afiord exercise of body and mind. 
The Committee believe that the improvement sug- 
gested may be made at an expense comparatively 
‘small, and by no means disproportionate to the ne- 
cessity and well being of the patients. They are of 
opinion that the expenditure will be more than re- 
imbursed in the speedy recovery of the patients, by 
affording them constant employment out of the 
Halls, where they are immured during the Winter 
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months; and by removing from their observation and 
knowledge malign influences, which being blended 
with all the patients, retard their recovery. 

This measure it is believed will be sanctioned by 


every philanthropic mind, who cannot but rejoice at _ 


the amount of human suffering which this great 
‘public charity has relieved, and is still relieving ;— 
and it will tend to the extension of its usefulness by 
administering to the great necessity of those unfor- 
tunate individuals, who are committed to its care and 
protection. | , 

Your Committee therefore report the following 
Order, and recommend its adoption.

Resolved, That it is expedient that provision be 
made by this Board, for the active employment of 
those of the inmates who may be of sufficient ca- 
pacity and ability to be employed in mechanical 
work, during the Winter months ;—in such a man- 


ner as may hereafter be determined, and that Soli- — 


tary Rooms should be provided for the proper treat- 
ment of such of the patients, who may be deemed to 
require such apartments. It is therefore 
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Ordered, That the Chairman of this Board be re- 
quested to procure plans and estimates for the erec- 
tion of a building of one story in height, of sufficient 
size for solitary rooms, and for workshops, for me- 
chanical. employment of the inmates—and that the 
same be reported to this Board. 
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
